- 1-8 
zed tothe truſt of the King Aelinde, and him: of the Ile of Magera, (asthoſe 2 
which were leſſetyredthanthe rcſt) 4llthoſe Princes whom the heavens .had : 
preſerved from the fury of the ſword, rendred themſelves atthe Tent of the 
Emperour 44d of Greece: who unable to take the care of Councell upon him, 
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ayrc before full of lightning flaſhes, grew ſo blacke, that all the fires which they 
| had kindled inthe campe, to cheare and retrefh the ſouldiers, being extinguiſhed 
in an inſtant, they could not difcerne at all what the matter was, This ſecond ac- 
cident would have made themtremble, if their hearts had been capable of feare: 
but having alwayes ſtood firme before the appearance of the greateſt dangers, 
they remained with a couragious reſolution to cndure what God ſhould vlealQto 
lay uponthem. This darkeneffe having endured three or foure houres, the day 
drew on, with an univerſall amazement of them all.

no more ſtrengch to reliſt us, they flye to their tricks; let us follow our fortune. 
She proſpers ſuch as lay hold of occafions, 6: they that make themſelves unwor- 
thy of her fayours, never encounter them according to their deſires. Speaking 
thus, he bad almoſt perſ{waded all thoſe Lords to negle the counſell that was 
given them, and ro purſue the fortune of theirvicory :but Floriſef, who was cn- 
duced with go Icſſe prudence than valour, taircly demonſtrating that with preci- 
pitation they might roo much indanger themlelves,and that matters were to be 
weighed with more deliberation, ſtaid the fury of theſe Princes.

T3 T is moſt neceflary forthe underſtanding of this our hiſtory, that 
'2 you ſhould know whe this 4/cander was, of whom we ſpake be- 
# tore, tarthat thereupon depends one of the foundations of our 
B» worke:.he cameintothe world inthe time of Dox Belzanis, Empe- 
wag rourof Greece, and from his childehood+ gave himſclfe to che 
knowledge of letters, pr tothe ſecrets of Magicke; but with ſuch ear- 
neſtneſle of affeRiqo,thet baving beſtowed cortaine yeares therein, -he Woes

ſo perfc& an Artiſt, as he'ſurpaſſed all thoſe that had travciled in thoſe ſtvdics 
before hun, aſwell as thoſe that came alterhim : yet was it not his purpole to 
make uſe thereof, as many doe, to the hurt or ruine of any, but forthe glory of 
.Chriſtendome, which he to tooke to heart, tizatall his a&tions had no other 
ayme, but the preſervation of thoſe, whoſe worth was able ro mayntayne ir at 
the due heigth, as you may well judge by the ſ{cqueleot this Hiſtory, SEEING 
then that Dor Belians, a Prince as vertuous and valiant as could be named, was 
ſomewhat enfcebled by rhe battell that he had fought before Conſtantinople, 
with Perineo, Soldan of Perſea, the moft valiant of ail che Pagans that then li- 
ved, the Empreſle of Almayne, Clariftea, who might olfo bee termed the mir- 
rour of Armes, and Ar:0barcan Empezrour of Tartary, he wrought ſo powerful- 
ly upon the mindes of that brave Pagan, and of that valorous Lady , as admi- 
1ing the veriue of fogallanta man, they determined to turne Chriſtians, and 
become his triends, upon condition, that the Perſian ſhould marry the Infantz 
of Greece, named Sirezas - which was accompliſhed preſently aftex his Bap- 
tiſme, In which holy Sacrament he was accompanied with Salrzterne, without 
F.:rre, lis ſonne, and the baſtard of Don Belianzs, Poliſtor of Nubia, and Polifles 
ae {: Setva,whom he had by the Queene of the Garamantes, and had followed 
the Pagan colours before they knew Dor Beltanrs for their Father, This peace 
and this marriage cheered all Greece, and particularly our Alcander, who then 


thought ic well and ſuſficiently ſupported. But being continually carefull for 
the quiet of theſe Princes , he hai one day a curious deſire to underſtand what - 


200d fortune was tO attend their ceiignes and life 3 withdrawing therefore 
limſclte from all reſort of company , hee began to make his ordinary invoca- 


tions, and found onely by the motion nd aſpe& ofthe ſtares, thatthe houſe | 


of Greece was to ſuffer a rotall ruine ; and that theſe Princes were threarned 


with an eminent death. The knowledge heereof did mightily affli@ him ; bue -

his Skil!,ke ina moment raylcd fuck ho:rible flaſhes of lightning inthe aire, 
ſo-greatancarttquuke,:sr.otcicvocnd old tolkes ſeeing fo furious a tem- 


peſt beyond the 67.cr of n<ture, biiceved that thoſe thunders were preſa- 
gs of their deaths. So tut uilpoling themſetves to ſecke the mercy ofhea- | 


ven, which neycr zefulerh grace to us, when with humility we ſecke it, they 


{cll upon the carth , and iitiing up their eyes they met with a new terrour 
when as they eſpied the tcarctull Chariot in which A/carger appeared, ſca- 


ted with ſuch amajcfty, that itthey had not beene jnftructed by the light of 
tayth, that one only God was to be acknowledged, they had adored him : 
never {o much as dreaming that it was done by art Magicke, orthat this in- 
counter could proceed from the $kill of any moitall man. For belecevi 

that none in the world was more expert if that art then they, they could ne« 
yer imagine that any man could finde them outin their Iſland , unleſſe they 


pleaſcdto permit it. Alcander reading their amazement in their lookes and 


motions, would not kcepe them any longer in payne: Moſt venerable 


- perſons, {ayd he, be not diſmayd to {ce me heere at this preſcnr, and in this 


mancr : ' That almighty God who hath enducd you with the knowledge of 
things above nature for the good of his people, hath imparted to mee the 
ſame favours which he hath beftowed upon you, and made me no lefle zea- 
lous of his glory and fervice : I am not come hither now to trouble you, 
as you imagine, but indeed to conferre with you about certayne things, 
which ſhall be neceflary tor the welfare of the Princes of Greece, whole ver\ 


- tuc hath begotten ſuch an affection in me towards them,as I will not enter- 
. tayne athought but for the augmentation of their glary. 1 knaw that you 
- havealwayes1nfinitely loved them ; that your aſliſtance was never wanting 
tothem ; and that without your ayd they could not ſo caſily have endured 


thoſe labours they have paſicd thorow. Wherefore ] will endevaur tOte- 
compcnce you forit ; imparting to yau certayne ſecrets, that as-ye are not 


come to your knowledge, andthat I know you will not a little eftcemie: Bur 


becauſe your preſervation is no-lefle deare to me then their quiet, Idoe.de- 


fire youall to goe with metoa Palace that I have , whithcr wee will carry 


with 
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 withus your Bookes, and ſuch inflruments as are fit for thoſe of our pro< 
teſhion ; tothe cnd, that my ſabour being added to your learning , wee may 
the morceafily finde out what ſhall moſt conduce to our deſigne. I cannot 
doubt but you may have ſome cauſe to feare the undertaking of this voyage 
inthe company of a man, whom you never heard ſpoken of, and that you 
| may finde reaſonto decline it in the incommodity of your age ; butthe 
g00d ſervice I have done to Chriſtendome , which hath not undergone fo 
great a lofle as you belecve, andthat alſo intend to you in your owne par- 
ticular, may oblige you not to ſulpeR any malice in me : I love vertne too 
well to be a traytor , and your lives are with mee no lefſe confiderablethen 
mine owne. Reſolye with your ſ{clves then, my deare friends, and make no 
difficulty in following my advice : Time will make you know mee better, + 
and experience ; aſſure you ot my zeale to that, whichconcernes the affaire 
I have in hand. How plealtng is reſt after labour, and how ſweet is afſu. - 
rance afterfeare 2 Theſe good folkes, whocxpected nothing lefle then ſo * 
gentle a language, and that made no great account of their lives, judging by 
&lcanders courage, that he had no bad diſpoſition, gave him as many thanks 
asthe favour he did in viſiting them ſcemed great, Itis moſt true, fayd 4l- 
quif , that we would never have thought any other could have outgone us 
1n the knowledge of the ſecrets of Magicke. But yourcomming hither hath 
freed us of that error : forthis our Ifland being indiviſibleto all the world, 
and ſo caſily diſcovered by you, our ſelves alſo in a maner bereft of our 
judgement in beholding you, we cannot doubt but yourknowledpe is farre- 
beyond ours.

Frgandathen having made vpa bundle of them, they all 
went into the Chariot of the Griffons, that is to ſay, Alquif, Yreanda, Zir- , 
4, Zirenna, Alquifa, and the yong Caſſandra, who afterwards by the ayde 
of 4lcazder, became fo perfeRt in that art, as ſhe much excelled her parents. 
The beaſts having their load, began to cut the ayre with an incredible ſwift- 
nefſe, and in a little time arrived at the Caſtle of Treaſure, which appearcd 
to theſe Magicians ſo magnificent, that theyhad never ſcene building equal 
to it, As ſoone as they were come thither, A/c«nder not to loſe time, defired

from what they were inthe unknowne Iſland. Behold, ſayd thenthis great

This ſayd,they began to make their conjurations apart, 'which were 
not altogetherunuſcfull , as you ſhall know by the {£quel of this Diſcourſe, 
Thar done, Alcander thought good to returne his friends to their Ifland, 
notdiſcovering to them the *enchantment of the Princes of Greece, And 
having defired them to watch as till then they had done ,- forthe benctit of 
_- Chriſtcndome, hee went away, carrying Ce{[anara along with him, to ſhew 
'_ herallthe ſecrets of Magicke, and to render her pertectin that Art. 
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The Adventures of the Greeke Princes returning iis their Empires, 


20 a2 Leriſel of Niquea, approoving oi the wile Alcanders ade 
FF vice, did wholly deſiſt from the purpoſe he had of ra- 
vaging theeftate of the Pagans, thereby to render his 
revenge the more memorable ; and reſolved by break 
ok day to depart for Greece : ordering Alaftraxerez 
 togocunto Trebiſond , Dos Rogell into Perſia, Sphera. 
mound intothe Empire of Parthis, Lucendus into France, 
Dorieell into the Fortunate Iſlands, the King @adare 
into the Ifland Aepera, Anaxander, Florador, Melinde, Olidor, Ginoldan, Ama- 
mo  Aftre, for theirkingdomes, and the reſt whither fortune called them; 
But fearing leſt ſome new warre might breake foorth after his departure, he 
left the moiety of his troopes with thoſe , whoſe Provinces were ſurroun- 
ded with the Pagans eftatcs, that they might not be ſurpriſed with any new 
garboyle, andallo might preſerve the Countreys they had gotten, Matters = 
being thus diſpoſed, they attcaded the next riſing Sunne, which preſented 
©O them no lefſe wonder then the day before had done : tor that vaſt and 
Nately edifice, whercinall thoſe Kings, Princes, and Emperouts, were ca- 
cloſed, appearcd no more, nor was there any thing ſcene in the place there- 
_ of, butonecly the playne ground, as it was before the battell. This ſecond 
lofle had afflited them , for they receyved no meane conſolation in {cei 
their parents interred with ſo much glory , but ſtraightway confidercd that 
this was lome new device ef that Magician, who had written unto them, 
they were no whit diſmaycd ; and taking itfor a goodteſtimony of his love 
tothem inthat he had nptleft thoſe bodies in the middeft of fo many engp- 
mics, they prepared for their departure with the leffe griefe, The time then 
_ of their remoove being come, all thoſe troopes began to march ſeverall 
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waycs. For Spheramond, Dorigell, Syluen, Amanis d Afire, and thefayre S2- 
vage, teoke a way farrc differcat fromrhat, whichthe others had, determi- 
ning to ſpend ſometime in ſceking adventures abroad. The beautcous Sa- 
vage ſ{ccing her ſelfalone, renewed her ſorrow tor the loſle of her husband, 
whileſt $//v4# travelled with no lefle diſcontent for that of his fayre Lici- 
vis, of whoſe death he had heard ;, and that Spheramond, CAmanis d'Aftre, 
and Porjgef lamented ſo great a diſaſter, although the glorious death of their 
kinimen did yeeld them ſome comfort. Having thus paſſed two orthree 
daycs without meeting any adyecnture worthy their undertaking , Sphere- 
#084 about the time that the Sunne was inthe middeft of his courſe, felt 
himſclfe io drowſie, that he was conſtrayned to lic downe to fleepe,, com. 
manding his Squireto let their horſes graze. The extreame paines that be- 
tore he had taken, and the delicacy of the place , made his reſt ſo pleaſing 
unto him, as he did not wake till night, nor would peradventure have done 
till the next day, it the noyſc of a Chariot paſſing by him, had not made 
him to riſc in all haſte ; he was about to have called his Squire for to bridle 
His horſe , but the voyce of one that lamented , ſtayd him for tolcarne the 
cauſe thereof. Liſtening then attentively, and looking that way the voyce 
camc, heſaw a Chatiot paſſe by him drawne with {1xe great horſes, wher-_ 
in fate three dreadfull Giants, every-one of them holding a Lady in his 
armes ; two of the which feemed to be rather dead then alive; andthe third 
was ſhe that made thoſe cries and lamentations which hee had heard. Iuſt 


Heaven, fayd ſhe, will you not ſend ſome {uccour to theſe great though mi- 


ſcrable Princeſles 2 Or will you permit themto remayne in the hands of 
thcſc villayns, who queſtionleſle will without reſpec oftheir quality ftrive 


| by force to robbe them'of what is moſt deare unto theme ' O God?! what a 


loffe will Chriſtendome receyve © And you,brave Princes, how mich will 

it grieve youto heare of this diſafter'? Ilament your misfortune aſmuchas 
the death they are going to ſuffer. This voyce beipg loſt inthe ayre, left 
no-lcfle pity then anger in the minde of this Prince ': For finding by this 
ſpeech that they were Chriſtians of eminent quality , and rhitiking alfo that 
he had beene acquaynted with the ſound of that voyce, he was moved with 
artextreame defireto {uccour them : So calling his Squire , hee made his 


' horſeto be broveht him z and quickly mounting upon him, he galloped the 


ſame way that he ſaw the Chatiot take , hoping to reach theſe Giants in a 
little time, and to fight with them at any rate whatloever. But thenight was 
ſodarke, that not knowing which way he tooke , hee entred intoa 'Forreſt, 
wherethe firſtthat he met with , was a reverend old man, holding a torch 
in his hand, whotaking his horſe by the bridle , ſaydeunto him : Valiant 
Prigce, be not offendedif1 take the Hberty to ſtay youat this preſent'; For 
defiring your ſafety, as much as my owne welfare , I cannot let you paſſe 
without advertiſing you, that you are infallibly loſt, if you obſtitiately pur- 
ſue the defigne you have in hand,and light nponthoſe this night whom you 
now arc following : The day will bee more fit for your purpoſe ; then this 
darkeneſſe : and patience alone is that muft procure you what you now fo 
carneſtly wiſh for : Enquire not what I am , nor why I meddlethus with 
youraffayres. It is not yettime that you ſhould know mee, nor that you 
ſhould thorowly underſtand my intentions, as I doe your thoughts. Onely

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Ccive, I Co not know,anſwered Spheramend, (lomewhat wondring to meet 
that man in ſuch a place, and at ſo unſcaſonable an howre) how you can bee 
Obliged to wiſh and ſecke my good, with ſo much demonſtration of friend- 
ſhip,fince I doc not remember that ever I ſaw you betere : But happen what 
may., I will gladly obey you, my neceſſity and the time alſo advifing mee 
cherunto : Thus ſpeaking he alighted, leaving his horſe with alittle Dwarfe 
who was there as of purpole, and cntredthe Tent, which hee thought was 
the fayreſtthatever he had ſeene. Without doubt, {ayd hee then, you love 
* . >mendot a little, that have provided me ſo magnificenta lodging : for I did ' 
- Notexpectto be ſo well accommodated to night : Butbeleeye it, you ſhall 
© _ not find me unegratefull,if you pleaſe to make uſe of me. Saying fo, he went 
"to cmbracethis man, but he was no more tobe ſeene : wherat he was ſome- 
what amazed, yet ſuppoſing all this to bee done by inchantment, hee began 
to ſurvey the Tent, and found in one of the corners of it , a Table covered 
with plenty of delicate meat, which ſo whetted his ſtomacke, that hee fate 
him downe to ſupper ; where having well aſlwaged his hunger, hce walked 
 aboutthe Tent, and finding a bed ready made hee layd him downe upon it, 
and fell into ſo ſound a fleepe, thatthe ſunne was of a goad height before 
he awaked ; andthenbeing much amazed to find himiclfearmed with new 
andexcellent Armes, his Squire ſnoring at his fecr, and neyther Wood nor 
Tent to be ſcene, but a playne, fo large as it could not limit his view : how.

whereot Dorigell entring into a great ficld met with a 
Dwatfe mounted upon the braveſt horſe that ever hee had ſeene : but him- 
ſelfe ſo miſhapen and ill favoured,that he wondered how nature could pro- 
duce a rationall creature with ſo much deformity : He was abour to queſti- 
on him concerning the occaſion of his journey , but the Dwartc prevented 
him : For drawing neere and ſaluting him in a more gracctul} maner , thea 
he expected, he {ayd unto him ; Knight, I marvell much to ſee you ride a- 


lone through theſe Launds, whichare commonly called The Fearfull,in rc, 


ard of the ſtrange adventures wich coe happen dayly, by reaſon of a Ca. 
le ſcituate in the middeſt of them, belonging to anold Sorcerefle, who 
doth cntrap all the Knights that paſſe this way , findipg meanes to entice 
them to her houſe , wiicre all their valour will not ſerve te free them from 
captivity , if they bee not {laine in fight. For to that end thee keepes there 
twelve Giants ofa monſtcous Rature, and ſo ſtrong withall, as they alone 


are ableto defeat the nigliucſ Emperour ofthe World 3 You ſhall there-. 


fore, if you picaſc, bend your courſe ſome other way, and not tempt For- 
tune : For ic is no Icfſc honour to eſchew with diſcretion an unrefiſtable 
danger, then being ingaged to fight couragiouſly. Doriget more delighted 
with the diſcourſe then withthe perſon of this gallant, anſwered him, Thy 
counſel! might indeed be uſefnll ro me, 1f I had lefle reſpect to my honour, 
then my hfe ; but doeſt thou not kaow that worthy Kaiglits muſt neyer 1c- 
cuile for any conſideration of danger whatſoever : that glory 1s not to bee 
found but in the moſt difficulcenterpriſcs ; and that vitory 1s then moſt ho- 
nourable,when it is purchaſed with bloud. I willtherforc tollow this way, 
ſince fortune hath put me into it : but yet before I part with you, I would 
_ Entreat youto cnforme me more pzrticularly concerning thus Caltle ; and 
why this Enchanttcfle docth live there, to worke fo much wiſchiete to 
- Knights that have not wrongd her. You could not, replyde hee, have ad- 
 Arefled your {elfe better thento me, atthe leaft to be {atisfaed in your curio- 
ſity ; ForIdoe bclong to a man , who isno leſlea friend to brave Kaights, 


then this woman their enemy, and one whoſe knowledge is aſmuch as hers: 


She is ſiſter to the King of the Frozen Iflands,that was flaine inthe late and 
memorablc battell of 4/eppo, where all the Pagan Kings cndedtheair lives, 
except him of Pentepoly,who ſaved himlclte with fixe thouland men, whuch 
were under his command, for the guard of the Campe. T he defire the hath 
alwayes had to ruine the Chriſtians, cauſing her often to turne over her Ma- 


gicall 
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N Pk , F/ onemcditated upen the loſle of his deareſt halte, and 


the government of his Kingdome. They were two. 
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eicall bookes ( in which ſhe is very expert ) ſhe forclaw the gcnerall deiea- 
tureof the Pagans, that ſhould unite themſelves tor that warre ; And for 


that reaſon would have diverted her brother from it, aſſuring him of his 


death, if he ſhould bee preſent there : but hee preferring an honourable end 
before the ill report that othcrwite hce ſhould haveincurred by ablenting 
himſeclfe from thence , would needs make one 1a that expeaition, and was 
there life, as I have related : which did ſo inrage this old Sorcereſle, thar 
ſhe withdrew her fſelfe to theſe Launds, where by Enchantment ſhe built 
this Caſtle : and forthe guard thereof drew hither twelve of the mightieſt 
Giants in the world ; who, witnout regard to any Jawes of Chivalry, doall 


 ofthem commonly fall upon 2ny one man thar preſents himſelte, if the firſt 


that encounters him be notable to defeat him : hoping to lurpriſe intheir 
paſſing this way ſome of thoſe famous Knights of Greece, and with athou- 
ſand tortures which ſhe meanes to make them ſufter,in ſome ſort to mitigate 
the erxefc ſhe feeles for the lofſle of the King her brother. Iudge now, pray 
you, whether my advice doc not concerne you,and whether it be not a good 
teſtimony of my loye, in deſiring you to retire out of theſe parts, where 
you can mect with nothing but miſchiefe. Thou haſt, ſays Dorigel,,ſo tully 
ſatisfied me, that I will conteffe my ſelfe much obliged unto thee for thy 


| Jabour: Thy counſell Iacknowledge ſor very good, but yet me thinks my 


reaſons againſt it are much better : ſo that Iam reſolved to paſſe on, and ſee 
whar the heavens have preordained for me. Speaking thus, he would have 
put his horſe forward, but the Dwarte taking him by the bridle ſayd, Stay 
a little, Sir Knight, and permit me to ſpeake a few words unto you ; Hethat 
appointed meto be heere now , hath commanded me to preſent you with 
this horſe, and the ſhield which you ſce hanging at my ſaddle bow, aſſuring 
you that you will have occafion to uſe them in an extreame neceſſity. Say- 
ing ſo, he yaniſhed away , leaving the horſe and ſhicld with Dorigel/ - who 


not more wondring, then pleafed with ſo brave a preſcnt, gave tiis own to 


his Squire ; and mounting upon his new horſe, found him upon managing, 
ſo ready and light, that he liked him much better then he did before. Fol- 


lowing then his way he rendred many thankes in bis hcarrt to him that had

tefie done him,and return to Sz{van amidft his forrowtfull meditations. This 
yong Knight perpetually thinking on his Ziciziz, whom death had untime- 
ly raviſht from him, was cven loſt in the anguiſh of his minde , when ashe 
heard the voyce of onethat cried for helpe : whereupon he turned head, 
and galloping mainely away, he came to certain trees, ro one of the which 
he ſawa handſome woman bound with cords, and a yong Squire of a pro- 
mifing preſence, that held his {word at her throat to make her confeſle the 
truth of ſomething which he defired to wring out of her, Verily , ſaid he 
then, ſpeaking tothe Squire , Nature forgat her felfe when ſhe framed you 
with any king of perfection, fince you baveſo little curtefie in you' : Why, 
do youlſoill intreat one of thoſe whom we arc all bound to prote& e with- 


draw your ſelf, I ſay, for belceve it if you were a Knight, I would puniſh 


you for ſo'great a villany, I would, anſwered the Squire without being at 
all diſmayd, you had known the muchievous diſpoſition of this woman, be- 
fore you had been ſo moovedas you are ; for then, Sir Knight, you would 
not ſo readily have engaged your ſelfe in her defence. I met with her this 
morning, and having conveiſed a while with her, I perceived by hercariage

' © violence of his paſſion, he belought meto receive him.into my favour, and 
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thatthe little beauty Nature hath beſtowed upon me,had wrought ſome al-

he let it deſcend with ſuch force upon the firft Giant, that he divided his 
head intwaine, juſt at ſuch time as he which came to his ſuccour, having di-

For her ſpirits (without let- 
ting her know the time ) had advertiſed her of the misfortune that hath this 
day befallen us. : you may therefore boldly cnter in, and your beſt courſe 
will be firſt to ſcaze upon the ports for your more ſecurity. . This counſell 
ſeeming good tothe Knights, cheblacke Knighr ſtaid at the gate, «whileſt 
Spheramond ſearched all about the houle, But finding nothing, he returned 
preſently to view the combat between the two Knights and the Giants, 
which continued with ſo much fury, that it was not caſte to determine whar 
the iſſue of it was like to be. But erc long they perceived the advantage on 
their ſide that came lat, Fortheir enemies had loſt ſo much bloud, as they 
fell both almoſt at one inſtant ſo weak., that there was no need of any wea- 
ponte make an cndof them. Spherawondextreamly ſatisfied with this vi- 
Rory,lifted up the viſter of his helmet and addrefling himſclfto the Knight

Cyprus, and Ladaz:n of Numidia, who determining to ſeek adventures a.

He that fought with the firſt Knight, deſpaired of is ſafery , and 
detying heaven for being ſo1ll intreated by one man alone, took his curtel- 
ax in both his hands, and diſcharged ſo violent a blow gn his adverſaries 
helmet, that he laid him inthe duſt altogether deprived of ſenſe, That blow 
naving given him ſome hope of victory, he was going to diſarm him, but 
having 1n that rage and ſtraining of himſelf, ſpent all hisbloud and ſtrength, 
he recling tumbled down on the other fide with apparant fignes of death. 
Spheramondthat had obſerved the misfortune of the Knightwho he thoght 
to be dead, was ſo tranſported with choler, that griping his ſword faſt in kis 
hand he madeit deſcend with ſuch fury on the cask of his enemy , as divi- 
- ding it together with his head in two pieces, he laid him ark dead upon 
the carth. Thence preſently flying to the Knight, that I2y extended by the 
flain Giant, he unlaced his helmet,to fee it he Lak breathed,and found it was 
the beautcous Savage, who feeling the freſhaes of the air, immediatly ope- 
ned her cies : His amazement to ſce her there, was no lefle then his content 
to find her with ſome remainder of life ; but thinking that ſhe ſtood in more 
need of ſuccour then of complement, he went about to help her up, when 
aSxemembring the combat ſhe had begun,ſhe roſe with ſuch force and agi- 
lity as made them alli to wonder that beheld her ; and laying hold of her 
{ſword that was faſtned to herarm , ſhe was going to fall furiouſly on the 
Giant that fought with Sivan ; bur ſhe ſaw him fink vnder a terribleblow 
which hegave him. I am, ſaid ſhe then, fully revenged of my enemies : but 
yet I deſire to know unto whom I am indebted for this aſhſtance.

ture diſpofſcſle us of the cftare of Romerie. And indeed we could by no 
means have avoided that misfortune without your aid , conſidering the e- 
ſtate wherin you met with us : for Bracandor my liſters amoroſo not able 
lon gerto endure the violence of his deſire, one day took the bo{dnefle to 
move the King therein after this faſhion : Sir, you are not ignorant of my 
deſcent, and youalſo know (for you have been a witnes of my valour) that 
I imable to purchaſe Principalities to my ſelf ,, and when I pleaſe can ſera 
roiall Crown uponmy head.

For the conftueration of my ſelf and my 
brothers, will make you tv be ſo redoubted, thatall your neighbours will 
tremble atthe very ramour oi your arms, and from my ſelf you ſhall Rill 
recciveſo many and {o agrecable ſervices, that you ſhall never have cauſe to 
rpertof affording twethat honour. This diſcourſe did extreamly perplex 
Dardanor z toi ihe bad conditions of this Giant made us foto loath him as 
werelolved to run any hazard ratherthen yield my fiſt: r unto him , whom 
by 34 means ſhe could affe& : howbeit not te make him utterly deſpair, he 
antivered him, that being a King whe deſired todo nothing but that which 
was good and juſt , he coutd not abſolutely determine ef a matter of ſuch 
conſ{cquence , without the conſent of my fiſter , and his people : and that 
theriore ie would firſt propound the buſines to the Counſell of his Eſtates :

danor to bepoſlicſt of a creature ſo tull of perteRions 7 and how much to 
my prejudiceam I to tear the incountring and fecing of her at this time 2 I 
cannot chulc but love hicr, though the be dedicated tothe contentment of a- 
nother : and ſpite of my teeth I muſt yeeld to the impulitons of tiar proud 
dcity which triumphs over all men. Mighty Love, do nor, I beleech thee, 
refuſe me thy aid ; and fine it is thy pleaſureto be acknowledged by me, 
grant that the heart of this Lady may prove as pliant, as che glances of her 
| cicsare pleaſing ; I will then with a liberall hand preſent ſacrifice to thy al- 
ears, and proclaim to all the world that thou art of more power then all the 
gods that we adore. On the other {ide Clairanere finding him wonderfully 
- agreeable to her, did inſenſibly paſſe from a due acknowledgement of his 
aſſiſtance, toan heigth ot liking him , being unable with all her modeſty to 
keep her ſelf from dearly loving him , and wifhing that ſhe might in thar 
maner poſleſle him, as ſhe might one day receive tac contentments which 
Love doth give us in the fruition of our defires.

With 
that theſc ſpeeches ſerving but to-put the Count into further choler, he pre- 
{ently thruſt her into the Coach , with Sileps, the Squire, and the Knight 
Ardantsarms, and ſo took his way to the Court, not alittle vexed that he 
carried not with him the principall piece of his bufines. The Giant Graz- 
dimore who was become Fulgerans true friend , did not approve of this proe- 
cceding , and had it not ocean that he was notas yet thorowly recovered of 
his wounds, ſoas he was not able to wear his arms , he would acver have 
ſuffered rhe Queen to be entreated with ſo much cruclty : but he was con- 
ſtrained with paticnze to expe the iſſue of this affair, reſolved neverche- 
leſfe, cither to loſe his life, or to defend the Kaight Ardants right, who on 
the other fide was no lefſe troubled. For ſeeing bimſelf withour arms, with- 
out horſ, and not daring to ſhew himſclf for tear of being made apriſoner 
he was ſo tranſported with grief, at he was almoſt beſide himſelf, What, 
ſaid he all inraged , and looking toward the town whither they were Catry- 
ins away his miftris, is it poſſible that I ſhould leave my Lady unrelieved £ 
and cag I be ſatisfied with thedding of tears in ftead of ſpending my bloud 
for her ſervice * Ir is not poſſible thatI ſhould be ſo baſe * My love isthe 
caule of her misfortune : my reſcnting it muſt alſo be the cauſe of herpre- 
ſervation : I havea ſword yet left me, that is enough, tor courage cannot be 
wanting tome in this occaſion : I will break through theſe armed troops 
that convoy her, and makEit appear that I am more fenlible of her miſery, 
then of her 2ff:&ion. Therewith he laid hand on his {word and began to 
follow the Count and his company, when as he heard the voice of one that 
called ro him, chat made him preſently at a ſtand, imagining that perhaps ir 
mught be his Lidy , whobeing unwilling to fall into the Kings hands, had 
made an eſcape as he had done, and was cometo fſcek him determining ro | 
ran one andthe ſame fortune with him: but he continued not long in this cr- 
ror, for though it were nightan dark he might yet diſcern a maid, that ha- 
ving ſalted him, ſaid : Good Knight, I come to divert you from your de- 
fin, andto tell you thar it isno lefſe glory for a manto do all things with 
prud=nce, thento encounter his enemies with courage : you areinthe way 
to in inevitable ruine;and of making your Lady culpable in your death: rea- 
ſon ſhould alwaies predominate in us, and to her ſhould our pafſtions ever 
lubmit i Taks this way into tie wood, where you ſhall find a Cave, w_ 
| - : which 
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which you are not to go till you have direRtion tedo it. Fox youcannor 
now be {een without extrcam hazard of your life : the time will not ſcem ſo 
tedious unto you as you apprehend , and belicve it you ſhall find ſuch plea- 
fog diverſions there, as you will nevertepent the tollowing of my advice. 
W.th that ſhe vaniſhed out of his ſight, leaving him ſo amazed as he could 
haruiy perſwacc himſclt that he was not in a dream : howbeit determini 
to foflow hex counſell he rook the way which had been ſhewed him, and 
walked along till the Sun aroſe, when as he found himſelt atthe foor of a 
little rock whercin there wasa clcfr, wide enough fortwo men to enter a 
front, thinking then that this wasthe Cave of which the ſpake, he looked 
round about, and ſeeing a little pair of ſtairs cut our of the rock hs wene 
down, without any apprehenſion of tear, and at length came into a court ſo 
fair and compaſlicd about with builcings ſo large and magnificent » that he 
remained tsuch aſtoniſhed : the walls were r@und about adorned with moſt 
exquiſite piQures that repreſented the heroique ats of XHzvads of Gau),and 
of alltae Princesot bis bloud , in the contemplation wherof he took ſuch 
dcelightas he would have thought of nothing cls, had he not been igterrupt- 
ed by three damſcls of admirable beauty,one of which {pake thus unto him: 
It ſhould ſeem, Sir Knight , that we have nothing in this houſe worth your 
regard but theſe pictures, Follow us, I pray you, and we will ſhew youthar 
which will n@ lefſc tranſport you £ With that ſhe took him gently by the 
hand and led himthrough the Garden, where a thouſand ſortsof delicate 
flowrs divided agreat ntiimber of quarters , into ſo ſtately an hall, that he 
wascven loſt with the admiration of it. For befides the limming of gold 
and azure, the walls were adorned about with threeſcore marble ſtatues of 
Knights, which holding up one of their hands ſupported athrene of chry. 
ſtal}, wherupon Cupid wes ſeated in ftate, as it were thereby demoaſtrating 
that he had triumphed over althoſe the moſt valiant Knights of the World. 
. Being areſted a while with the conſideration heerof, ke went out of that in- 
| toanother room , which ſeemed no leſle glorious to him then the former, 

where immediatly fix other damſels ſeryed a great deal of excellent meat tg 
the Table : bur me thinks it is fitto leave him a while amongſt theſe delica- 
| cies, from whence we ſhall bring him in convenient timak, to relate unto you 
the lamentations which in the mean ſpace the beautifull Queenof Romeric 
made. This Princefle being conducted to the City 1n all rigorous maner, 
was yct ſtill in hope to mollifie the King by her tears, and to make him loſe 
the bad conceit he had of her ; but her hope was in vain , for Darderer be- 
ing too ſenfible of his diſgrace, refuſed to fee her, and having committed 
her to priſon determined without turther delay to put her ro death, ſccking 
* no better proofs againſt her then the Count of Clina's information , and 
the flight ot Fa/geran, had notthe Lords of his Kingdome oppoſed them.

vive them over for tothink of ſome means far her delivery, ſhe diſpatched

_ preata baſcnes? If he have not tcared the hazard of . his life for the relict 
_ of privat perſons, why doth he now refuſeto employ his valour for a mat- 
ter thatſo neerly concerns him £ Truly I know nor whit to ſay, and am cx+ 
creamly amazed to fee himthus abandon us without any ſenſe of thar affe- 
&ion which lately was ſo violent in him. But alas ! it may be heis not ſtill 
In this country, and ſo is ignorant of the reſslution is taken concerning this 
affair:wherfore I may blame him wrorgtully : and yet not ſo, but I have juſt 
cauſe; for the fear of all the tortures in the world ſhould not have made. 
him quit this kingdome before he knew whether his preſence heer were ne«

For having taken arms for no otherend, 1 hall hold it a glory to 
be cmploied in drawing you out of that affliction wherin you feemto be at 
this preſent. ' Noble Knight, replied fhe , the Gods reward you for this fo 
gencrous arroffer ; 1 am indeed aftiited, and perhaps you ſhall never meet 
with an occaſion more worthy of your arms and valour then this, to which ; 
you have preſcmied your ſelt : I belong to the beautuous Q teen of Rome- 
ria, one of the compleateſt Ladics on the earth z who, tor lighting the affe. | 1 
ion of the moſt treacherous man that lives, is talſly accaſed to have fortei- 
ted her honour : andthe King himſelf more heady then diſcreet, hath ad- 
judged her to the fire, if ſome Knight do not undertake her defence.

. heerthe firſt and principall cauſe of my grief, and the next is, for that I can- 
not find a Knight whom I have ſought theſe two dates ; for I am afſurcd 
that he would not fail us at our need, and that with your affiſtance our enc- 
migs would come much ſhort of their reckoning. But it we do not meet 
with bim we ſhall not find any inthe Court that will undertake the combat 
for the Queen : not for that they do not hold her innocent , but Decauſe the 

"report is that three horrible Giants will fecond rhe traitor, who is the cauſe 
of all theſe miſchiefs ; now it your courage be ſuteable to the beauty which 
I ſee in your face, you can never have a braver occaſion to gain honor inthe 
world , nor will you let me return without hope of ſecing my miſtris ſoon 
rid of thetrouble.

Wherefore I will not only affiſt youin this, 
where the life and honor of ſocxccllent a Princefle is1n queſtion, butin 
whatſoever cls you will employ me : Let usthen when you pleaſe make for 
the town, provided that we may reach it intime, I ſhall never complain of 
my labour. I could not, replied ſhe wiping her cies, expect an anſwer lefſe 
vertuous from {ſo gallant a Knight. Let us go then, ſince youare pleaſed, \ 
without any further ſtay, for in truth I fear that we ſhall not get there bue 
with the lateſt. ' Away then wentthey towards the Town, entertaining one 
another with pleafing diſcourſes, to make their journey leem the lefſe tedi- 
ous. Inthis mean time Falgoran waSinthe Palace of the rock , amidſt the 
greateſt delights that might be ; one while being entertained by the dam- 
{cls, who recounted to him the admirable deeds of arms of the Grek Prin- 
ces, tothe cnd he might thereby be drawnto love them : another while di- 
verted by the pleaſing obje of a thouſand varietios which he mer with in 
every part. Love did not then diſquiet him , he was free in his thoughts, 
andthe remembrance of no onething whatſocver, "_ of force to ” _ 
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from enjoying a moſt happy content. Fourteen Catics being ſpert amic'( 
{o much {vicernes, that fair Lady which did fuſt welcome him at kis arriy 111 
there, took him by the hand and ſaid , I could paſſionately wiſh, gentle 
Prince, thitthe Fates would permit you a perpeiuall abode 1n this houſe, 
that I might not be depiived of your converſation, which 15 moſt agreeable 
ro me : but you were not brought hither for my ſatisfaction, nor for to 
paſſe the reſt of your daies in {olitarines ; your valour is neceſſary in the 
world, and I ſhould be guilty of much miſchief it I ſhould retain you heer 
any longer : Wherfore you ſhall preſently depart , tor the preſervation of 
that which. your merithath gotten you , I mean that beautaous Q 1cen who 
 fearednotto hazard her life to oblige you : She is inan cxtream danger of 
_ death, which ſhe cannot avoid but by your affiſtance : Do not fail her thea 
in this neccflity, leſt you incur the name of ingratefull. The eſtate 
whetrin you now are doth trouble you, I well perceive, forto enter acom- 
bat in the caſe you are now 1n were not agreeable to your merit. But be not 
diſmaid, for thoſe which brought you hither tromamongſ(t the middeſt of 
your enemies, have taken a care of your affuirs ; behold, heerare arms,thar 
were made for you and worthy of your valour : with that ſhe opened a little 
Cabinet and rook out of 1tan azur'd armour , covered all over with golden 
ſtarrs, 2nd an hclinct of the ſame fo rich and of fo excelent a remper, as was 
hardto be matched. You mult, {aid ſhe continuing her diſcourſe, inftantly 
aun your ſ{clf, whileft I give order to make ready a horſe for you ; rich thar 
ſhe departed, leaving the Knight Ardant as much amazed as contented : but 
remembring that it was notime to loiter, fince the bulines was preſſing, he 
put on tholc artfts, which he found ſo light as he could hardly beleeve chat 
they were preot enough againſt the blow of a {word; yet unwilling to ſhew 
any miſtruſt of them which had entertained him with ſo much curteſic , he 
made an cnd of arming himſelf, and inftatitly came down the ſtairs : bur 
when he thought to come intothe Court, he no longer ſaw thoſe ſtate] 
buikdings, or the rock, but a very ſpacious plain. Good God ! {aid he then 
all aſtoniſhed, where am I now 7 and how ina moment comes ſo. goodly a 
houtc to be loſt ? Either I ilcep, orall that was done heer proceeded from 
theart of ſome perſon that loves me. Howſoever I am armednow,, and 
theffore fear not the encounter of my enemies : then looking round abour 
' him he ſaw on of the braveſt horſes that ever he ha1 beheld.ticd at a tree not 
tzr off. This Lady,ſaid he 1s no liar, forthe horle is not interior to the arms: 
with that he drew to him, ane finding him fadled and brideled , got up on 
_ him, took a lance that was rearedagainſt the tree, and rode away towards 
the Town. Inthis mean time the Giant Grazgimores wounds were healed, 
andClarr.ingia's lorrows increaſed. For having no news either of her Knighe 
or of Szlefiz, ſhe was inutter deſpair of her lite, the rather in regard that the 
next day was the very fame which was deſigned her tor the maintenance of 
her innocency ; that her enemies were come, and that no Knight preſented 
himſelf to defend her right. Poordiſtreſled Queen, ſaid ſhe tearing at her 
hair, into what nat. art thou now reduced £ Thou haſt but one gaſp 
of lite remaining, which alſo thou muſt loſe ignominiouſly ; and that which 
with reaſon may moſt torment thee is, that thy miſery proceeds from thy 
ſence of anothers pains, who now hath no feeling of thine. O ingrateful! 
Knight ! I could never have beleeved that thy love would have been cxtin- 
gutſhed by my misfortune, fince that was the only caufe of it : but " = fl. 
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dioulnes doth teach me, that nothing is more unſure then the promiſes of 
incn.. Thou oughteſt to loſe a thouſand lives ( tor fo tou halt often ſworn. 
rome) and un any danger whatſocyer for my ſervice ; and thy affection 
@vght to be as laſting as thy lite , yer now thou wanteft either love or cou- 
rage: the preſence of three men dorh aftright thee , or "21, 2m my ca- 
rclſes, thou art now lying at the toot of ſome other Lady, whem thou mea- 
neſt to bring into the fike miſerable condition, But what doll lay 2 Fulgo- 
743, Thou art no coward, I have ſcen too great preots of thy valour tor to * 
doubt of it : norcan I by any means pertwade my {elt that thou doſt nar 
love me (ill. Thou comeſt not then to relieve me , becauſc thou art detai- 
ned by ſome unlucky fate, and ſo it is not inthy power : Iatn therefore too 
blame in accuſing thee ; for I know thou wouldft not ſhun the encounter of 
a thouſand armed Knights when my preſervation were in queſtion. No 
I can accuſe none for my il] fortune bue my ſelf ; I will die then in this opi- - 
nion, and will beſecch the Gods that they will deliver thee if thou beeſtn 
captivity, and alwaics bleſfe thy enterpriſes. The Princeſle being thus re- 
ſolved for death expected but the next day, which came on with much con- 
| tentment tothe Count of Clina, who believing that he ſhould not find any | 
oppoſit, cauſed himſelf to bearmed with rich arms, and mounted upon a EL 1 
mighty horſe came into the field with ſuch arrogance, as there was not one | 
of the aſſiſtants that did not curſe him in his heart, ſeeing with what boldnes 
he marchedinthe midſt of his three Giants : as ſoon as he wasentred the 
ficld the Queen was ferit for z; but ſhe nor expeRing any help would haves 
gone ftraighttothe place of execution and not to the liſts : but in that inſtant : 
the Giint Gr2va;worepreſcnted himiclt to her, armd atall pieces to defire 
her leaye that he might undertaka the combat for her. Madam, ſaid he,itis 
with muchgrict that I ſee your fair cics drenched in tears, and thatthe 
Knightsef your Court are fo baſe as not to affiſt you inthis neceſſity : I am 
the Knight Ardants fricnd, and will with his quarrcll which now is in dif- 
pute, maintain againſt your enemies, that you are lanocent of the crime is 
imputed uuto you : be pleaſedthen to give me power loto do, and diſtruſt 
not the rizxercy of the Gods who never leaycthe afflicted in their miſcries. 
Theſe couragious words giving Cla;rangia lome hope , ſhe replicd in this 
maner : Vertuous Knight, this good will of yours to me doth ſo oblige me, + 
as Iam moſt williag to put all my right into your hands ; you goaloneto 
fght with fowr redoubtedenemics, nevertheles I hope you will be viRtori- 
- ous: For they arc traitors, and the Gods will fight an my {ide,giving you as 
much courage as they have malice. But let us know with what conditions 
this combat is to begin : Then calling forthe Tudges, ſheſent to the Kiog to - 54 
beſcech him that Greva7more might be permitted to encounter his enemies (© \* 
one by one, and not altogether, ſince the lawes of Chivalry did not permit 
. acombatuponadvantage ; wherunto the King anſwered , that the buſines 
was not in his power to diſpoſe of, but depended wholly uponthe pleaſure 
of his adverſaries z howbcit he would no way hinder him fraqn being ſec- 
conded by any Knight that ſhould happento arrive whileſt the combat la- 
ſed. Since it isin the choice of our cnemies, ſaid Grandimore, incenſed with 
this anſwer, let us Madam, go and ſceit there be morecurtelic in them then 
the King : wherupon entring within the liſts he ſet himſelf juſt againſt 
Count of Clina and his Giants 3 one of whom defircd the firſt courſe, 
remonſtrating to his companions that it were a baſenes for fowr of them ” ; 


with ſo much'fury, as every body wondred at the courage he ſhowed in this 
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jein in the defeature of one ſingle Knight. But the Count of Clina wouls 
none of that, knowing the abilities of Grendimore, and the importance of 
the victory. Thoſe which are wicked, {aid he, deſiring to cloke his malice 
with ſome ſhew of reaſon, do not deferve to be intreated like perſons of ho- 
nour ; wetherforce may lawfully make uſe of our fortune that is preſented 
unto us : Saying lo, he furiouſly elapt ſpurs ro his horſe , and the others by 


 hisexample didthe like, Bur Grandimore diſdaining the Count directed his 


lance againſt one of the Giants, and thatio luckily, as he ran him clean tho- 


* row, laying him upon the ground : yet being unableto fit the ſhock of towr 


lances, which had at one and the ſame inſtant incountred him, he was un- 
horſed ſpite of his heart, and fell with a ſlight wound in his arm ; neverthe- 


les being more active then the greatnes of his body did {cem topermit, he 
very lightly got up, and was remounted on his horſe by that time the others 


had endcd their courſe : Having then no feeling of his hurt, he couragiouſly 
dtew out his ſword, wherwith he gave the Gount ſuch a blow,as cutting his 
arm ſhyer off he {ent him witheur ſence to the ground, That done, he made 
head to the Giants, who battered himmore rudely then he defired, and be.

CR NNDYR good and {weet nature not permitting him to behold 
| her in that plight , without offering her his aſſiftance 
_ hepreſently made to her , and-perceiving ſhe took no heed of him he ſai 
unto her : Gentlewoman, do nor afflit your {clf ſo exceſſively, bnrrell me 
thecauſe of {o violent agricf, that I miy do you ſome ſervice if it liein my 
power. Yes, ſaid ſhe looking up, you may divert a great miſchief by aſſiſt. 
1ng one of the beſt Knights inthe world, whom a horrible Giant accompa-

The arrival of the Pagan Princes inthe Empire of Trebiſond J the fight between 
the Greeh Princes and them at their landing : the aſſault given tothe 
town,and the reſalution that the Pagans rk, _ 


73 A H E Quecn Alsfraxeres being advertiſcd, aST have re- 
——\. latcd, that Fwgoran armed the Pagans againſt the 
Np Empire of Treviſond, did all that a warlike and. dif- 
creet Lady could do to croſle the defignes of the 
encmy; the ports were fortified, the townes furni- 
ſhed with munition and ſouldiers, and the ficlds co. 
vered with a number of gallant Knights. Onthe 
6 . ether part Falgoraw was not idle: for upon the return 
of Gonzaldin,whom Reſ5ian and Eſquilaw had defeated, when they luccqu- 
red Dorigel, and the gentle Amanis © Afire, he drew together the-furces of 
Canabeato the number of thirty thouſand men : and thoſe which King 
Dardanor had ſent him, being about fourty thouſand more, together with 
the troops of the Prince of Calican of thirty thouland ;/ with theſe. forces, 
conlilting of threeſcore thouſagd horſe, fourty thouſand foot, and ewo 
and twenty furious Giants, who alone thought themſclves able zo. com 
querthe whole world, he cmbarked himſelfto go, mect with thoſe of the 
great Cariffe of Atrica, andthe King ot Coriza,. amounting ,to fourſcore 
thouſand horle, and thirty five thouſand foot, in whoſe company they ſai- 
led together with fo fair a winde for three weeks ſpace, as they began to 
 makethe land of Trebiſond. The valiant Alaftreyeres, who looked daily 
far them, agd theretore held in readinefle ſome forty thouſand hdrſc; bes 
ſides {ufhcient garriſons fer the townes; being by frigates of advice :infor- 
med of the approach of this mighty Fleet, preſented her (alfe: with: her! 
| forces atthe Port, And determining bravely to diſpute with the: enemy: 
his firſt footing upon her territorics,attended while the winde ſhould bring 
them to ſhore. The skirmifh then began to grow hot on both fides : the 
Chriftians encouraged by the preſence of that valorous Princeſſe, who 
like a flaſh of lightning made her way through as many encmics as ſhe en- 
' countred, beſtirred themſclves'very bravely, and ſtanding very firm upon 
the ſhore, would have made a ſtrange butchery of their adverſaries, if Ful- 
£0ran,accompanicd with Florimend, Bruz anges, and the fair Ariflews, had 
net leap'dto land in ſpight of all refiſtance, and the King Dardaxer, the 
Cariffe of Africa, with twelve Giants, done the like in another place;theſc 
Knights clearing the place with incredible fury, ina ſhort time made room 
for more then twenty thouſand men to land, who ſcconding the Giants, ' 
that ruined all before them, they made the Chriftians give ground, when 
as five Knights armed inwhite, preſenting themſelves with their lances in 
their refts, gave 1n upon the enemy with ſuch courage , as they raiſed the 
ſpirits of thoſe who before trembled with fear z theſe five joyning with 
Aleftraxerea, who ſcemed a Fury to the Pagans, maintained the fightz 
longtime z howbcir, the greateſt part of the Army being landed, 4/s- 
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firaxerea thought good to make her retreat; but ſtill fighting, wherein ſhe 
E was weil ſcconded by the arrivall of two Knights in gray armour, who 
KK trhcſamcinſtantflying in amongrthe cnemies, preſently laid rwo- hortibl- 
Giants dead upon the carth,and rendred themlelves ſo redoubted to the 
other Knights, as they durſt not come near them : this retrexr, ſo full both 
of courage and diſcretion, bred admiration in their enemies, which exto]- 
ling the valour of the Chriſtians, mourned for their own loſſe , being bur 
r00 great tor a firſt encounter : for inthe ſea, and on the ſhore fell abour 
thclve thouſand men and four Giants, beſides the Kings of Coriza, and 
Romeria, dangerouſly wounded, whereas the Chriſtians gor off with the 
lofle of two thouſand men. The army thus landed, the Citie was preſcnt- 
ly inveRed, the Pagans fortifying their camp with more judgement then 
cvcr any of their torces had done betoreupon any Chriſtian land z and as 
one fide made their preparations for an aſſault , the other diſpoſed them- 
{clvcs to make a gallant defence, Alaftraxeres finding her ſclfe affifted by 
- the five Knights, who were Perion of Turkic, Florizert of Vaprobana , 
Quedragemt, Florerian and Dardanio, as allo by theſe two thunderbolts of 
watrc, 12 the gray armour, which were quickly known to be Ruſ5iay of 
Mcdia, and the brave.Z/quilen of Palonia, thought herſelf much more al- : 
{ured chen before ;, and therefore was lefle afraid to skirmiſh with the cnc- 
my, foas noday paſlcd without the death of ſome, and for the moſt part 
of the Pagans, who more-guided by rage then judgement, did: hazard 
all to get nothing, which fo vexed Falgeras, ſecing his people diminiſh, as 
much as the honour of the Chriſtians augmented, hereſolved to loſe all,or 
win all: and thercfore he diſpoſed his forces for an affaulr, comman- 
ding them cither to die 'or vanquiſh; ro! which end: having cauſed a grear 
number of ladders tobe prepared ,': he went himſelte the formoft to the 
_ fight, being followed by his Giants, by Florimend, Bruzanges, Dardanor, 
 thegreat Cariffe; and the Kings of Coriza and Calican, when as advertiſc- 
ment was givcn him, that a great fleet of Chriſtians was under faile, ente- 
ring the harbour. Theſe newes made him pauſe a while : tor Captains can- 
not, without blame, deſpiſe any intelligence broug he thera ; but being no 
Icfſe wiſe then couragious, he commanded the Kings of Coriza and'Cali- 
can, to take ſix of the Gianrs, and an hundred thouſand men to attacque 
the town, whilſt with the reſt of the armic in good order falling our of his 
trenches, he marched to the ſhore 3 where Florizel, accompanied with the 
incomparable Empcrour of the Parthians, ' whom he had a little before 
met at ſca, was landing with fourſcore thouſand men. Thisbraye Prince, 
ſccing ſuch a multitude of enemies, inſtantly drew his forces into Battaglia, 
-and not intending to give his oppoſites leave to diſcover that the half of 
his people were not yet diſembarked, he advanced together with Sphers- 
word, and the gillant Amaeniod' 4ſtre, encountririg Fulgorer ſo furiouſly, 
that their horſcs not able to bear the ſhock, fell backethree or four paces,to 
come on again afterward with the greater violonce 3 Spheramond running 
againſt one of the Giants, paſſed his lancetlean through his body, Amanio 
d Aftrc having made Florimend of. Canabea to loſe his ſhrop ; on the other 
fide,the Cariffc of Africa, Bruzanecs, and the Giants, finding none but or- 
dinary Knights in their way, made ſo great aflaughter of them, thar with- 
Out the aſſiſtance of Spheramond, who came into their aid with ten thou. 
_ ſand men, the Chriſtians had ſuffered much 5 but his arrivall gr | 
* ® ury 
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fury of the Pagansin (uch fort, as they began to give him ground ; which. 
Fuigor.14 perceiving, who then was combatting Florizet with lo much va- 
lour,as he was amazed at it, he delivered ſuch a dangerous blow upon his 
helmer,as aſtonicd him, and throwing himſelf among the Parthians, he re- 
- covered again what his men by their default had loſt 5 whereupon Sphara- 
mond carried with a ſtrange rage to ſee the maſſacre of his people, dit- 
charged a bow upon tis helmet with ſuch fury, as laid him upon his hor- 
ſecs crupper,fo farre beſides himſelt, that he had no judgement or memory 
left him : This blow ſo affcighted the enemy, that they had certainly reti- 
red to their trenches, if the Cariffe of Aﬀeica, attended by his Gi- 
ants, had not preſently come into their ſecond: his'preſence diminiſhed 
' their fear,and terrified the Chriſtians ; but Flerizeland the valiant 4me- 
70 d' Aſtre advancing to their luccour, ſo revived their courages , that the 
fight was renewed more {harply then before. Whilſt thus they diſputed 
the honour ofthe landing tie other were not at quiet : for the Kings of 
Corizaand Calican, madethe afſwult ro be maintained with ſo much ob-- 
ſtinacte, as it ſeemed they reſolved notto live, or be victorious; the dead 
which fcll inthe ditches feared them not, and theit lofle augmenting their 
courage, made them {o.adyenturous,as ud lsſfrexerea avowedjafterwards, 
that ſhe never had ſeena wall better affailed ; howbeit, their labour was in 


vain, and the Chriſtians refiſtance ſuch, as they weye conſtrained to fall 


off juſt arthe time thar their fellows, whoſought upon the ſhore, retired 
into their trenches. F lorizelli{ceingtheir retreat, and confidering that his 
ſeuldiers were as yet not recovered of theirtravail, by ſea, would not prefſe 
chem any turther,but encamping hard þy tkem, command ed neceffary in- 
ftruments to be made, cauſcd the hurt men tobe looked umo, took order 
for the guard of his camp, and deftrous te feethe Princefſe Alaftraxerex, 
his ſiſter, mounted upon his horſe with Spheramond ro gotothe Citic, but 


___ butthey mether in the mid way, accompanied with the new Knights, you 


'may well imagine how kindly they entertained one anorher ; and withall, 
the contcnt that Spheramond took in fecing thefe young Princes, on whom 
he had lately contcrred the erder of Knighthood, diſcharge themſelves 
{o bravely for the honour of che Chriſtian nameA will notthcrefore dwell 
any lenger hercupon, but following gy ditcourte, will tellyou what the 

Pagan Princes reſolved to do, being grieved with the loſſt of cightecn 

| thouſand men, and three Gianes, which died ia this encounter, whercin allo 

_ there fell ofthe Chriſtians, no lefle then eight thouſand aad five hundred 
Knights, F#/goran performing the duty of a right cemmander,thit will not 

be frighted for one misfortune,ſceing the courage of his men grow cold, 

-and that the names of the Greek Princes was become redoubted in his Ar- | 

my, cauſed the principall Knights of his troops to be called together, and 
when they were aflembled, with a confidendeountenance thus fpake into 
them : As itisno little griefe to metro ſee your bookes ſo pale, and that fo 
flight a lalle ſhould any whit amaze you; as yet'we have had no cauſe to 
complain; and '{o many of our enemies ſlanphtered before theſe walls, 
ſhould, me thinks, oblige us not to fear the' emromnitring of them, Have 
they any advantage ofus * Do their ſwords eut better then onms £ Have 

| they better courages, or Arms of better provoke? — © | 
Verily, we no way yicld to them, in retoion of doing bravely, theit 
curtclaxescarry no keener edge then our feymeters; andthe preatnefſe of 
| 0 our 
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our blowes doe teſtific that our armes are as of much weight as thcirs ; You 
will lay that excy have never beene aſſailed without danger, and that {o_ 
many armics as have beene routed in theſe ficlds, doe witncſle their valor, 
and may juſtly make us apprehend a like ſucceſlc of our enterprize. Iris 
true that they have ever hitherto ſhewed themlſclves invincible, and thar 
tew kings have affronted them without their owne extreame damage, bur 
fhall we trom thence tofallibly, conclade, that fortune muſt therfore pcr- 

 petually tavour them, nothing leſle, the delights in inconſtancy,and makes 
ber {rite ſport in ab.fing thoſe whom the harh for a time raiſed to the high- 
c{t pitch of cminency ; the glory which they have acquired inthe prox

This, anſweredthe 
Carifte of Aﬀeica, this brave Prince, is the beft advice that now can be gi- 
ven, for along fiege, oratedious war, cannot be but very dangerous, and 
if weſpendour time in beating of walls inſtead of curding our ſwords up- 
on our enemies, we ſhall never ayvid the misfortune of thoſe, which have 
come bither withthe ſame defigne that brought us hither, who leftall their 
honour befiiride them in our-etiemics hands ; the Princes of Greece arc 
full of courage, and will never ſhunrhe fight, fiticerfie Emperours of Par- 
thia, and Greece, arcarrived tortieirſuccour , but if we be good men we 
cannot fait of the hoyour of the day; .

=22 Hc two armics diſpoſing themſelves equally forvico- 
ry, prepared all things neceſſary for the fight, the Pa- 
oans with a certain aſſurance of triumphing through 
the mulcitude of their men, and the Chriſtians of de- 
# tfeating their cnemies, more by the aſſiſtance of hea- 
& ycn, thenby the force of their arms, the day being al. 
I rcady paſlcd, they ſaw the ſeas covered with ſhips 
comming in very good order ; whereupon;both ſides 
wetc in fear alike, for neither of chem knew to whether part they wete in fa- 
vour inclined ; but they dwelt not long in that doubr, foras foonas the 
Vantguard approached the Port, the red Croſle with the arms of Perſia 
were diſcerned in their flags, whereby it was judged to be the valiant Do 
Rogel of Greece ; hisarrivall brought no lefle fear to the Pagans, then con- 


 tentment to his friends, who being freeto go whether they pleaſed, for 
that the truce was yet on foor, went to meet him 1n the ſtrand with a thou-

.. Florizart ; the command and guard of the town was intruſted to the Count 
of Argamond, with ten thouſand foot, and the Campe to the Duke of Sile- 


fila, with the like number of Infanterie : Qn the other ſide, the Pagans 
were not drowfic, but knowing that the loſle of that day would be the end- * 
ing of their honours, and lives, they incouraged their ſouldiers, one while 


with'promiſe of rewards, another while with hope of glory, ſo as the moſt 
_ cowardly reſolved to fight it out bravely, both for reputation and ſpoil ; 


their ſpies having informed them of the order the Greck Princes determi- 
ned to hold in imbattelling their army ; they alſo concluded to frame four

whetting their ſwords, and others looking totheir horſes : In brief,. none 
waSidle, and cvcry one paſſionately wiſhed for the next day , that they 
might imploy their forces.

courage againſt the enemy, to the no little joy ef the Chriſtians whercup- 
on, perceiving Florimond begin his career, he ſct ſpurs to his horſe, and fo 
| ſtrongly incountcred him inthe midſt of his race, as their lances flew into 
a thouſand ſhivers, Florimond ſtill keeping his ſeat, though he was twice 
or thrice ready to fall ; ſuch was not Braz«wees fortune with the valiant £2. 
manio d' Aſtre , tor he was laid upon the carth, ſo dangerouſly hurt, thac 
without the ſuccour of his ſon, he had been ftifled under the hotles feet ; 
Perios of Turkic , andthe white Knight , direRed their ftaves againſt the 
Giants, whereby two of them were wounded, but ſoſlightly, as they pre. 
{cntly laid hands on their ſcymiters, and difdaining to fight with ordinary 
men, they began a furious combat with three of the white Knights, whilſt 
Spheramond, inthe midſt of the preafle, thundered whereſoever he came, 
neither was Florimond any way behinde him, for as often as he advanced 
his (word, the death of ſome Chriſtians enſued ; whence it followed, that 
his pcople in imitation of him, laboured exceedingly to make good the 
place they fought upon,; butthey were ſo prefiled by Spheremond, Prion, 
Am.anio d' Aftre, and the white Knights, that they began to give ground 
withcxtream diſcontent tothe Giants, who could not relive them, being 
100 far ingaged in their combat with the new come Knights ; navercheleſle, 
enraged to [ce themſelves ſiaid inthat fort,they allat one inſtant diſeharged 
_ thrice ſuch blows on their adverſaries heads, as they laid them on the 
ground alnoſt void of ſcaſcz with that , taking the opportunity of ihe 
time, they went to have made their people turn head, whichthey perhaps 
had done, if; they had not becn ftopt by the brave Emperour of the Par- 
thians, 47-4310 d" Aſtre, and Per;on, who not giving them leave to paſſe any 
further, charged thera {o ſtowtly, as they were conſtrained to look to their 
own defence ; then it was, .that Florimand rc-incouraging his men, over- 
threw as many Chriftiaps as ſtood in his way, but the white Knights bein 
come to themſelves again, and infinitely inraged that they had been ſoill 
iptreated, flew into the throng, with their two companions, and made ſuch 
a laughter among them, asthe enemies were fain to retreat to avoid their 
fury, notwithſtanding all that Florimend could do to ſtay them ; The great 
Cariffe of Africa,accountce one of the moſt valourous among the Pagans, 
Geing the firſt troop indiſorder, cauſed thoſe which he led roadvance, a. 
dainſt whom the Excellent Emperour ofthe Perſians oppoſed himſelf, and 
with that greatnefſe of courage, which made bim ſo admirediathe world, 
charged his lance againſt the Cariffe , whom he madets loſe his ſtirrups, 
Euffian of Mcdia having run one of the Giants quite thorow andthorow 5 
ypon the encounter of theſe new troops, the carth was quickly covered 
with arms, legs, weapons, and the field with horſes that had loſt their ma- 
ters, the air ecchocd with the cries of dying and wounded men, the 
ground ſbook with the noiſe of drums and trumpets, all was full of hor- 
rOur and fear, and wherelocver Dgs Regel and Reſcan paſſed , they left be- 


hinde them evident marks of their valour , the ranks grew thin before the 
hs pn ereat 
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ercat Cariffe and his Giants, in brief, all was in confuſton, and the bloud 
fireamed lo overall the ficld, as it filled every one with aſtoniſhment : the 
King of Calican, and Fu{geres, impatientto fcc others imployed in bufi- 
neſle of glory, cauſed their troops preſently to advance, the like did A41s- 
ſtraxerea, and Dow Florizell ; thenit was, that the carth, and the heavens 
ſcemed to be-but one thing, and ſo many Knights were overthrown at this 
_ encounter, as no man could ſtir a foot without treading on the dead z; the 
Knight Ardant carried ruine in his hand, Flerizef paſſed along like lighten- 
ing, the Giants cut all in pieces that ſtood in their way, Aleſtraxeres, Eſyui- 
lan, Ruſſian, Rogell, Spheramond, Quedragant, and Prion, icemed furies z in 
ſumme, nothing appearcd but bloud and ſlaughter. The King of Calican, 
meeting with Aleftrexeree,and Fulgeran with Florizef, begana furious com- 
bat , butit lafted not long, forthey were divided by a troop of Pagans, 
- which invironing this valiant Prince and his ſiſter, reduced them into very 
- great danger of their lives, had not Spheramond,and the gallant Amanis d' A- 
fire, comcin juſt atthe time, when as their horſes were killed under them z 
theſe two Princes knowing Flerized and his ſiſter, Kew in ſuddenly amidſt 
' their enemies, and ſo wonderfully behaved themſelves, as they gave their 
friends lcaveto breathe a while 3 howbeit, their ſuccour had little prevai- 
led againſt ſo 'great a multitude, amongft the which were three Gi- 
ants; if the brave Xian of Media, together with the five white Knights, 


had not put himſelf inthe headof fifty Knights, wherewith he charged the 
enemy ſo furiouſly, that after they had ſtzin above two hundred of them, 
even beforc Fulgerans face, they re-mounted Florizes, and the valorous 


Adlaftraxeres, who renewing the fight with more rage then before, ſeemed 
net be wearicd atall with their former toil. Whilſt matters paſt thus in 
this part, Don Rogel, with Eſquilen, Flerertan, Dardenio, Quedragant, and 
_ Florizart , arreſted the fury of the Cariffes Giants, and Flerimend, where- 
by their people were fo heartened, as they were no whit diſmayed with 
the fight of ſo many Corpes as lay dead before them. The flaughter ha- 
ving continued all the day with the Combattants incredible pain, the night 
. © came on, which parted them wittiout knowing unto' whom fortune was 
moſt favourable, the Pagans retired'to their Camp , and the Chriftians 

to their tents, i not a little glad to ſee the principal! Knights preſerved from 
the fury of this beſt debated battel} that ever was fought. The number of 
| the dead being calculated on both fides, it was found, that the Pagans had 
loſt ninety two thouſand men, with ſeven Giants, and the Princes Bruz ane 
' ges, Florimond, and the Carifte ſore wounded ; the Chriſtians for their 
part having fifty ſeven thouſand men ſlain, Florize#and Alsfraxeres both + 
hurt, the orc in the ſhoulder, the other in the arm. The retreat thus made; 
che Chriſtian Princes,after they had carefled the new Knights, which were 
Florian, and Triſtor of Sobradiza, Agrian of Scotland, Fulartin,and Melforr, 
 metincounſell abouttheir affairs, where every one agreeing to Dow Rogel's 
advice,who perſwadeg the renewing of the fight by break of day,to let the 
enemy {ce , that neither loſſe nor labour could affright them , word was 
brought, that an Ambaſſadour was come from the Knight Ardant. Let 
him, ſaid Dew Rogef, comein, his preſence will not ſcareus, The Ambal- 
{adour then being admitted, ſpake to them all in this manner : Princes of 
Greece, the King of Canabca, belecving that you have need of rc, as well 
as himſclf, and that you will beas willing to do all fair offices to thoſe

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which have loſt their lives on your ſide,as well as he would be to ſuch as died 
on his, he hath ſent me hither to require a rruce for cight daycs, to the cnd 
every man may'beſtow @burial{ upon his friends: that time expired, he will 
lct you underſtand rhe deſigne he hath reſolved on, forto give an end. to this 
war. Don Rozell, that was chiefec in the conn lb reaton of the abſence of 
Flori5el of Niquca his father, who wasretired into the citic, by reaſon of his 
hurt, would have had the advice of the other Princes upon chis demand , but 
they all proteſting to be wholly guided by him, he thus anſwered the Em- 
baſſadour , We hadrelolved before your comming, to have ſeen to motrow 
morning what the iſſue of our warre wonld have been ; and to that end had 
commanded oar men to be ready by break of day ; but row we will let your 
maſter know, that the Princes of Greece-will never' be wanting in- courteſie 
no more then in courage.'' The trace then which jn his name you require, we 
are content to grant you, and will be glad to underſtand what his deliane iS.

with the King of Calican tor Iudge on their part, and the Queen Alaſtraxe- 
rea forthe Chriſtians 3 which were, Spheramond Emperouc of the Parthi- 
ans, Am4o a Afire, Ruſiianot Media, and the brave Eſquilanot Poland, 
The Grecian Princes ſccrng the enemies Armie under tail, and underſtand- 
ing that the principall Knights amongſt them were thole rhar ſtaid behinde, 
ſent to invite them to lodge in the Cuty tillthe day appointed tor the Com 
bat, but they refuſed the offer with thanks, and chole rather to reſt in Ful- 
gorans tent, which.was leit for them. The third day being come, with the 
incredible content of the Combatants , they preſented themiclves in the 
ficld, armed atall parts, and cxpcRed nothing but the ſound of thetrum- 
pet tocharge their lances, when as they ſaw ewo Damnſels enter, who in- 
ſtantly addrefling themliclves to the Princes of Greece, .demandeda boon 
of them. We arc too courteous, anſwered Spheramord, to retuſe you an

Fear doch fur- 
n:(b us with wings, and many times is cauſe of our preſervation : Fa/coran | 
finding himſelfe in that plight, and without a (hield, was in ſome doubr of his. 
life ; bur ſuddenly getting up, and feeling his ſtrength increaſe with his chol- 

ler, he gave the Secp:nt luch a ſmart thruſt in his eye, as he paſſed his ſword a 
foot deep into his head, The beaſt growing mad with the pain of his wound, 
made three or four ſteps back, and with bis huge Jong tail ſmote the Knighe 
ſo teiribly on the he]mer,that he was once more compelled to kifſe the ground 
with an opinion that a tower had fallen upon him ; the violence of the blow 
having. ſomewhat aſtoniſhed him, he was not able preſently to riſe, fo that 
the Serpenrlecing him lying along, Ieaptto him, and ſeizing on him with his 
eceth laboured to bite his armour in pieces; but Fs/zoren that had not loſt his 
judgement.gave him another taruſt where there were no ſcales, running his 
ſword upto the bilrsin his belly.

T he Romant of Romants, to! 
that ever was ſcen, which ſhe would queſtionlefle have done long (ince,but 
that ſhe ſtill rold me, how the ſtars did not as yet give way to her defies, 
ſo as I beleeve our lives are limitted by che onely pleaſure of the gods. 
This 1sa Calc, anſwered Fulgoran, whereof weare nut now to ſpeak ; letus 
rather ſeck out this old wicch, to puniſh her as ſhe delerves : Bur pardon 
me, Madam, it this deftre be more prgjhing with me, then the care ot free- 
ing you now trom theſe chains, tor ſo long as fhe lives, we ſhall have no« 
thing but troubles here, I will therefore purſue that bultneſle with all the 
ſpced I may : So making obeilance to his Lady, he went up alittle paire of 
{t-irs, which carried him to the rop of the houſe, where ar his firſt com- 
ming lc efpied this Enchantreſſe, drawing figures and characters upon the 
floor. A5 1 live, faid he, old Megara, taking her taſt by the hair, which 
hung about her cars,your devils ſhall not now ſerve your turn, bar you ſhall 
give an account of your cruclty to a Lady which you have held fo long 
heeria f:tters: Dragging her then down he ſtairs, he came into the hall, 
at the end whereof he ſaw a Knight, who comming upon the cry of 
that Sorcereſle, {uid : Ah, Sir Knight, donot 1mploy yourlſclftin fighting 
witha woman. Flgoran mad angry, to {ce his revenge deterred, gave her 
{uch a blow upon tac ſtomack, as he liid her halt dead upon the floor ; and 
not conſidering, that the Kaight which ſpaketo him, was the ſame, who _ 
tolately had aftiitcd him, and that forced by the charms of this woman .- 
was come thither, laid hand on his (word, and began ſo cruell a combvat - 
with him , thatall che hall rang with the no!fc of their blows , Fulgoran 
fought very bravely, for that rhe;preſervation of his Miftris was in que- 
ſtion, but his oppoſite was ſo ſtour, as he dutrſt not hope tur the viory, 
which put him in ſuch arave, as he redoubled his blows with infinite vio« 
lence; but he was no lefle: preſſed by his adverſary, who charged him ſo 
fiercely, that he did not remember he: had ever been ſo harldly liid to un- 
ile it were when he fought with Floriſet abour the death of Bafard; the

LPaPy HE Bark wherein Fulgoran and Prigmalcon were paſſing 
TIF, on, with incredible tpecd , tothe great contentment 
of all the company, had now ſailed three daycs with- 
out any ſtop ; when as about break ot the fourth day, 
Falgoran, that could not {lcep, being troubled with his 
amorous fires Fhich were every minute increaſed b 
the continuall ſight of his Lady, ſaw a Batk paſle 
hard by him, in which wasa great Knight, and a very 
beautifull maid, whe ſeemed to take no delight in any thing but her tears, 
nor to finde any caſe for her grief, but in her ſighes, which ſo moved him 
to compaſſion, that he would preſently have leaped into the Bark for to 
{uccour her, out of a perſwaſion that her ſorrows proceeded from the 
force which that greet Knight intended unto her, had not the wind, which 
drove away the veſlell, croſſed his deſire : burſeeing hergone, and not 
knowing how to tack about forto follow her, he was ſo inraged to be in 
that ſort carried away by anothers plcaſure, rather then his own , that a 
thouſand times in his minde he curſcd the power of Magick , though it had 
ſooften givenhim «ſſiſtance 3 wherefore ina great chate he was going to 
ſteer himſelf, and had commanded his Squires , whom he had called up,

extreamly prieved thac I muſt employ my ſword for the enemies of our 
fods, but the wrong which this Prince Wath done his wife, which ts ſhe that 
iz hcre aboord us, and that which he intendedto me, raiſing this mighty Ar- 
ny to ru ne my}countrey , do not permit me to incoumer him without re- 
veng : for weto make uſc of the times and occaſions that Forrune preſents 
us with : [f you will afſit me, I ſhall take it for a lingular favour, if not, ar _ 
leaſt wiſe aftoord it to the af Aion of a Lady, unjuſtly banithed her countrey, 
which asa Sovera'gne ſhe poſſeſſed, and as a maictaRor balcly entreated by a 

jca!ous and eruell husband. 1 
How fir ? ſaid 2rjgmaleon, do-you think that ] will leave you in the fight, 
and turnmy Arms againſt a (ide for which you ſhall declare your lelfe ? Be 
 afſurcd, never: for | do not conſider with whom, but why I fight; Dardaxor 
1s your cnemy,therctfore | cannot love him; he hath raiſed theſe forces againſt 
you, we muſt endevour co defcat them and, as you laid, m:ke uſe of time and 
Occaſion : Let us then follow our forrune, which offers.it iclf fo tairly unto, us : 
And ſince the Chrifhans have-diverted the ſtorme which was intended ſhogld 
Fall upon you, let us, if we can, procure them the victory , and overthrow 
thc malirious defigne of this ingrarcfull and barbarous Prince, With theſe 
words they paſſed into the middeſt of the rwo. armies, and ſeeing the fighe

cellent Prince, I know not whether you will think me bold to crave any thing 
of you, not having obliged you by precedene ſervices togrant it, and being be- 
ſides a worſhipper of other Gods then yours ; but vertuc is to be excrcifſcd c- 
very where, and the duty which we ow to our religion, doth no! prohibite us 
to be courteous, andto help one another when occaſion is offcted : ory cnc- 
mtcs arc defeated as well as yours; for you muſt know that this Fleet was in- 
tended againſt my counttey in revenge of a wrong that King Derdenor ſaid 
he had received at my hands; howbcit, that the viRtory which you have glo- 
riouſly gotten, may be well managed, and that I may alſo make my benchit of 
te, forthe relicte of a diſtreſſed Queen, unto whom, as a Knight of worth, you 
alſo arc bound not to refule your athſtance, be pleaſed ro put your army again 
 intobatticarray, and preſent it rather to fear, then wholly ro deſtroy them : 
In the mean time I will go and viſit them with their Queen , whom Fortune 
not long ſince put into my hands, to the cnd I may (it pollibly I can) reſtore 
hcr to the Crown of Rewer, wherot ſhe was deprived by the jealous humour 
of her husband, and bring her lubj<Rs to receive her commands, withas much 
obcdicnce as heretofore.

therein ; for this army being levied againſt you, I will belceve that I have only = 
been an aſhſtance to.you, withour whom I could never have vanquilhcd it, 
 Letusthenadvance when you p'caſc,onely do me the favour 1 pray you, to 
eclil me your namcs. I am, faid F*/goran,ſo much obliged to you,as I cannor 
conceal my (clf from you ; I am the King of Canabea, who not three months 
fincc held your Empire of Trebiſond in fear. But the lofle of a very great num- 
ber of brave men of both ſides, in the batele and $skirmiſh berween us, ma- 
king me deſirous to decide our diffcrence by a combar of four with ſo many 
of the Greek Princes, I ſenrpreſently tothe Citie, where my offer was accep- 
ted. My menthen being all embarked, exccptthoſe that were of the party, we 
werc inthe ficld,and within the l:ſts, wheaexpeRAing nothing bur ſounding of 
the trumpets, we ſawiwodamſcls cnter,who obtained a Boon both of us &our 
adverfaries, carricd us preſently away, not permitting us any other triall then 
thatof the lance, wherin the honour was cqua!! + and now failing in this ſea, 
guided by Fortune and the waves, wediſcovered you this morning, and were 
ready to fide with your enemies, your whitc croſles forbidding us co afhiſt you 
againſt choſe of our religion z but underſtanding Dardeners defigne, I followed 
your colours, and have left him in that caſe, as he {hall never atrempe again

came out of our countrey to carry aid to rhe Princes of Greece our kintmen 


nevertheleſſe, fince the ſiege as you ſay, is raiſed, we will proceed no further in i 
cur intended voyage, but changing our deſigne , will employ this Army for | 


the re-cſtabliſhmenr of the Queen of Rometia, Commanding then his 


Fleet togoon, toward the evening the Army drew into order within a bow. 
ſhot of them, giving F*/goran time for the effeRing of his defigne : where... | 
upon he departed in the ſame Bark that brought him thither, oncly with his 


two fricnds, and the faire Queen of Romeria in hiscompany. And holding 


vp agantlet in ſigne of parly, he went aboord the Admirall, where all the | 
principal! commanders were aſſembled , and adreſhng himſelfe in particular | 
to ſome that he knew, holding C/airang/e by the hand, he lo well remonſtrated | 
their duty unto them, that they all ſubmitted ro her as their Soveraigne Prin. i

le Y 1goren being carried away by the winde, fo much 
S againſthis will, continually beſtowed his thoughts 
In conſidering how lovers arc alwayes croſt in their 
aftc&ions, from whence drawing aa infallible con- 
cluſton of the uncertainty of things, ducreetly re.

Riſloe chen freefrom all care, unleflc it were to findeout that fair one, 
wholc image was ingraven in his heart, he waked Prigmaleon, and the un- 
known Knight, that were ſtill flceping, and ſhewing them an Land atar off, 
put them in ſome hope that their Bark mightbring them thither ro mect 
with ſome adventur:.

comb. againſt the Count of Clinain my bchilt. Attheſe words , Gran- 
d:more, who till then knew him not, opened his arms, and embracing him 
wich much aft; tion, remaineda good while unable to ſpeak, through cx- 
ceſle of joy, but waen his tongue was at liberty, heſfaid : My content in 
thus mecting you, Is no lefſerhen that you teſtifie in beholding of me : 
My Lord, I wandered about the world onely to ſeck you, thatTI might do” 
yeu ſervice ; and beleeve me, I am not more glad of the ſaving of my life 
(which 1s preſcrved onely by your valour, and that of theſc brave war« 
Tio!s1n y. ur company ) then that I am to ice you now inthe eſtate I have 
alwaycs wiſhed to finde you ; but we ſhall have time.enough to confer of 
thcle things hereafter, let us now, 1t you pleaſe, go on with our bulineſle, 
and ſce what we have more todo inthis Ifland, for the cnlarging of a 
Kaight whom I nuuſt render to this Gentlewoman. All of them agreeing 
with him in opinion, they adyanced toward the Caſtle, which they tound 
cloſe ſhut againſt them z and not knowing how to getin, they promiſed life

which was freely granted them , upon condition the priſoners ſhould be |* 
opened, and all that werethere detained ſcr athberty. This promiſc ha- Þ|* 

. virg afſured them, they opened to Grandimore, whoſe chiefecſt care being 
ro latisfic the Gentlewoman, he commanded all the priſonersto be brought 
forth, which were about threeſcore, as well men as women, the moſt part 
of whom had been deflowred by the two Giants, and then caſt into the 
dungeon. The Knight, which was the occaſion of this enterpriſe , com- 
ming out with the reſt, and knowing how much he was obliged tothe Gen- 
tlewoman, whom heallo loved , beſought theſe Knights that he might 
marry her before they left the Caſtle , which was granted them , to their 
infinite content.

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their defipnes onely to the honouring of vertuz. The one half of the 
day bcivg pleaftngly ſpent in thele diſcourſes, they ſaw the ſhip whica 
they: had in chaſe, grapled with-another, and hearing 2 terrible noiſe, 

preſently conj: tured that it procceded trem the fightof ſome Knights, 
who mecting with the Giants, and notenduring the lamentacion of thoſe 
captive women, had fer upon them, with a 1cfolvtion to revenge their 
wrongs. That conccit having putthem ina readineſſe, they immediatly

Grandimore : But being fallen 1aro the hands of the moſt valiant Knights, 


tm the world, their utmoſt indeavour nothing availed chem ; for within a 
while, the hatches wete covered with their armout cut in 2 thouſand pic- 
ces, and the water, with heads and quarters which every minute they made 
fl:e overboord, ſoas noneretnained alive ſave the two Giants, who he- 
holding their troops defeated, redoubled their blows with ſuch fury, as the 
Knights were amazed':t ir 3 but ſtraining themſelves. to diſcharge their 
blows with their urmoſt force, cauſed the bloud to iſſue ſo abundantly out 
ofthe many wounds they had received, tharthey both fell down dead, al- 
moſt at one inſtant, the one at the feet of Grararmore, and the other into 
the ſea, by che valour of him with whom he tought. Fu/goran then with 
Prigmaleon , advanced towards the Knights to ſalute them , but hearing a 
great noifc intheir own ſhip, they ſuddenly -curned about, and ſeeing the 
unknown Knighrs Squire fallen into the ſea, they all made what haſte they 
could to fave him : which when they had done, and tzken himup, their 
ſhip flew off from the other, with ſuch celerity, asthe Knights had no time 
either to give them thanks for their affiſtance, or to enquire of their names 
and fortunes. Now whilſt their Bark carried them away in this fore to a 
Port of Greece, where within two dayes after they arrived, tothe ex- 
cceding contentment of Grawdimore, that was fore wounded, and had none 
their veſſ: 1] who knew how tocure hum : The other Conguerours, ha- 
ving romaged the Giants fhip, met with a moſt beautifull Lady, accompa- 
nied with fix maids, ſo ſad and disfigured with the fear they were in, thax 
there appeared no bloud in their faces : Going then to comfort her, and

' Greece, and now Qieen of France, aſſuring you that there are not any in 
the world more devoted to your {crvicerhen our ſelves; Iam your Nephew 
Sily.1n , and this brave warrioureſle 1s the fair Savageſſe , Iitcly become 
my wife : Theſe two great Knights, arc the Cerophales , whom the Em- 
perour Spheramond , and the valiant CAmadis 4 Afire made purchaſe of 
inthe wars of Perſia, and whom I mctart fea bound for Conſtantinople : 
Tf I did not know that Fortune taketh delight in croſſing thoſe which are 
raiſed to any greatnefle, I ſhould be amazed to finde youa priſoner, and 
indanger of ſuffering violence from the baſe villains into whoſe hands you 
_  werefallen: Bur, not being ignorant of her malice, Itake your mistor- 
/ tune to be ſuch as may befall toany man, onely this is1tT wonder at, how 
/ theſc Giants could take you out of your own Kingdom, and from amongſt

Ah, dear Nephew, faid ſhe, imbracing and kiſfing him-wich much 
affeRion, this miſhap did not befall me in France, butinan Iflind of |

ceſle, and, as yet you may perceive, beautifull in the higheſt degree of excel- 
lence, ſhe ſhould, me rhoughte, have been exempted from thoſe misfortunes 
that attcad our life, Burt alas ! all theſe attributes of ſo raiſed a condition, have 
ſerved onely to make her miſcrablez and this ornament of beauty hath rendc- 
_ red herin the eſtate wherein you now lee her, as I will preſently inform you. 
Her father , a vertuous Prince, being forced to pay thar debe unto nature 
which is due by all men, left her under the charge of the great Emperour of

* oncof thoſe which render your Court the moſt glor:qus, and the moſt re-

' manyexcellent Princes, he delivered a full blow upon the Giant with ſuch) 


violence, that it divided his body in twain, ro the infinite contentment of 
the G:ntlewoman, and of the fair Infanta Agr:clea, who inſtantly recover- 
ing her ſpirits, and agreatclap of thunder breaking fort'1, juſt as Falgoop 
fell, the Pyramid was found in a thouſand pieces, and TAgricle: inthe arms 
of her woman, who comming to Reſin z Brave warrior, faic ſhe to him, 
you have this day gained ſo much honour, as we _will ſpeak eternally of 
your valour ; but you know withall ro what your word doth oblige you. I 
do, ſaid he, raviſhed with the ſingular beauty of 4ericlea, I know that I am 
ingaged to you for a boon, and am ready to grant it preſently. The time 
for it, ſaid ſhe, is not yetcome 3 bur you ſhill, if you pleaſe, one day make 
good your promiſe, eitherat my treaty, orat the command of this Prin- 
c«lc ; with that, a new clap of thuader being heard, they ſaw Agriclea and

F doth often times free them from dangers, Our 
© * Princes more intentive to what concerned them in 

honour, then to continue their pleaſures, aſſ-mbled 

one day together, and calling ro minde Fulgerans 

and Prigmaleons threats, they conſulted of the means 
they had to oppole the violence of their forces. Qur 

Empires, {aid Floriſel, as the principall perfon in that 
connſel},are not unfurniſhed of good fouldiers ; we havea number of brave 
Princes til] alivc,and our Courts are full of gallant Knights , wherefore we 
have no great cauſe to be troubled with our cnemies coming, ſo as we take 
care to haſten our levies in due time z as ſor our ſelves, Tam nor of opinion 
that we ſhould ſtir from hence, fince the Governours of out Provinces, and 
our {ubjes, will not be wanting in point of obedience to all our com- 
mands: Sothat the thing which doth moſt preffc us for the preſent, is, that 
to diſpatch away ſpeedily ſome Gentlemen, to the Lievtenants of thoſe 


countreys, which are ſubject unto us, commanding them to raiſe as gjany 


mcnas they may without disfurniſhing the places of importarice of their 
neceſſary garriſons. 1 his advice being approved of, as the beft they 
mighc think of, every one withdrew to expedite the bulinefle ; andaceord- 
ingly the ſame day, the Emperour Don Rogel{ (ent into Perfta, Spheramvond 
to the Empire of the Parthians, Dorige//to the fortune Tfland, Lacendue in- 
to France, and Aleſtr1xerea into Treviſond, Floriſel allo gave out Com- 
miſſions for the Empire of Greece , diſpatched Poſts ro Rome, to great 
Britain, 10 Guindaya, to the Kings of Dardania, Comagenia, India, S3mo- 
thracia, Cathaya, Poland, Hungary, Moldavia, and Scotland ; and giving 
order tor the fortifying of the Ports and frontire towns, he reſtedinexpe- 
Ration of what the heavens would determine inan affiir of ſuch great con- 
ſequence, Whilſtthey were thus imployed in Greece, Falgoranand Pris- 


malton were not idle, tor having parted witha reſolution riot to enter any | 


combat except extream necedſicy inforced ther to it, they arrived almoſt 
at one inftant, the one inthe Empire of Ethiopia, andthe other inthe 
Kingdom of Canabea, where the firſt things they did, was, to ſend to all 
their neighbour Kings, tointrear that they would together with them im- 
brace the revenge of thoſe ourrages, which from time to time all Pa. 
ganiſme had received from the Emperours of Greece : Their requeſt was 
without any difficulty granted, for a multitude of Kings and Princes that 
had not been parties inthe former leagues, derermined to Jeyn with them, 
utterly to exterminate the Chriſtian name forever.

Sothar the Gene- 
r.1] wuſter of theſe rroops being taken, with thote which Fulgoran had rais 
ſ.d in his own Kingdom, contifting of ren thouſand horfe, and cighteen 
thonf.ind foor, amounted to one hundred and forty thouſand horſe, and 
an hundred and ten thouſand foot, threefcore Giants , and thirty Kings, 


who alone wauld with confidence have undertaken the conquelt of the

whole world with the moity of theſe troops, which being embarked with 
a t:vourable wind, ſtood tor Natolia, as it was before agreed with Prigms-

- =Crefſe., Thar onely hope, {1d ſhe, made me come hither, for knowing that 


you never refuſed your aſſiſtance to thoſe that intreated you for it, I am 


come to crave revenge of a wrong that hath been done me in this country. 


I cravelled by the command of a Lady, whoſe principall care doth aim at 
the preſervation ofa vertuous man, and in a fcarffcarricd a (word, the fat- 
reſt that may be found, and at my ſaddle bowe, an helmet, ſo rich, that it 1s 
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not to be valued, hoping ere Jong to haye met with them for whom theſe 
preſents were deſigned : Bur paſſing thorow a forreſt , ſome rwo dayes

the other by Garmarr, Ladezan, of Numidia, Don Sinaldo, and Gacilador, 
This (uccour of ewenty fivertbouſand horſe, and ten thouſand footgdid ſome- 


PSoVAP=D* I] E return of theſe Princes having brought a generall dif. 
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what encourage thoſe, which were betore in feare of the multitude of rhe enc- 


mics, and much cheered the Greck Princes. Buttheir contentment;was corn- 
lear, when the nexe day word was brought them, thatche two Empreſles of 
erfia, and of the Parthians, were in the Port, with thirty thouſand horſe,and 
ifteen thouſand foot. Vpon this advertiſement, Floriſel, Spheramond, and 
ache young Princes, quickly made them ready,and prefently went down ro 
the (hore, . where no lort of kindeſt entertainment, or embraces were prerer- 
mitted ; Spheramontd ſeemed as if he had been taſtened to the lips of his beau- 
tity]! wifc : Bur, when he ſaw Rezaleverd of Greece, his ſonne, who with Ro- 
Zancl a' Aftre preſented themſclyes to do their duty to him, he ran roembrace 
them with a world of joy.to bchold them fo lovely and well made. Flo#i(cl 
on the ather-{ide, no lefſe kindly entertained the Empreſſe Perſea, wondring 
the goodly diſpoſitianof Perſides and Floridan her. fonnes, whom ſhe bad 
brought with her, Bat when hc ſaw that ſhe looked round abour, as if he pay 
1. S managed 
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manded why her husband was not in the company , he told her,that he was 
« few dayes fince goneabrqad into the countrey, with purpeſe not to make a- 
ny long ſtay. In the mean time Dow Lucendms entertained the fair 1nfanre Ro- 
zaliana: briefly, there was nothing bur complements , and (till were ſome 
armes ftretcbed out to reiterate their embraces. Thoſe careſſes being over, 
Spheramond\ed the Empreſſe Perſea, Flor:ſel and Slvan, the fair Ricrarda;and 
Lncendus and Dorigel, the Intanta Rez4lians, the young Knights rooke the 
charge of their women , and RoFalmond with the three young Princes his 
companions, putting themſelves 1nthe head of the troop, marched with an 
admirable grace, and were the firſt that came into the Palace, where the ca- 
reſſes were by thoſe Queenes renewed , wich ſo many expreſhons of love, 
thatnot to be tedious, I will paſſe themover in filence. In the mean'time F/e- 
7iz4d,to whoſe care all the affairs were left, made theſe aids be landed , which 


he joyned to thoſe of great Britain and Rome. And having given order for - 


ghe making of ſtrangerrenches to lodge them in, he returned to the Citie, to 
continue the pleaſures which the comming of lo bravea company had begun. 


Butthar laſted not long : for the next morning they ſaw the ſea covered with 


ſhips, and the Princes were forced to arme,, and ſuddenly to marſhall their 
Souldiers upon the ſhore, to impeack the landing of the Pagans. The Empe- 
rout Spheramond put himſelic firſt of all in the head of five and twenty thou- 
ſand horſe,accompanicd with the valiant Dorizei, the Duke of Laiazza, 2ue- 
aragant of Sanſucque, and the brave Floreflan of Sardinia, Thebrave Alc- 
' fraxeres had the (econd place aſſiſted by Silvan, the faire Savageſle his wile, 


Florian with his brothcr Triſtor,and Dardenio King of Rhodes, The third + 


Squadron conſiſting onely of twenty thouſand þorſe , was led by Zacendas, 
' Prince of France, accompanicd by the gallant Z/quilapof Poland, Perien of 
Turkic, Florizart of Taproban, Agrian,dbies of Ircland, and Frizel of Ar- 
cadia. And the laſt troop of the ſame number, by the valorous F/orizel of 
Niques , who was followed by the two Ccnophales, 4rmendof Bohemia, 
Alteria, Malford, Leonides,and Ladazan of Numidia, | The Infantery, which 
were onely five and twenty thouſand men , remained|in guard of the towne 
and camp, under the charge of Germant, Sinaldo and Geciledor, Theſbore 
thus covered with theſe Troops in good order , it was preſently diſcovered 


by the Pagans, who came on with ſwelling fails z- whereupon Fulgeren and 


Prigmaleon (who were joyned five dayes before) gave order to their Fleet to 
make ready for fight. Arriving then with incredible fury, in an-inſtant was 
heard a confuſion of voyces, mingled with a dreadfull noyſe of trumpets and 
drums ; and the aire was preſently darkned with millions of arrows. The 
Pagans proud of their mulrirade, and thruſting on with courage, pnderthe 
favour of their Archers, threw out bridges and ladders to. pet to the ftrand. 
But the Chriſtian Princes, and thoſe brave Knights, received them upon their 
' Jances, made them tumble into the (ca as faſt as they left their ſhips 3 and not 
fearing their Archers, who but very ſeldome pierced their Arms, pur rhew- 
{clves into the water, the better to make uſc of the ſwords. The fight then be- 
gun to be very cruell : tor the Giants and the Kings in arapge ro fee the watCl 
died red with the blond of their men, lcaped all aronce on land, in ſpight of 
all their cnemies refiſtance,and with them above fourty or fifty thouſand men. 
Then was the encounter very bloudy : for as many Pagans, as the ſwords of 
our Chriſtian Princes did light upen, found their graves in the ſands; and tht 
catholiques had not a much bertcr bargain under the ſcymuters ot the _ 
whet 
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whercof two were atthis firſt mceting ſlain ; and with them the Kipgs of 
Zambar,*Carthagens, and Nabagazs. Prigmidlcon and Fulgoran, mbo dcli. 
rcd co fignalizetheir valour at their enemics coſt, curin picces all that they 
mct with ; and followed by a multitude of people which were gotten to land, 
they had fallen upon Aleftraxeres's Squadron, if Spheremend had ave arrc- 
ſted rhe fury of. Prigmelcon, and Silvanthatof the King of Canabea. Theſe 
four Knights being thus incountred, began a moſt furious combat; during the 
which, Alsſtraxerea,the fair Savageſſc, Florian, Dorizel, ®nedragant, Altariz 
and Dardanio, were on the one (ide gotten together , td take the Giants'in 
band, while their Knights made a ſtrange maſſacre of the Pagans , and on the 
other fide Florizel,Lucendus, Eſquilan, Flereſtan, Florizart, Leonidas, Melfort, 
Sclarimond, and lome ot the moſt remarkable in the Army, rendred them- 
{c]ves dreadtull even to theſe proud Knights, who thought that all the men in 
| the world aſſembled together, were notable to refiſt their forces : ſo that no- 
| thing wasſccn bur dead bodics and horſes on the ground, The tight having 

thus continued above two hours with horrible ſlavghter, #1o7ſel perceiving 

a batrallion of three or fourſcore thouſand horſe, which had landed below the 

place where they fought, ready to charge him, cauſed'prefently a retreat ro be 
| ſounded, being unwilling toengage himlſelfe amongſt ſuch a multitude of ene- 
| mics. And falling inro the rear of his Army, withall thoſe brave Knights, he 
| bareoff the fury of the Giants and the Kings , who not cnduring the loſſe 
they had ſuffered , charged themſelves like deſperate men ; bur ſeeing rwenty 
thouſand foot advance, which Dow Sinalds and Garmant had drawn our to fa- 
vour the retreat of the Chriſtian Princes),* they madea ſtand, and rallying - 
themſelves together , went in good order tG plant their Army before the 
townc. Florizel having put the greateſt part of his men iato the fortifications 
which he had cauſcd to be made, and the reſt into therown , deſired ro know 
what this battcll. bad coft him ; and by the report 'of the Captains, he found, 
that ſeycn thouſand Chriſtians were dead on the place 3 but he was advertiſed 
by the ſpies which he had in.the enemies camp, that the Pagans had loſt two 
and twenty thouſand men, fifteen Giants; and thiftcen Kings ; at which they 
were ſo enraged,that if it had not been ſoneer oighr, they would not have tar- 
ricd till the nexrday forgiving the affanlt torhe rown , yer neceffty cnforcing 
it, they were glad to ſet a good face onthe matter,for fear of diſanimating theic 

Souldiers, promiſing themſclves to do wonders upon the firſt occaſion, ſince 

their Army was now out ef fearc of the ſea, and that they might fight at large 
upon firme ground. But they were beguiled in their hopes: for the Grecke 
Princes, who well knew how to follow their fortune, and to vanquilh as well 
by induſtry as courage, gave them a new occaſion of deſpight, as I will pre- 
fentiy delivers

——N- told you, paſſed the night without any reſt, being im- 

© ploycd in ſctting up ot tents, and making retrench- 
ments for their ſecurity : fo that about the break of 


red with the ſea,as well as with their precedent labour; 
and beſides, prefled with an extream deſire of ſleep, 


laid themſclves downe to take a little reſt ; but they 


were quickly rowſed : for the Princes of Greece being infatigable, and ever 
caſting for the viory, and how to weaken their enemies, having withdrawn 
to the town for to cheer up thoſe timerous Princeſſes, after they had ſupped, 
went to counſell 4 where the couragious Floriſel remonſtrating in few words, 
whar b:nefit would reſult from a ſurpriſall of drowſfie enemics, determined to 
get tohotle before Sun riſing, and meaning to play bis game with as much 
loſle and hazard of theenemy as he could, he gave ordcr that Spheramord 
ſhould ially torch -t the caft port, with ten thouſand choyce horſe, the two 


Ccnophales, the brave Efquilan of Poland, Pcriew of Turkic, Florian and Tri- 


ſtor of Sopradiſa y thatthe Prince Lucewdns, with the like number, ſhould 
fall ont of the ſouth port, followed by S:/van, the fair S1vageſle, Zvedragent, 
Flere/tan, . Agrian, Alteris and Derdanie: and thar'at the lame time he 
would bc in tne fild with twelve tFouſand horſe, in-rhehead of which ſhou'd 
be the valiant Dorigel, Fiorizart, Frizel Abtes, Melfors, Arm:nd, and Les- 
»j45 ; appointing the Queen Airftraxeres to be ready with two chou- 
ſand horſero favour hus retrcat;as allo Parwentes of Cyprus with the like num- 
ber to ſupport Spberemond, and Ledezan of Numidiaro do as much for the 
Prince of France, if the enemiesapprached to the wails. Things being in this 
ſort diſpoſcd,and direRion given to luch as were ro be of the p irty,every one 
withdrew till the hourc appointed, when as they fallied our with a deſigne to 


make a ſtrange havock among the Pagans. The firſt that began to fl:rre was | 


the invincible Emperour of che Parthians, who find:ng the encmy ſleeping, 
and almoſt diſarmed, did ſuch execution on them, as the fild was ail ſtrewed 
over with dead balics. Prizmaleon & Fulgorin who were aſleepin their arms, 


but a great way aſunder , hearing this fearfull alarm, preſently took cachot. 


them ten thouſand horſe, which they held ready about them for all occaſions, 
and joyning together, went to oppoſe the violence of theſe indomptable. 
Greckes, who bare all down before them, when as a freſh noyſe on the ſovth 


ſide, made. them make a ſtand, as uncertain which way to bend themſelves; 
bur being mer juſt at enar inſtant, Prigmaleon with fifreen Giants, and twelve | 


Kings, who had put themſelves into his troop, whilt the others rook carc of 


drawing the reſt ot the forces co Arms, eurned to that fide where Spherar po 


day the fortifications being finiſhed , the Souldiersti- 


= 
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ated wonders, dcliring Faigoram to encounter the enemy which gave in up- 
on the ſouth quarter: marching then with incredible fury, they began a moſt 
cruell bickering : for the Greekes imitating their Princes, who never let their 
ſwords fall without the death of ſome one, followed their bufincſle fo cloſe, 
that the Pagans wanting courage to defend themlelves, were already waverivg 
and ready to quit their ground, had not 20000 horſe come in prefemly to 
their ſecond. Bur that alſo ſerved them to lirtle purpoſe : for Florifel of Ni- 
quea being at that inſtaiit likewiſe fallen pon their quarters, cauſed ſuch a 
confuſion,as no man knew which way to turn himſelfc, howbeit, F#/goren no 
way loſing his judgement, left the great King of Maurnania in his ftead , to 
make head to the brave Prince of France, who till got ground upon his ene- 
mics,and taking with him ewo dreadfall Giants, with fittcen thouſand horſe, 
went to charge the Squadron which Floriſe/led, had not that great Captain, 


' more carcfull of the preſervationof his men, then of fatisfying his own p.th- 


on, wiſely retreated, atter he had bathed the earth with the bloud of his enc- 
mies. Thegallant Pagan vexcd to death with the (ighe of ſuch a' maſlacre y- 
mong his men, could not bridle his rage , but without obſerving how the 


 Chrittians retired in a ſafe orderly manner, gave in upon them with the Gi. 


ants, hoping to break them, and to enter the rowa pell mell with chem : Bur 
Alaſtrexeres with her two thouſand horſe comming in ar the ſame time, char- 
gcd him in flank whiiſt Florifel making his men turn head, ſtoodjhis ſhocke 
with unſpeakable valour, and not onely rendred his defigne eff-Alefſe, bur al. 
ſo forced him to quit the place withextream loſſe. In the mean time Sphera- 
wwond was butin an illraking : for intending to retire to ſave his men from the 
ecrribie blows of Priemelcen and his Giants, who found nothing able to reſiſt 


them, was by the obſtinate cagerneſſe of the enemy fo enga; ed, thar ſome miſ- 


fortune hid befalſen him, if the valiant Parmenien of Cyprus, and Don Si- 
naldo, advancing with ſtrange fury , had not valianely freed him our of their 
hands. Lacendae allo having bravely delivered himſelfe from an incredible 


- muſtirude tharmoft violently charged him, the Citie ports were ſhut ro the 


great contenement of the Princeſſes, who ſeeing all the principal knights fafcly 
come off, received chem ſo lovingly, that the (weetneſle of their entercainmene 
made all cheir labor ſeem almoſt nothing. The loſſe which the Chriſtians had 
madc,ſomwhat troubled them, when as they conſidered, that one Knight was 
of greater importance tothem, then three to theenemy z bur having learned 
that ſeventeen thouſand Pagans, three Kings , and twelve Gianrs remained 
ſlain in the ficld, and that they wanted of their men but three thouſand and 
ſeven handred,they comforted themſelves, hoping that God would not tor- 
ſake them, ſince the queſtion was as much for his glory as for the preſervation 
of their eſtates. Oa the other ſide, the Pagans were mad with-ſpighr to ſee the 
audacity of the enemy, and their own loſſe , but yet having too much courage 
to be daunted therewith, they made ſhew of lefle griefe then inwarcly they 
felt. Bur not intending to fit down without revenge, they-aſſembled that day 
In counſel}, and there reſo! ved citherto carry the town, or dye at the aſſault; 

whereupon ſecretly commanding all the Caprains to be ready by breake of 
day, that othey might by 2 camiſſadopay the Chriſtians in their owne comm, | 
they withdrew till two hours after midnight, when as they roſe according to 
the order given, armd their Souldicrs with the leaſt noyſe that mighe be, and 
divided their forces in this manner: Prigm#:leow, Fulgeran,and the great Kings 
of Maucitania, made three battahions,cach of an hundred thouſand Souldiers, 
twenty 
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twenty Giants, and fourteen Kirgs,to:foilthe rown in three ſeveral) parts, 
and pgavc the Tambeulan of Moraria in chatgeto keepthem of the Fort im.

- thcy per{waded themſclvcs that they fhould finde the Greeks oflcep, but 
Flor1ſel being advertiſed of their defigne by the ſpics which he had in their 
- camp, placed Alsſ{raxerea at the ConduQ-gate with twenty thouſand men, 
and part of the young Knights, charging them not to thew themfelves till. 
the ladders were ſet up, and Jaden with enemies 3 Spheramond atthe Dra- 
20n-gatc, withthe like number, ajid the ſame direCtion ; and Zucenas at 
the Eaſt-port inthe like ſort provided , fo commanding Suvanto take tour 
thouſand horſe, for to round the tower, he went out of the City with Doy;. 
el, Parmeni an of Cyprus, LedsFan of Numidia,and the brave Z/quilaz of 
6% wat and finding twenty thouſand horſe, and twelve thouſand toot in 
his fortifications, he preſcntly put them 1naarms, to make ule of them as 
time and occafion ſhould require.

The Pagans drawing toward the Town, and hearing no noiſc inic, 
thoughtthe Chriſtians had been ſleeping, ſo that in a moment their ladders 
 werereared , whereupon, the Giants firſt mounted, to encourage the ſoul- 
dicrs to follow them : But ſtraightway they ſaw the enemy ſhew him{elf, 
and with a tempeſt of ſtones, boiling oyl, ſulphur and pitch , overthrew 
Athoſe which thought to lay hold of the paraper, fo that the ditch began ts 
be filled with dead men x then it was that the aſſault grew to be furious and 
crucl), for the Giants enraged to ſee their fellows repulſed and ſlain, not ca- 
ring for thcir lives prefſed forward, and divers timesto the ſword with the 
_ Chriftian Princes, who, under favour of the wall,diſcharged moſt horrible 
and mortal! blowszeſpecialySpheremond.that never lighted on aGiant, with. 
out depriving him of life, Neverthileſſe, lacking room to lay about him, 
"Bru according to his minde, he took a new reſolution, and leaving the charge 
of his quarter to Dow Sinaldo, asallo Lacendwe that of his to G:rmment, they 
both ſallied forth with fix thouſand horſe apicce, and gave upon the enemy 
with ſuch fury, that finding them in diſorder, the field was infinitely coye- 
red with dead carcafles. Then was the valiant Prince of France ſeen 
breaking into that mighty battalion of the enemies, and charging them 
with ſuch courage, as madc his friends admire, and his encmies fear him : 
On the other ſide, the invincible Emperour of the Parthians ſeemed a thun- 
derbolt of war, one while ſending arms and heads to the ground, anothet 
while dividing a Giants body intwo pieces. In brief, nothing was to be 
ſeen round about them, but dead bodies, nor any thing to be heard , but a 
confufion of voices, and the crycs of ſuch as lay dying under the horlcs 
feet. The valourous Athiopian, and the mighty King of Canabea, whom 
theſc two little ſquadrons attacqued, followed by the Kings and Giants 
that-, accompanicd them , did wonders, piercing into the Chriſtians 
: iquadrons with a great and terrible ſlaughter, and were. very glad 
| | to ſce them abroad, in hope to beat them in, and enter the Town with 
N. them : But Floviſel, that conſidered the conſequence of this enterprile, 
WES cauſed cight thouſand horſeto lip along by the Town, without being per- 
| ccived by the Tamberlanof Moraria , put Eſquilaz inthe head of the one 
moity, and ſending him to fecond Spheramend , himſclf with the reſt, 
_ Charged the enemy ; and aſſiſted the Prince of France , who hes was 
| ohting, 
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fighting with Fo/goren, withas much courage as force and dexterity : theſe 
crops, having renewed the fight with much cruelty , and fo continued it 
a pretty while, were about to make their retreat upon advertiſcmentthat a 
great piece of the wall was fallen dewn, and that there was great dangerin 
Ir, by reaſon of the enemies obſtinate preſſing on there ; when as on the 
ſudden, a terrible noike and tumult was heard at the ſea lide, which pur a 
tear into both ſides z tne Carifſtians doubting that it was fome new ſuccour 
againſt them, and the Pagans miſtruſted as much ; but it was ſoon known 
whatit was ; for preſently the Pagans army was ſeen to be in diſorder, and 
a little while after, a Knight came up to the trenches, that certified Flpriſel 
of the arrivall of the brave Amaniod' Aftre, of Ginoldan ,. the Kings of Dar- 
dania and Comagena, the. Kings Mel;zda, and 01:dor his brother, with 
ſixty thouſand horſc,and forty thouſand foot 5 who knowing in what cſtate 
the fight ſtood, had landed with a"determination to charge the enemy 
back. . As I live, ſaid Floriſel, this is good news; Come, let us cloſe up 
our enemies, and keep them from putting themſelves in array. Saying ſo, 
he advanced with forty thouſand horſe, drawnout of the Towns and trea- 
ches, and put himſclt into the field with a reſolution to fight, but Prigme- 


{ Geo and Falgeran, as diſcrect as valiant, perceiving the diſorder their peo- 


ple were in by reaſon of this new-come army, which madean incredible 
flaughter amongſt them, kept their ſouldiers within their erenches, under 
the command of the King ot Thenes, and of the Iſland of Till, and run- 


ning where the Chriſtian Princes were arrived, arreſted their fury, draw- 
10g the reſt of their men within their works. Floriſel , commending thc 
diſcretion of Princes ſo young, went to receive his kinſmen with a world 


of contentment, and caufing a quarter to be ſet out under the walls for their 
torces, carriedthe Kings to the Ciry with him, where the entertainments 
werorenewedat their mecting with thoſe beautifull Princeſſes, That done, 
they fell to burying the dead, which on the Chriſtian part, was found to be 
nine thouſand three hundred Kaights, and ſeven hundred foot ; and onthe 
enemies, twenty ſcyen thouſand fouldiers, fourteen Giants, and five Kings, 
which ſo muck the more vexed the Pagans, as our Princes had cauſetore- 
joice. Neverthelefſe , concealing their thoughts, they ſhewed bur little 
reſentment of it, divulging that they were glad of the comming ot theſe 
troops, for that thereby the Greek Princes would be drawn to a ſet batte]l, 


whetcunto before they had noreaſgnto hearken.

a bloudy gantlet, to require aſſignation of a day for 
a generall barte!l,, which theſe invincible Princes of 
| Greece would not retuferhem, b« cauſe they would 
; Not leaveany bad imprefſion of their courages : Fleriſel of Niquea then 
 havingacceptcd it; and appointed next morning tor the ſame, atrucein 
che mean time being agrecd on, all men were commanded toprepare 
themſelves tor the fight, and the Ladics beſtowed thernlelves in prayers 
unto God for his mercy and blefſing ro be pewred down upon his peo- 
ple. And now all men making ready , when as ofthe fecond day, they 
deſcricd a Fleet at fea, ſailing in good order, no mahknowing in whoſe fa- 
vourthey were come, boththe armies expeCting them, equally aff ed 
with hope and fear ; theſe forces landed, and marching in good order, ſent 
to the Pagan Princes, to let them underſtand, that they were come to ſerve 
them againſt the common enemy of their Gods, under the command of the 
.grcat Cariffe of Africa, the Kings of Tincifroc and Marocco, and the 
-Princes of Gimall and Aridamia, as alſo their dear friends, the Giant Gras- 
#imore, andthe unknown Knight were withthem's whereupon Falgeras 
and Prigmalerr, with great joy , went preſently togive themthanks for

his providence. Commandingrthen:publikepraycrs/to be made; and go- 
ing to fitin Councell about the approaching battell , word was brought 
them that a mighty Fleet was deſcried at ſea , comming thither with full 
ſails. Their defire to know who they might be, breaking off their former 
ceſ1gne, they preſently repaired to the walls, where they had not long 
been before they diſcerned a world of colours, and fligs, with white and 
red croſirs, which made them quickly come downto go to the Port, butin 
the way thither , they meta-G<ntleman, who informed them, that in the 
firſt ſhips were the young Prince of France, Florisbel of the Star, {cond 
<Jongo-Prince Lucendws, and the Infanta Fortuna, and Zucibel of France, 01

from the fortunate Iland, with fix chouland foot, commanded by the —_

inthe multitude of their people, ſear an Heravld with 
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Cilinds, who brought with her her little ſon Cilindor. The fifth from Carbey, 
wich cight thouſand horſe, led by 0rorhes and her husband. The ſixt from 
Almayne, with fix thouſand horſe, under the charge of Alezian, eldeſt ſonne 
of Don Arzamtes and the fair Scher:wens. The (eventh of rwelve thouſand 
Spaniſh horle whoſe Generall was Seſfil:an, ſonne to Dow Arlanges of Spain, 
And the laſt from Ge:indays with ſeven thouſand foot, commanded by the 
Duke of Afarte : theſe newes having given them far more content , then the 
arrivall of the enemies ſuccour, had brought them ſadneſſe ; the Princes went 
to the Port where thele young Cavaliers aad the Kings were entertai- 
ned with a million of welcomes ; and from thence conveyed ts the Citie, to 
the infinite joy of the Ladies , whoreceived them with a world of careſſes.; 
The welcomes once at an end, all theſe Chriſtian Kings and Knights aſſcm- 
bled rogether to conſule of theſe affairs; becauic the day of bartell drew neer : 
bur they all referring themſelves to the prudence of Dox Florizel, he ordered 
things inthis manner: Their whole forces conliſting of an hundred and ehree- 
ſcore thouſand horſe,and an hundred and ſixteen thouſand foot; having firſt 
drawn out (ixtcen thouſand of the foot for the guard of the town, he divided 
iato five barralions, cach of them containing thirty thouſand horſe, and ewen-.

Tuckie, Florian and Triſtor of Sopradiſa, 2vedrazant and Leonidas of Me- 
ſopotamia. Dorigel kad che third, with his wife the faire Cil:nds, Floreftaw 
of Sardinia, 4 grian of Scotland, Alteria and Dardanis. The fourth was 
Icd by the Kings of Hungary and Pyuland, accompanied with their ſonnes 
Melfort and Eſquian, Parnenian the Duke of Laiazza, and Abres of Ireland: 
The laſt he reſcrved for himſclfe with che King of Cathay, and his wife, the 
Princes of Dardania and Comagen:, and £rize of Arcadia. Then ordering 
that Silvaz and the fair Savageſle his wife, ſhould command ten thouſand 
horſe upon the wings,to relceve ſuch as they ſaw overprefied: he commanded 
every man to look well ro his horſe and arms, and co. be in a readinefſe by the 
break of the next day. In the mean time the Pagans were buſied with the 
ſame care : for knowing of what importaace this barec]l would be, they ende- 

voured to fir themſelves in every particular for ic, aad to omit nothing 
through negligence. | | 
Being then informed of the order that the Chriſtians intended to hold, they 
thought ir beſt to obſerve the ſame, and not to make any ſuperfluous bodics z 
for they conſidercd, that united forces were harder to be broken then when 
they were diſperſed : ſo that finding their Army to be three hundred thouland

ants dead vpon the earth, Armond of Bohemia, and Flerizart, having been as 
fortunate agaioſt the Kings of Tinccfort and Caliſan, who were overthrown | 
atthe firſt incounter witha multitude of Pagans beſide, who were not com- 
Parable tothe Greckes that had bcen inured tothe war fo many years to- 
ecther, wherein their enemics had forced 'them to bear Arms.

The honour of the world, and the glory of owr Altars, obliging me from loſing 
of time, makes me deſire to ſee you in the field with the 014mary arms of a Cawa- 
lier ; but without compriſt»g any thing inthu combat, which concerns your diff ee 
rences with the mighty Princes of Ethiopia, and Canabea, I will bets morrow un. 
der your walls, accompanied with four Gentlemen, (0 as you will meet me there with 
the like number, and with the aſſurances uſuall in ſuch caſes. 


This Ticket beitng delivered to Don Floriſel, that kept his bed of two 
hurts he received, the young Knights, which cdefired nothing more, then 
to win honour and glory, preſſed forward to be of the number of the com- 
batants, perlwaditg themſelves that F/oriſet would not refuſe this offer ; 
bac he, that by the relation of his ſpi-s, was aſſured, how the Emperour 
had thecſtimation of a very valiant Prince, and that his ſeconds were of 
the moſt redoubted Giants inthe world, made ſome difficulty at firſt of ac. 
cepting itz for he thought that this combar' would be of great importance 
to the Pagans, it they went away with the honour of it 53 howbeir, withall 
conſidering, that to put it off with an excuſe, would blemiſh the reputation

-7, Oth the Armies taking breath, under the favour of the 
©Z truce, and every one keeping within their tren- 


louſte to their enemics, one morning two Lions 


drew alittle edifice of marble ; from the top whereof 
there fell a pure and cleare water into a Fountain, cut 
into five angles ; two arches were at the ends of it, up. 
on one of the whichthere hung a moſt excellent fair ſword, and on the o-

- with (och tury, as'he laid him on the ground'; but Grio/azs bis blows, being 
not cafily born, he of the Savage alſo loſt his ſaddle, and all amazcd lay in the. 
duſt. Cholcr then having quickly raiſed thete two brave warriors, they pre. - 


preſently drew their ſwords, and ſo ſtoutly charged |one another, that al} rhe 
wood relounded with it ; I ſaw their heads continually covered with fire, pic. 
ccs of their armour fell rothe ground ;; if one ſtruck with force,the other with 
dexterity rebatcdit ; blows followed thruſts, their ſhields were ſo hewed, thar 


bur alircle of rhem was left upon their arms, their helmers were ail battered, 


their cuiraſles pierced, 2gd the graſſc was ſtained with their bloud ;, as often as 
the Knight of the Savage advanced his ſword, I grew pale, and lifting: mine 
eycsto heaven implared the aid of the Gods for my Knight ; I was many times 
riſing to partthem, and inſtantly fell down again with fear and weakneſlc;

/ =——Y. dcd, as Thave told you, Alcander, in whoſe power

importing the goodof Chriſtendom, placed them (c- 
parately in a palace, which(by the power of his charms) 
he made appear in a large plain z and having rubbed 
them with ancxcellent Balſaraum, he lerthem ſlecp all

the Sun began togild the carth, Griax awaking, was ſtrangely amazed to fee

commecn with other men,who when heapproached to them, ſaid: Sir Knights, 
your mecting doth yecld me matchleſſe contentment, for ſeeing you fo kinde 
friends aftcr fo great an animoſity, I may with reaſon efteem my ſelf bappy, 
that I have entertained you in my houſe, For my part, ſaid Griolanis, who by 
thoſe words knew that this Knight whom he beheld , was the redoubred 
Knight of the Savage, that had ſo late made him deſpair of hislife, I can bear 
no ill will ro this brave warrior, out of theconfideration of our late combat;

| Rozalmond of Greece in one hand, and the faire 
Polixena by the other, and leading them very necl 
the Arches, made them caſt certaine vials upon them, 
full of a marvcllous water ; which donethcy heard 3 


multitude of ſweet voyces, that raviſhed the cates of all that were ago : 
ny 
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wilt all the Court expedted the iflue of ſo many wonders, whilſt the 
cluud was diſperfing, and that they began to behold that admirable ftoun- 
taine, Rozalmond, by the advice of Ceſſandre, laid hold of a rica [wordg, 
v hich was tound planted between the Arches, and having cafily puld it 
out, with the pommell of it ſtruck ſuch a blow upon the inchanted coffer, 
25 hc brake it ina thouſand pieces ; which were no ſooneron the ground, 
but he was ſcen covercd with the richeſt Armour, and of the. ſtronge(t fa- 
ſhion that wasSever ſcen : It was made of the boncs of a fiſh that is fonnd in 
che Arlantike ſea,white as ſnow, and harder thena Diamond: the joynts 
thereof were overlaid with pretious ſtones of a ſtrange workmanſhip ; and » 
that which moſt ſhewed it (elfe, was the gold, curiouſly inlaid, and parting 
a thonland delicate figures. This being done in view of all that were inthe 
great Court of the Palace, every one with impaticnce attended what would 
be the end of this adventure z when as they {aw four feartull Dragons ap- 
peare inthe aire, that drawing afterthem a great Chariot, went and tooke 
their ſtand before the Arches, with ſuch an aff.ighcing of the people, that 
evcry one for his !2fery was about to run away, had they not beheld the 
vencrable _ulcender on the one fide, comming our in the head of all thoſe 
Princes ; and on the other fide Frgavae, 2 little before thoſe excellent 
Queens. ChatobjeR aſſured all the world, but anew occafion of aſtoniſh- 
r:ntand diſple+(ure, troubled ther anew: Alcander, Yrgande', the young 
Ca[andra and Rozalmend,cntred into the Chaire, anc in few words biddirg 
all cnole Princes farewell, were carricd into the cloyds, with ſuch (pred, as 
no man could make them any anſwer.,Soſudden a departurewould certainly 
have very much diſcontented all the Caurr, if thatyong Prince had been 1n 
the power of anyother. But eyery one being aſſured thar thoſe Sages had not 
carried him away in that ſort, but for his honor, they: Hewed butt little grickt 
for his abſcnce,cſpecially Floriſel & the reſt of thole Princes ; who ſccing 
themſclves without wrinkles,and with the ſame beauty and abilitics which 
they had when they were five and twenty years old, did view themſclves 
with wonder, & could not tell how to comprehend ſuch prodigious things. 
All men caft their eyes upon the fair Queen of France, who having the ſame 
charmes about her,that ſhe had when ſlic was called the Baſiliske af.man- 
kinde, ſtrucke every eye with infinite amazement : they-alſo admired the 
renewed beauty of the excellent Queen of Guindaya, of the matchleſſe x.

ke BY ct. All being thus ſet upon pleaſure,the young Princes who as yet were 
re WM Potknighted, defiring to demonſtrate thatthey were no lefle joyftnil then 
cr Ml *iereft, preſented themſelves upon their knees together, all armed in woite 
amour,before Floriſel of Niquea,and by Perfides, whom they had 'tnade 
1 2 Wl *ieir ſpokeſman, thus delivered their requett, Excellent Prince, it is rinic 
t: Wl that we ſhould appeare in the world as you have done, and by+iatnall in 
18 WU 'port, give an eſſay of our Armes,and _ how much we rcjoyce to {ce 
; you 
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_ you in that eſtate youare in. Be pleaſed to make us Knights, we are in cate 


ro-reccive that ſacred Order, and determined to fight fo well, that you thill 
not grieve toacknowledge we are deſcended of your race. My good chi]. 
dren, (ſaid Floriſel, who was highly pleaſed to ſee them 1n thar fort ) this 

nerous diſpoſition doth ſo content us, as notwithſtanding your yourh, ] 
will not delay the giving you fatisfation. Sweare then all of you , with 
one accord, that you will not at any time faile to ſuccour the weake, fuch z5 
are oppreſſed, but principally women.

Perion, Florian, Triſtor, Qutdragant, Dardamo and tlie gentle Floreſtay of 
Sardinia. Vpon the third ſound of the trumpet they began the braveſt 


_ courſe inthe world, Perfides, Fleridan, Rozancl and the young Prince of 
_ France, brake very gallantly uponthe 'Emperoor of Athiopia, Falgoran, 


Rvſ3ia of Mcdia,& the ftout Polonian. And paffing forwards without once 


| bending in the faddle, for all the encounter of four fuch famous warriours, 


they bravely ſet hand totheir ſwords; wherewith they began to cleare the 


., rankes,in ſuch fort, asalready men forc-judped that with time they would 


prove <quall with the prime Kaights of the world : Every blow that they 
gave, laid a man upon the ground, and nothing could have ſtood before 


_ them, 1fthe ſame foure with whom they ran their courſes, had not oppoſed 


themſelves, and arreſted their fury. The brave baſtard of Mecia- having 
Perfides 1n hand,charged him with very much force and grace; bur his enc- 
my behaved himſelfe ſo well; as he was eſteemed no lefle valiant then him- 
{clfe; Priemaleon, being oppoſed to Rrzanel, confeiled, that he had nevcr 


| ſeena man more aRiye,or moreable. And the valiant Princes of Canabez,

new commers cauſcd in their eroops, charged them with ſtrange fury , but the 
two invincible Knights received them ſo bravely, as every one began to bce- 
hold them with admiration 2 Per/zdes, who remembered the glory that his fa- 
ther had gaincd in the hardeſt enterpriſes, charged him with ſuch mighty 
blows, asa man of leſſe abilities could never have ſuſtained them : But Gr#ep, 
whom he had to dcal with, that was not to be moved with a litele, held him fo 
ſhort, 3s he madchim deſpair of the vitory. On the other ſide, Rezavel and.

| madded that he met with ſo ſtrong reſiſtance, delivered ſo weighty a blow up- 
on Don Perſides his helmer, that he made bis head touch the crupper of his 
| horſe, then/flying inco the midfi of the troops, he mer with the valiant Z/qus- 
lan, upon whoſe (hicld hediſcharged foturioufly, as he laid him in the duſt , 
and not ſatisfied therewith, he ran in among che reſt, intending to have uſeg 
them in the ikeſore, but that he mer with Grio/4»x&, who hiving overthrown 
his adverſary, deprived Florizart and Leonidas of ſenſe, went our of the field = 
with him upon hearing of the trumpet, which ſounded a rerrear : Spurring © 
then together out of the lifts, they took the way to the forreſt, Icaving a won- 
d:rfull admiration in the Greek Princes of their valoyr, and mighty diſplea- 
ſure in the minde of thoſe young Princes, who had þcen fo roughly handled 
by them. Four of which, thar is to ſay, Zecibel, Perſides, Prigmaleon, and 
Ruſsiew , preſently followed them , with a retolution to dic, or revenge the

lopuiffant and couragious, as tobe able to withſtand his torce, that made 
the whole world to ſhake; and ſeeing that four hours were already ſpent 
lince the combat firſt began, and yct had gotten no advantage of his enc- 
wy, he gave ſuch deſperate blows that made Roz1/mmond amazed at his furys 
but being no lefle incenſed to ſee that in the beginning of his arms, the vi- 
 Qory was fo long diſputed inthe preſence, and for the preſervation of Ar- 
*42:4, to whom his {oul was ſo far ingaged, he reſolved either to die, or 
lucdenly to vanquiſh ; claſping his ſword then. faſt in his hand; he began

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creaſe with his travell, whereat Fulmigadan was fo tranſ ported with rave, 


that hetook his Scimiter in both his hands, and diſcharged it fo furiou{] v 


upon RKoz4lmonds helmet, as it made-him fall backward upon the crupper of 
his horſe, caſting out great quantity of bloud at his mouth, and noſe : 
whereupon every one thought him co be dead , and the Emperour com- 
manced his Knights to aflail his enemy, who ſeemed to be all covered oyer 
with bloud and cuſt ; but even asthe troops were about to march, they be. 
held Rozalmond railc himſeclt up, and make towards Fulmigadan with {uch 


 hortible fury, that he, who contemned the dreadtfull thunder of the Gods,

unticd her golden hair tor to make it up 1gain with the more grace. Clar:ſc; 
. thatbcheld herthrough the trecs, was raviſhed in the contewplation of _ 
ſuch wonderfull bcauty, but apprehending a greater content in her Conyer- 
ſation, he went towarcs her, leaving A@iidas behind, The note which he 
made treaing upon ſome leaves, drew A'tralinds luddenly to divide her 
\ . hair, that ſo ſhe might withrhe lefle impediment look about her , ſhe was 
lomewhat amazcd ſccing a Knight ſo goodly , and of ſogallanta grace to 
appcar, but accompanying her ations with an cxcraordinary diſcretion, 
ſhe preſently roſe up, and making him a low reverence demanded what 
chance had conducted him to that place.

This generous warrior being alone was no doubt very ſenſible of the (o- 
row he had Icft at Maran, but on the other ftdeit gladded him aſmuch, that

met with ſo ſtrong a man before. The time and the defireto vanquiſh ren- 
dred their blows ſtill more redoubtable.

took his huge curtclox in both his hands, and let it deſcend with ſuch vie. 
lence upon the Knights fhield , that he made him recoil two or three ſteps 
back, upon which advantage he approched to the damic}l, whom this brave 
- *warriors Squire had unticd, and who was then recounting unto me how ſhe 
fell into that misfortune , and at one ſtroke divided her head and body in 
two pceccs ; the like hehad done to me, for to that end he had advanced 
| his curtelax, had I not by ſwitching my Nag avoided the blow, which light 
upon the buttocks of my horſe, who preſently fell down dead.

_-emertainment, Vhar, ſaid the, ſtepping inagaima, do you threaten me 1n 
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mine own honle 2 Come, come, my maſters, cut me this raſcall in pieces, 
and revenge meof his inſolence : Herewith, Alczdamans, being inthe Ca- 
{tlc yard, hearda great noiſe, and ſaw thirty armed men come torth, who 
ſuddenly incompaſicd him about, and endeavourcd to ſmite him to the 
oround ; but this incomparable warrior, nothing amazed, {cr upon them ſo 
turioufly, that at three (trokes he laid three <f them ſtretch'd along upon 
the carth, and prefiing in amongſt the reſt, he cur off the arm of one, and 
the leg of another, cleft the third to the teeth, divided the body of the 
fourth in two picccs, and made fo great a ſlaughter, that his very cnemics 
woncered at it, and came no more necr him but in fear 5 which ſoincenſed 
the Miſtris of the houſe, that opening anion door, ſhe let forth two Ser- 
pcnts, of twenty foor in length, and twelve in heighth, and of ſuchan hor-

ſtairs he ran courzgiouſlyup , and finding a door open centred into a great 
H.1}, where {ix furious Savages, who ſeemed to uphold the building on 
thei: ſhoulders, aſſaulted him, with each of them a maſhke club in his hand : 
It was then that he was moſt amazed, not imagining that ever he ſhould be 
able ro overcome ſo many monſters at once, but aſſuming new courage he

abide heer till Doomſday. Qurt upon thee, baſc fellow, ſaid ſhe, doſt thoy 
refuſe me ſo {mall a matter, having giventheeall , thy death ſhall revenge 
this ingratitude © With that thoſe damſels ſeemed to be ſo many fantoſms, 
who with their torches laid ſuch heavy blows upon Alitaam:nr,that he was 
much troubled 3 but that which troubled him and vexed him was, thathe 
- felt his armor as het as if it had newiy come out of the forge: not knowing 
then what to do, he whirled about his ſword, and defended himſclf the bc 


he could, but all his addreſlce was in vain , his force ſerved to no purpoſe, 


and he had no hope but in his courage , which carried him skirmiſhing all

The Knight ſtood amaz-d 
atthis charge, -and thought himſclt now loſt , having not wherewithall tg 
defend him, howbeit caſting his cieall about, as it he would {eek for ſome 
place of refuge, he cl picda comb raiſcd inthe midſt of a chamber, which 
ſhewed it ſelf onthe lett hand, wheruponthere lay a yong gentleman thruſt 
thorow with a {word , thericheſt one of them in the world ; now findin 
himſclf oppreſt by thoſe furies, which would not let him reſt, he went coy- 
ragiouſly in, and laying hold on that fair ſword, he drew it forth withour a- 
ny difficulty at all, which gave him ſuch contenr, that immeciatly he rctur- 
ned into the Hall, and would haverun in again amongſt thoſe tantoſms, but 
they preſently vaniſhed, as fearing the keeneſle of that rich ſteel; which 47. 
cidawaant [ceing,turned to the Giant being yet in a trance,diſarmed his head, 
and was going to diſpatch him , when as the gentleman whom he had lefe 
lying upon the tomb, approaching to him took hold of his arm, and intrea- 
ted him co ſpare him tor his ſake.

diſcaſe depended on the aſſurance of Polixens's fa- 
vour, he reſolves to ſue unto her for it, Walkin 
then up and downin his chamber, to deviſe ſome dit.

court; to the end that their weaknes {hall be no cauſe ro make themlaſe that 
which nature hath beſtowed onthem, This is as it ſhquld be, ſaid Prigmale» 
62, and this requeſt ſeems ſo juſt untq me, that they have power to eixer in- 
tothe Liſts whenſpever they pleaſe, The Squire having this fayourable 
anſwer carricd it preſently to his maſters, who caulcda great Paviliogto be 
pitched in the ficld, whilcftthe Princes of Greece were at dinner, where all 
the delicacics of the carth were gbuadantly ſerved in. The fealtending 
witha world of inſtrumentsand voices, which reſounded all about; the 
trumpers called all tae-Princes and Ladies to the windows, tohehold thac 
which ſhould be aQ<i by the three Knights of the Serpents, who preſents 
ing themſclves inazurearms, upon great and fyrious Courſers, gave extras 
_ ordinary {arist+Riontothe beholdets with their gaodly prelence, and paſ- 
lefled the Princes of Greece with a maryellous dee to ſee whethertheef- 
fc& was anſwerablc to lo brave a carxiages The Ladies being then placed, 
the Liſts were opened to twelve Knights, whopromiling very much ca» 
tred, but nat one of them endured the {econdlange, being lo cafily unhorſ- 
edthat every one wondred, either at their weaknes, orthe great proweſle 
of the challengers,who in lefſe then two howr$had laid fifry Knights inthe 
duſt, to the much amazement of the aſſiſtants, which were giving them the 
honour of the day, when as three Knights were ſeen to apprer inthe Liſts, 
whoſe gallant demeanour carried away the cies of all there preſent. The 
firſtborc a Savage inhis ſhicld., whereby he was judged to be the yaliant 
Griay, who had done wonders in Conſtantivople at the laſt Tonrnament. 
The ſecond ſhewed a Dragon, whorn a beautitn)l maid held in a chain, and 
the third carried a ſwelling ſea, in which regard he was calledthe Knight of 
the waves. Thele three warriours , who were no other then dries the Sa- 
Vage, his faireſt Braudimanda, and the gentle Silwerin of the deſert, preſents 
log themſclves with an admirablcegrace, all the people with great paar 
cxpeaed 
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expected what would become ot this courſe, and every ones cle was fixed 
_ovntheſe fix, whenas they were {centofſer forth with fury,, and incounter in 
[the midſt of the Lifts with no Icfle noife then is made by a violent con- 
courſe of raging waters. The lances broke in a thouſand pieces, and cach 
Knight thought his enemy on the ground, howbeit not one of them ſo much 
as moved, and all of them paſt bravely on, without ſhew of any the leaſt 4. 
 mazement, for {o dangerous a ſhock. - This incounter having poſlcſt them 
with aſmuch anger, asthe aſſiſtants with wonder, they took new ſtaves,and 


met one an0ther again with the ſame defire to vanquiſh, but there wasno. 


advantage again perceived oneither fide ; and their fortune proving tobe 
_equall amongſt themall, they were conſtrained to have recourſe unto the 
third lances, which being ſtronger then the former, and managed with more 
tury then betore, they were all fix overthrown from their horſes in ſuch a 
dangerous maner, that many doubted they had been {lain : neverthelefle, 
they were ſcen quickly to riſe again with no leffe rage then ſhame , ang 
drawing out their 1words they were about to charge one another, when as 
eight Giants arrived in the place, who ſceming to be ſo many Coloffes pur 
the people in a marvellous fright. The inſolence of theſe monſters , that 
with great cudgels overthrew all in their way to make themlclves a free 
paſſage, —_— the Knights, with one accord they ſheathed up their 
ſwords, and chooling out the greateſt lances they could find, they oppoſed 
themſelves tothe fury of theie barbarous men, juſt at ſuch time as they ſaw 
a big Knight appear inthe place, that carried three Roſes inthe midft of his 
ſhield ; by this device ſo famous inthe Empirc of Greece, and by his gal- 
lant carriage , he was inſtantly known to be the valiant Knight of the Ro. 
fcs, of whom every one ſpake as 'of the prime man of the carth. Floriſcl 
-. andthe Princesof Greece were infinitely glad at thearrivall of ſo braves 
warrior, aſwell for the dcfire which they had to ſee him, as for to know 
whether his valour did cquall his renown. This noble Knight having noted 
the outragious demeanor of theſe Giants, ranged himſclf preſcatly on Gr; 
as ſide ; and to loſe no time ran with ſuch incredible tury againſt him hapt 
to be his oppoſite, as he paſt his lance quite thorow his body, ſending him 
ſtark deadto the ground. Now beleeve me, {aid Spheramord, this incounter 
goth not belic the reportwhich runs of this Knight ; and if his companioas 
ſecond him, theſe inſolefs thatcometo trouble our ſports will quickly be 
brought to reaſon. This being ſpoken ſomewhat lowd , it was overheard 
by Gria», who at that very iaftanc ſetting forth with the reſt, incountred the 
| Giants, upon whom theybraketheir ſpears, without ſo much as once mo- 
ving them ; whereat they were ſoincenſed, that drawing out their.ſwords, 
they began one of the rudeft combats that cycrhad been ſcen in Conſtan- 
tinople. As often as the Giants lifred up their ſwords, it was like ſo many 
thunderbolts that ſhould tall; and if the Knights had not been agil and quick 


the fight had not long endured, but their addreſſe made them ſubſiſt, and 


rendred them dreadtull to their enemies. Grian the Savage beftirred him- 
{elf with ſtrange fury. Bra#dimands by little and little triumphed over her 
_ enemy 3 Shverin of the deſert, made good his party ; the brave Knights ot 
the Serpents tought with an admirable grace, and gave certain hope of vi- 
Rory ; bur the moft part of the aſſiſtants had their etes fixed on the combat 
of the valiant Knight of the Roſes, whoſe {word ſeemed more heavy to his 


adverſary, therithe fall ofa towr overthrown by the violence of the winds. 
| Evcr* 
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Fvery one admired his blows ; it he ſtruck upon his ſhield, the moicty of it 
went to the ground.; it upon his armor, the bloud ſtraight guſhed out ; if fu- 
1y made him beſtow any otherwiſe, the Giant ſeemed to be aſtonifhed with 
jo tcarfull a charge z briefly, every time that he advanced his ſword, they 
were ſure to fee fome ibridgement of his daies. F1oriſel wondred at his 
hohting with ſuch forcc, the other Princes did the like ; aud all the pc ople 
ſtood amazed ar it, At length the combat having endured two howrs, his 
cnemy was laid along with the violence of a blow , which divided his head 
in two. Gr:.z the Savage defiring to appear no leffe valiant, ran his quite 
tzorow ; Brazdimauda diſpatched hers with a dangerous blow inthe thigh, 
and another full in rhe breaſt 5 the three Knights of the Serpents took off 
the heads of their enemies from their ſhoulders ; and Szverin of the deſerr. 
moſt generouſly ranked his in the number of the dead , with a ftroak that 
clctt him cvento the ſhoulders. This done thethree Knights of the Ser- 
pents were returning to their firſt place for to renew the combat with G77. 
Pn, Br andizwanada, nd Silverin, whenas Dox Roget having cauſed ſome of 
the Giants ſervants to be arreſted , defired them ro ſtay till he had diſcovye- 
rcd the intent of theſe infolent men. Ar this requeſt ſheathing up cheir 
ſwords, they went to a yong Squire , who ſccing himſclF among ſo many 
perſons [pake fearleſly in this maner, The victory which you have gotten 
| today ſhould not make you rcjoiceas you do ; for of thirteen Brothers, 
which peaccably govern the redoubted Hands of Barrocerd, the five ſtron- 
ecſt arc yer living, whereof you ſhall find ewo ſo puiſſant, thar they will 
make you give an account of the lives of theſe whom you behold there laid 
onthe carth, Sirrha,ſaid Dor Rogel, your threats ſhall nor trouble us awhit: 
and if your maſters come, we ſhall receive them otherwiſe thenthey' think 
for : whereuponturning him to thethreeKaightsofthe Serpents, and their 
adverſaries, he ſaid unto them: : Gentlemen, I know you purpoſe ro end 
your. difference with the ſword, but the night is at hand, and me thinks, if 
you hold ir fir, it were more expedient” thar you ſhould ſharethe honour of 
the juſts berwixt you (which queſtionlesis cquallroyou Both as yeththen to 
difputc it longer ; your valour is tos well known, for any further proof to 
be made of it, and the advantage which youlhould {eek to get of one ano« 
ther, would rather be a:point of vaniry, then a'mark of glory, Weare 
wholly at your commandement', anſwered one of the Knights of the Ser. 
pens, whereforc if ourenemics be'of our mind, we will{eparate our elves. 
with «quali tortane 3 but 1 deſire thatthe conditions of the juſts may be oh- 
ſerved, and that the Ladies of Greece'niay carry away the content, to be e- 
ſtcemed the faireſt of the World. Sir, anſwered Gria#n, weow a$miich re= 
Ipe&tothis great Emperour, andare no lcfſe ſervants tothe Ladies then 
you, ſothat we ſhall got be very ſcrupulous to ſtgn this accord, conſidering 
how fairly it is concluded : wherupon he turned about fortogoandenter- 
fainthe'Knight of the Roſes , but finding him departed he was extreamly 
| Cifcomtented , becauſe he had not Honoured him accordingto- the merit of 
his vertue. 3 neverthelcſſe hoping to meer him again the next day at the tur- 
nament, he returned to the Palace , where every body was talking of the _ 
incomparable valour of the Knighrof the Roſes, of the threecompanions 
ofthe Serpents, and their adverſaries, whom they ranked inthe number of 
the beſt on the earth. The Tables having been more ſumptuoufly ſerved, 
then in the morning, the dancing began in the Hall, whilcſ}the fair Pojix- 
| | (4 
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_ enabeing ſtollen away by the Enpreſle Richards, and the Infanta Reſal;tyy 
was laid into a rich bed with the valiant Athiopian ; where we will lezy: 
them to enjoy the content which is incountred in the firſt embracespf twy 
perſons that unfeignedly love one another , tor to prepare ourſclves to de. 
{cribethe wonderfull feats of arms which were pertormed the next day, 
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The admirable feats of arms performed at the Turnament in Conſtantinople + 
by the moſt excellent warriors of the World : The dreadful com- 
bat between the Knieht of the Roſes, and him 
Bi the Palms, with the ſlrange 
"1 end thereof. 


HE day appcaring fair and bright, the Trumpets raiſed 
v the Knigins,the place was ina moment covered with 
arms and horſcs, the barricrs ſurrounded with a mul. 
titude of people , the ſcaffolds which had been pre. 
parcd for the Ladies, were almoſt full, and every . 
thing ſeemed ready for the juſts, when as the Prin- 
ccf{cs of Greece went to ſce the beautifull Emprefle 
of Xthiopia, who teſtified in the ſercnity of her 
look, though her colour was ſomwhat altered, that ſhe had received content 
in loſing the name of a maid ; howbeit ſceming aſhamed to be found inthe 
arms of a husband , ſhe got her quickly out of bed, and paſt into another 
chamber , where whileſt ſhe was putting an new garments, far richer then 
thoſe ſhe wore the day before, the Ladies asked her a world of queſtions, 
which renewing the memory of the pleaſure ſhe had enjoicd, made her ac+ 
cuſe the Sun for having been too hafty to enlighten the World. At length 
being quite ready , fhe was conduCted to Church with wonderfull magnifi- 
ccnce, and from thence led back to the Palace , where dinner was ſhort, in 
regard of che turnament , which in every mans opinion was like to provea 
brave one ; for Pow Rogesto avoid the confuſion which might ariſc from 
ſuch a multitude of combatrtants, caufed five hundred Greck Knights to cn- 
ter the camp at one gate , before whom the Knights of the Serpents placed 
thcmmſclves, together with the gentle Z/quilan of Poland , who by chance 
 wasthcnat Conſtantinople ; and at another a like number of ſtrangers un- 
derthe conduc of Gr:ax and his companions. 


Theſetwo troops equall in number, and almoſt in valonr, being ordered 
according tothe direction of their Commanders, andattending nothing 
but the ſound of the trumpets; a Knight was ſeen to enter the Camp, 
whole very preſence gave a good opinion of his valour. He was moun- 
eed upona great and furious Conrſer, whom he fat with ſucha grace, and 
in ſo warlike a manner, that one would have thought it had been the God 
ot battles, appearing inthis ſort for to be admired of men. Every one ca- 
ſting their eyes upon to accompliſhed a Knight, who had placed himſclfa- 
midft the two troops, as though he had had no intention to fights it was ob- 


ſerved that his ſhicld carricd thoſe redoubted Palms ; whereupon, "_ 
on 
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{cop turning him to Dox Floriſel, laid : Verily, Ithink that moft of the bra. 
veſt Knights of the world arc aſſembled heer at this time, and beleeve ir 
you ſhall ſee wonders to day if this new commer takes a ſide. This is he that 
freed us ont of the Caſtle of Serpents, and that _—_ your brother 
| Amaays \with ſuch extraordinarie chivalrie, I vow, ſaid Dos Rogel, that I 
would not for the beſt townof this Empire miſſe the content of eeing him 
heer now, where, if it be poſſible, I will requite the good office he hath 
done us; but I would very fain fee him fight, though, by ſiding with nei- 
ther party, it ſeems he doth not purpoſe it. We ſhall ſoon be refolved of 
, Friar, ſaid Prigmalcen, for this is the laft ſound of the trumpets, and theſe 
*2roops arc even upon ſcrtting forth to. meet one another, Heerwith ,/ the 
"| two ſquadrohs eiflodged with a dreadtull noiſe, the place was covered 
with a gumber of Knights, who were notable to ſupport the fury ofthe firſt 
courle; theair was darkened with the ſplinters ot the ſpears, which the 
violence of the incounters ſent up, and the carth trembled under the horſes = 
feet, The Kaight of the Roſes,and heof the Savage having rutione againſt 
another, brake their ſtaves even to the very gantlets, withoutfo much as 
once moved forit. Brendimands, Silverin, and twoofthe Knights of the 
Serpents, encountered in the midft of thecourſe with equill advantage, but 
they which juſted againſt the third, andthe brave Z/q«ilan of Poland, were 
unhorſed very cafily. All then was in cunfuſron, they were mingled one a- 
mongſt another, Grjew clearcd the ranks on the one fide, the Knight of the 
Roſcs thundered every where on the other fide, his companions ſeconded 
him with the like courage. The faireſt Brandimenda and Silverin, over- 
threw all that ſtood intheir way, briefly the combat was equally-maintai- 
ned, and it ſecmed that the ſole yalonrot the Chieftains; madeic ſubſilt in 
this manner. The ſtrangers being all choice men, that purpoſely appeared 
there to obtain glory, ſcemed at the beginning ts have ſome little advan- 
tzpe of the Grecks ;\- but the cxcreamwalour ot the Knight of the Roſes, of 
the Serpents, and of the brave Eſ/quilan of Poland relieved their fainting, 
and made them ſhew themſelves cvery.was as ſtrong, in ſuch ſort, that all 
went in <quall ballance 3 when as the Knight of the Savage, who judged 
that the honor of the turnament depetided on the Knighrofthe Roſes, went 
to inconnter him z :and with his ſword charged him1o hotly, that he wag 
conſtrained. to turn head, anddeftend himſelf in ſtead of 'overthro his 
enemies, which put bim into ſach choler, that claſping his ſword faſt in his 
hand, he diſcharged it very dangerouſly on Griazs ſhield, who nathi 
amazed with that blow, advanced{'hisblade, and let it deſcend fo roughly 
on his enemies caſque,that he made him ſee ftars in ſtead of the Sin 5 how- 
beit, he boaſted not long of-it, 'for the Knight of the Roles being mych In. 
cenſed, gave him another blow on his ſhicld,: with ſuch ſtrength, that he 
made him bow with his head tothe pommell of his ſaddle. This combat 
continucd ina gallant manner, if one ſtruck, the other knew how' to ward, 
- and many times their {words advanced .now bothat one infant,” and de- 
{cended on each others helmet with «quall fury. Whilſt they intreated 
one another thus bravely, tho Kaights of rhe Serpents, ſeconded by E/qui- 
lan of Poland, performed wonders ; they overthrew men and horſes, and 
became dreadfull evcry whete:: Butthe valiant Brandiminds and Sibverin, 
lceing themſelves oppoſed to theſe adventures, who Fought with infinite 
courage, preſſed them fo cloſe, that OY their a ge" +54 
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valour, the Greeks by little and little were faia to give ground, which ſo 
inccnſcd the Knight of the Roſes, that raking his ſword in both his 
hands, he diſcharged it with ſuch fury on the Knight of the Savages his 
head, that he overturned him on the crupper of his horſe, ſo far from him- 
{clf, as it wasaquarterof an hour before he could recover his ſenfes-3 from 
thence, putting himſcit inthe front efthe Greeks, he overthrew all that he 
met withall ; in ſuch fort, that with the aid of the valiant Knights of the 
Serpents, the ſtrangers began to recoil,and then/did every one expeR to lag? 
them chaſed out of the field 53 when as the incomparable Knight at 
Palms, ſct ſpurs rochis horſe, and came againſt Z{quilan of Poland, wi 
he caſt out of his ſaddle, do what hecould to keepin t, The Princes 4 
Grecece,who were much diſtaſted to behold him ftand fill, whilſt the othet® 
were inaction, were exceeding glad to ſee himenterints the combar ; and 
of his valour by the firſt incounter, .having ſo cafily overthrown a Knight, 
wham- they lightly cftcemed, they all bent their eyes upon him, and per- 
ccived howhaving drawn forth. his ſword, helcemeda thunderbolt-that 
drivesallinto ruinc. This glorious warrior, 'conceivingthat the honour of 
the turnament conlifted not inthe mukitude of men, \but in the courage of 
the Chicftains, made head againſt the Knights of the Serpents, whole va- 
lour he had admired; and knowing that great trees arc not overturned with 
alittle: wind , or with one filly blow.of an ax, hediſplayed the force of 
his arm, andgave oneof them fuch aviokentblow,; that he laid himinthe 
duſt ſcnflcile, and inſtantly with the like fury redoubling another, heover- 
threw the ſecond enrhe cruppet of his horſe, cafting bloud outof his eyes 
and cars. Hereupon, theſtrangersre-aſſumoed new courage, and labourcd 
to imitate ſo valiant a leader, whoin the mean timepurſuing his viRtory, 
made {fuch open way whercloever he went; that the Princes of-Greece 
wcre conſtrained to acknowledge. they had never beheld the like. The 
 Kaightogf the Roſes, who was theain tight with Bravdimends, that had (ct 
upon him for to revenge her lover, perceiving the diſorder whercinto this 
night had brought his croops, became wonderfully enraged, and gnath- 
ing tus teeth for anger, to ſce himſelf now in difpute for the honour of the 
turnament, which all mens opinion had givenhim before ; he left Brevdi- 
214nds, aſtonicd with a blow, and calling tor a ſtrong lance ts be bronght 
him, hecrped tothe Knight of theiPalms to.defend himſelf; whereat, 
tarning Him abour, -hc ſheathed up bis firord, and withall, took the fiaffe 
which bis-Sguire carcied after him, infinitely contented to hear himſelf 
called upon by a man; whom he held 26 beone of the braveſt and valiantcſt 
Knjphtsof the earth, and whole gallant demeinour had filled him with 
wonder: {aling himſclfthen ſure inhis ſaddle, and defiring to diſplay all 
the rn and addrefle that he kad; hefſct fpurs to his hore, percetyin 
his enemy comming on, and met him in the midſt of the courle, withfuck 
marvcllous fury, that their lances ſhivering into a thouſand pieces, their 
hoxtes reegiled gheeepr fourpaces back, unable to ſupport ſo terrible 2 
_ ſhock, zhe,Knights: vemaining firm intheir ſaddles, without any ſhew of 
amazargent vpen {9 yialent a carriere.  O me, ſaid Floriſel chen, what an 
mcounter:was:this 4:15. two towers had met with ſich force rogether, we 
ſhould haveſcen.thekpherh ruined, and yer theſe Champions appear n9 
mae moved, then if they hid carried glaſles in their hands, Tt is marvel- 
lous indeed, {aid Spheramond, bur let us lee unto which of them aan” 
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will give the honour of the combat, for they are going to it with their 
{words. Whereupon, theſe valorous Knights began to charge one anv- 
cher, not as ina turnament, but as two, whoſc hatred would be the death' 
of cach other. The Kaight of the Roſes conſidering that he fought 
before his friends, who had alwayes ſhewed themſelves inſenſible, did 
wonders, imploycd his {word with fury, and uſed all the {lights that are 
praiſed in combats ; bur his adverſary was ſo cunning, thatit he reached 
him one blow, he was ſure to reccive another, as dangerous and weighty 
— aipſtantly ; if che one ſhewed himſclf ready and nimble, the other exprelled 
Hleſſe agility ; their blows were dreadtull, they joyned angerto force, 
Id time ſo kindled their courage, that in ſtead of being weary,their ſwords | 
*Zwerc ſccnto deſcend with more yiolence,then at the beginning of the fight, 
that every minute began moreterrible, tothe great aſtoniſhment of the ewo - 
troops, which had withdrawn themſelves apart, the better to judge of this 
combat. The valiant Prince of Greece, who had never {cen a fight main+ 
cained with like fury, held theſe two warriors forthe molt redoubred, thar 
cither their times or antiquity had produced. Fowr hours being ſpenc, 
without any ſhew of defiring to reſt themſclves, the ground was ſtrewed 
with their armour, the bloud flowed from aivers parts of their bodies, mil.. 
lions of ſparkles flew about their ears, andas every one conceived, their 
forces to be alike, nothing could be expectedfrom their rage, but dange- 
rous and mortall blows. The Knight ot rhe Roſes mad, to finde ſuch reſi- 
ſtance in one man, ſet both his hands to his ſword, and ſtretching himſelf 
forth upon his ſtirrups, diſcharged it ſo manly on his ſhicld, that he divided 
it intwo, the point thereof falling with ſuch fury on his caſq ue, that he was 
conſtrained to ſtrike his head againſt the crupper of his horſe, ſo far from 
himſelf, that the, moſt part of theaſſiſtants beleeved he was dead ; never. 
thelefle, he was ſeen quickly to re-ſettle himſelf up, andclaſping his ſword 
faſt in his hand, he gave his enemy ſuch a terrible blow, that it Rruck the 
Princes of Greece into admiration, making the Kaight to bow with his 
hcad to the pommell of the ſaddle ; ſo aftonied, that the bloud guſhed out 
of his mouth and eyes, every one thought him to be ncer dead. By my life, 
ſaid Sp heramend, this is one of the dreadfulleſt blows that ever I ſaw given g 
and it the Knight of the Roſes receives many ſuch, without all doubt he is 
not far from his end. I do not know, ſaid Rogel, what wil become of this cont. 
bat, Iſce no cauſe the one hath to brag more then the other, for if theKaighr 
ofthe Palms ſhews ſtrength, he of the Roſes maniteſts but little weaknefſe, 
As he thus ſpake, Rozalmond,traſported with rage to {ce himſelf inthe ſtate 
he was in, flew at his enemy, wherupon,they charged one another more fu- 
riouſly then before, infomuch that ſix hours was paſt,& they never {pake of 
reſting themſelves ; the more they fought,the more courage and force they 
ſhewed : Neverthelcſle, ſeeing the night approach, they redoubledtheir 
blows, and little regarding the trumpets, thar ſounded a retreat, they con-. 
tinued labouring to kill one another. Dox Roeel, percciving them to be fo 
wiltully bent, deſcended with Lucendw and Spheramond, defiring them to 
part, and become friends for his ſake ; but their rage being uncapableof 
reaſon, they made as though they did not hear him, intreating onc another 
more cruelly then before ; howbeit, conſidering that at length they ſbould 
be obliged to yeeld unto him, they ſtood up in their ſtirrups, and taking 
their ſwords in both their hands, they diſcharged them both at one _ 
F 2 Wl 
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with ſuch wonderfull fury, that they overthrew one another to the ground 
at the lame inſtant, giving great appearance ot ccath intheir fall, This ac. 
Cident infinitely dilpleaſced the Princes of Greece, who held the loſle of 
thoſe Knights to be irrepairable , and theretore went in all haſte to ſuccour 
them ; Spheramond to the Knight of the Roſes, unto whom he bore a parti- 
cular inclnation,not knowing wheretore, & Lacendwus to him of the Palms, 
unto whom he thought he was obliged , when as a damſcll appeared a- 
mongſt them, that addreſſing her felt unto Spheramonad, ſaid thus unto him : 

Exccllent Prince, you do well to ſcek the fafery of this Knight, for its 


decd he is your lon, caulc him preſently to be cariedin, and uſe all means, . 
neceſſary to bring him to himlelf again; Ile take care for the other,and will 


render him cre it be long, in as good caſc to fight ascverhe was. Gentle.

duce her under his power, if the Gods eo not in the mean time aſliſt her, 
She is fair beyond all execllence, of a moſt lovely and ſweet diſpoſition, 
and this Giant is as ugly, and deformed, as can be imagined ; his briſtled 
hair ſtares on his monſtrous head, his eycs are hollow and ſunk into his very 
head, his noſe is flat and a ſpan long, his lips wan and very huge, his beard 
ugly, and his whole ſhape dreadtull ; briefly, heis ſo hideous, that the moſt 
confident cvcn tremble to behold him, and. yet he perfwades himſelf 
that he is amiable, and for ſuch he preſented himſelf before this young 
Princeſle, in hope to make her inamoured of him : imagine, I pray, whe 
ther there were not reaſon for it, ſince I cannot beleeve that the pooreſt 
damſell in the world would ſubjcc& her ſclf to ſuch a man for an Empire. It 


istruethat Crowns and Sccpters have powerfull charms inthem, and that 


ambition makes grcarneflc to be far more regarded then content , but rhis 
incomparable beauty, who more eſteems her own ſatisfaction then all che 
Kingdoms of the carth, rctuſcth the Soveraignty of Licagena, and notto 
buy that honour with the price of her liberty, ſhe ai{miſſed certain Ambaſ. 
{adours whom this Giant had deputed for the marriageof him and her, 
which ſo inraged her, thathe vowed to be revenged of her neglea, adde 
her State to his Crown, have that by force which he ſought tor 1n love, 
and afterwards put herto the horribleſt torments that can be deviſed by 
the wit of man. And indeed, he hath but too well began his revenge, for 
he hath brovght forty thouland men into the ficld, the moity whereof are 


before Alf res with lum, the reft under the conduct of a Coulin of his, as 


wicked as hiralclf, have already takenin the beſt places of the Iland of Ae- 
rodiana {{0 is that Countrey called, whereof my Miſtris beareth the name) 
and itis every howr expected that Artarta will be taken with a ſtrange and 
bloudy f1..vghter ; for all the ſouldiers, confiſting of four or five thouſand, 
and the inhabitants of the City arc rcſolved to, die for the conſervation of 
their liberty and Princefle, that they would never accept of the offers made 
unto them by Fangomadan, for the ſaving of their lives and goods, So that 
if you haveas much courage as your perſon doth promiſe, you will gene« 
roufly imbrace the defence of her, and not ſuffer her to fall into the hands 
of 10 b:aftly acreature.

Yeu cannot chuſe, replied 4kidemang, 
but become great, and of eſtimation, being poſle ſled with ſo wortity a des 
fire at doing bravely ; and no doubt Fortune will be conſtrained to louk 
with a favourable eyc upon you one day : therefore let nothing diſcourage 
you, but perſevere in your noble deſigne. I have tiken leave to ſpeak 
thus freely unto you, becauſe I am a Frenchman as you are, andq one thar 
infinitely deſires to ſee you raiſed according to your merit. Worthy Sir, 
{aid Troilus, then being extreamly contented to underſtand that they were 
both of one countrey, how much am I ſatisfied with this encounter of you, 
and what an obligation hath this Damoſell laid upon me, for bringing us 
thus luckily togerher.

How knoweſt 
thou that they arc vauant,ſaid Merodrana,fince thou never fawit thean Gel? 
I juilge ſo by their brave carriage, anſwered ſhe ; and I may well tay, that 
you never beheld Knights of fo gallanta diſpoſition, eſpecially one of 
them that bears three Palms on his Shield ; He hath a maryclous 200d 
face, an exccllent ſhape, and a brave warlicke countenance. Thele arc 
parts indeed coinmon to many men, faid XMerodrana, and it the cficct be an. 
{wcrable to the commendations thou giveſt him, it may beI ſhall find 
ſome conſolation in his preſence. But where haſt thou let them Crfteria *

Some asked what quarter it was that theenemy bad ail ule, and with whar 
nunÞbers,vbut no man could return apy ar{wer,racy KOCW 110t from whence 
their deſtruction came, and their terruur was 00 lefle then it rwenty thous 
{1nd men had fallen upon their trenches. The moſt part notwith{tanding 
being advertiſed that two Kaights only. were the cauſe of this huriy-burly., 
they returned 1nro their tents, laughing at their own fear, and thinkics 
themiclves dithonoured tor having becn trighred by the temerity of two 
men. In the mean tire the two invincible Kaiglits beſtowed their blows

| Knight of the Lions being particularly advertiſed of his deſigne, gav? his 
Lance that he carried in honourte his Squire,and letting him go, inſtantly 
ordaincd that which was to be done, and put ten thouſand men in order 
after he had given notice thereof to Merodiane , who being richly attired, 
was already onthe walls, for to encourage her lover, and be judge of his 
valour.I am reſolved, ſaid ſhe,when ſhe was acquainted with the buſtnes, in 
all things to follow the counſell ofthe valiant Knight of the Palms; cherc- 
fore lct his command be executed. The Knight of the Lions fccing tis 
men diſpolcd, and being very well ſatisfied with this anſwer, went out to 
behold the combat of his companion ; who finding the Giant in the Lifts, 
mct him ſo roughly with his Lance, that he made him flic to the ground, 
himſclt remaining ſomewhat aftoniſhed with the encounter. The Giant

all, thatI love him infinitely. Entertaining her ſelfe wich thelc thoughts, 
ſhe fixed her eyes upon him, and perceiving the Giant to be more unwel. 
dy, and her lover farabler, as ſhe conceived, then at the beginning of the 
combat, the was tranſported with excefle of jy, This while Alcidamare 
purſucd his advantage, charged his enemy more turivuſly then before ; and 
obſerving that Merod1aua beheld him, accuſed himſelt for being ſo long 
defeating a man inthe preſence of her, whole favours had made him moſt 
happy. Vextthenthen to {cc the victory ſo long diſputed, he took his 
{word in both his hands, and leciuny ic fall terribly on his enemics ſhield, 
hc ſo aſtoniſhed him, that he made him reel three or four ſteps backward : 
whereupon taking his advantage, he redoubled ſuch a dangerous blow on 
his head, that he cleft itin twain, to the unſpeakable contentment of Afcrs- 
ana and her ſubjeRs , who ſceing the good Knight of the Lions in the 
head of their troops, ſet forth in good array, and following the Cunque.

: blcs, the Companies were diſcharged, and eſpecially 
tholc of the Hand of Silvina, who giving account to 
their Miſtris of the {ucccflc of the war, fo publiſhed 
the prailcs of the Knight of the Palms, and raiſed his 
valourto ſo higha pitch, ehat the fir Sz{vana , lifter 
to Merodiasa, aimiring him, beginto feckthe fame 
cfte&ts which they endure which are in love. Sine. 
made them deſcribe unto her his ſtature, the proportionof his body, his 
countenance. the colour of his hair, and the bezuty of «his tace 5 and confi- 
dcring that Nature had made him every way compleat, ſhe her ſclt kind- | 
led the fire which by little and little conſumed her ; but paſſing to the de- 
fire tor to know what marvells he had done for her fifter, ſhe cauſed them 
to recount unto her the manner of his fight, his courage, his skill, his blows, 
how he had moſt valiantly ſlain the King of Licagena, and put his armics 
co flight at the only ſight of his arms, which fully 1mpriated the character 
of love in her heart, and made her care for nothing ſo much as to finde out 
{ome occaſion to ſce him, and render him enamoured of her. O Gods, ſaid 
ſhe, how accompliſhed is this Knight, if he have all thoſe parts which rc- 
port conters upon him :!

For I will command my train to {ct forth by break of day, and ar- 
tend for methree leagues hence, and not to ftir from that place, till they 
hear further from me. Falerin: amized with this ſpeech (for ſhe had al- 
waycs obſerved a great deal of modeſty in her Milſtrefſes ations) would 
willingly have replied tor to have reduced her to a better regard of her 
honour ; but perceiving that the venome had wrought its effeRt , and that 
her remcdics would be to no purpoſe, ſhe promiled her no lcfle fidelity 
then diligence.

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! benotoft:nded with my ſaying fo, til] you are acquainted with 
my mMcaning.oir, I love you, and all the.conltderations I could bring tor to 
contain ne within the Itmits of moceity and my cuty,nave been tov weak 
agoinkt the forceot your merits, which having deprived me of all POWer 
ever my {cit, have conſtrained ie ro come out of my State, to ſeek relict 
in your pity, It may be you will deſpiſe me, becaulc 1 preſent wy fclt 
rigs uno youz anuyou may make anill conſtruction of my carriage ta- 
wars you : butit you underſtand your {cli well, you wil excuſe my weaks 
nefle, Sty that I have reaſon tolove you, and not holding mc immodeſt, 
will recompence my aftction with the like, as alſo eive mc juſt cauſe to 
publiſh, that you arc the moſt accompliſhed Knight that this day bears 
Arms. Alcidamant,to whomthe like encounters were ſoveraigne favours, 
lccing ſuch amiable beauty in his power , did not ſo much as ſtand on the 
conſiderations which ſhe brought, to render her action the more allowa- 
ble; but proteſting in what great obligations he was ingaged to her favour, 
the more powerfull inregard he had lo little deſerved it, he diſarmed him-

You have reaſon, ſaid Alc /damant, to belceve that I will not ruy 
againſt them, and if T had known you, I had not juſted with yous and that 
you mzy not complain of your tall, I am ready to repair that feult whey 
you pleaſe.\'Whereupon advancing towards the fair Si{yana, he lalutcd he 
as though he had never ſeen her betore : and riding along by her,they took 
the way to Altarta, where thc faireſt Merodiana received them at the firſt 
very heartily, never doubting of the prank which was plaid to her preju- 
dice ; but whocan blind thecycs ofa lover ? This Lady calling to mind 
the abſence of her Knight, led away, as ſhe was intormed, by a Damlc!! 
which was ſhewed to her alittle after, preſently ſuſpected, not the matter 
as it was, but ſomething near unto it, inſomuch that ſhe obſerved their ati.

will be pleaſedto let me onely enjoy you, that ſecks for nothing ſave occa- 

ſton how to delight you. Theſe words finiſhing with tears, made our 

Frenchman ſomewhat to repent, who ſceking to excuſe his tault, covered 

it with the name of reſpe, repreſented that in regard ſhe was her ſiſter. he 

was to carry himſelf fairly towards her , proteſting that he had never {ſo 


much as a thought of that which ſhe imagined, he ſomewhar pacificd her, 


and interrupted the courſe of her complaints ; after which he was {ure to 
have the like of the fair Si/yays. Dcareſt love, {aid ſhe when ſhe could 
ſpeak particularly to him. I have great cauſc to complain, my ſiſter hath all

> pleaſures, whilſt they bathed themſelves in their de- 
lights, and every day incountered ſome new way or 
other to render them more pleaſing, all forrain parts 
were filled with admiratien, and the name of thc 
Kaight of the Palms became ſo famous , that there 
wasno other talk but of his valour ; the pictures of 
. the monſter ran from countrey to countrey, his figure was wondered at, his 
OP greatnefſe and force was confidered, and every one held it for a miracle, 
that one man alone had the courageto affront him, forces ſufficient to com- 
bat him, and ſo much valouras to kill him. Acerod/anz having ſent Ciſtenis 
to obſerve thecarriage of her Knight, wasadvertiſed of this victory, which 
made her reſolve to paſle into the Iſland of Silvana, tor to draw her lover

I remained 
then lying altogether in .ffligion, unable to xafte the comtor:s v hichthe

| miſed much vertue and good, they were exceeding- 
ly afflicted with his misfortune ; onthe other fide, Rozanet beheld the mar- 
vellous beauty of Traficles, whom he thought tobe a Knight, and withall 
admiring the martiall look of d/cidamarn, cach of them finding ſomething 
tocommend in his companion ; and ſo they travelled together, till they 
got out of the forreſt by the direRion of a wood-ſcllcr, whoſet them in 
the way to the City.

=_ Through the infolence of Breaudemyy King of Dremir, anſwered ſhe, who 
4 in revenge of a word I let fall, as Ipaft by him, made theſe Knights purſue 
me for to do me ſome miſchicte z but that you may be the betrer informed 
Of all, pleaſe you to underſtand, that being entred into Tarfipolis, as you 
had commanded me, I was much amazed at the meeting of novelties wor- 
thy your curiofity : for the ficft objeR appearing unto me in the hall, wass 
E- burning rock that walks of it ſelf (at the leaftwiſe one can ſee no body 
| , that conduRs it) and ſtayes ordinarily three dayesin the Court of a Kio 
| or Prince in expeRation, that ſome Knight ſhould make trial of the adven- 
F ture, which intruth gives as much occaſion of pitry as of tear : fer in the 
hollow of the rock, one may bchold a very beautifull young Lady in the 
middeft of the flames, who lamenting with a million of fighes and tears, 
intreatsfor ſuccour, and beſeeches all good Knights ts draw her out of the 
- fire, which divers have undertaken te do ; but at the yery inftant when 
they go about it, a Knight all covered with fire comes out, or if there be

Theſe words, which made all the gee 
fall a laughing at him, having put him 1at@ an extream rage, he roſe as if 
he had received no hurt, 8nd drawing out his Sword, went and ftruck at 
Alcidemant in a moft violent manner ; but he wiſely avoyding it wich ad- 
mirable agility diſcharged a full blow on his left arm, cutting it off ſheer

their &iture being. You ſpeak moſt traly, Madam, ſaid Rotavel, tranſpor 4; 
ted with ancxcefle of joy to ſee his Miſtris free from pain, yon have given 
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us indeed a new life,8 have exceedingly obliged us, not to breathe, but fox 
your lcrvice: wherefore pleaſe you to command us ſomthing, that we may 
diſpoſe our ſclves to obey you.

onthe hcad and ſhoulders of this Princeſle, who thus ſurpriſed , fell , and 
kiſt the ground , with little or Bo memory atall. The Giants ſeeing her 
in chis poſture, inſtantly alighted, bound her with cords, and laying hold 
on Ceſar, that ſeemed more dead then alive, they tied her to the foot of 
atree. Whilft this Tragedy was framing inthe wood, a more bloudy one 
was acted in the City : Drwmelia thinking Traficlea ſure enough in the 
hands of theſe Giants, defiring to play her part, touched the three Dwarts 
witha wand ſhe hadin her hand, and making them appear with their natu- 
ral] greatnefle, much amazed the aſſiſtants, eſpecially the Emperour, who 
201ng to lave himſelf, received a blow with a ſcymiter on his arm , which 
laid him on the eround, liker to die then to live. Whereupon, a great ru- 
mout aroſe inthe hall, the Courtiers betook them to their ſwords by Al- 
cia:mants example, who, with his cloak wound about his left arm , g3vc 
one of tne Giants ſo furious a blow on the ſhoulder, that he opened him 
tothe verygirdle, and inſtantly ran one of the other two quite thorow the 
body ; thethird, who madc a horrible maſſ2cre of the unarmed Nee 
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ſceing the fall of his companions, in a mighty rage flew at Alcidamant, ho- 
ping to cut him in picces z but the adviſed Knight , whoſe judgement was 
not overcome with fury , ſlipt aſide from the blow , and loſing no time, 
gave him a deep and dangerous woundinthe thigh, The Giant, boyling 
with choller , was not then much ſenſible ot it 5 but alittle after, advan- 
cing his heavy icymiter to diſcharge it on the Knight, and ftrerching him- 
{clt upon his feet to render his ſtroke the ſtronger , he fell all along, and 
carried with him more then half of our Frenchmanscloak, who receiving 
alight hurt on the arm, did for allthat forbear the taking of his encmics 
head from his ſheulders, and ſuddenly running tothe door, raade ſtay of 
Drumelis, who, beholding the miſerable end of her kinſmen, would have 
ſaved her ſelf. By my life, ſaid he, you old witch, you ſhall not eſcape 
meſo, your head ſhall anſwer for Traficlea's life ; Say, wicked creature, 
Whither haſt thou cauſed her to be conduted 2 What, wilt thou nor 
ſpeak? No, Iwill betora in pieces , ſaid ſhe, before I will diſcoverit ; 
her death ſhall yet make ſome ſatisfaRion for the King of Dramirs, and 
the inhumane butchery of theſe his kinſmen. What a horrible treaſon is 
this, ſaid Alcidamant 2 But the horriblenefle of thy puniſhment ſhall be 
anſwerable to it. VWhereupon, dragging her into the hall, he commit- 
tcd her tothe cuſtody of certain Knights, whom he commanded to look 
well unto her, asthey would an{wer it with the perill of their heads ; and 
perceiving the Emperour to be come again to himſelf, and that the Chy- 

' Turgeons aſſured there was no danger in his hurt , he ran preſently to his 
chamber, cauſcd himſelf to be armed with all ſpeed, and mounting on his - 
horſe, gallopped away towards the wood ;. where at the firſt arivall, he 
heard certain cries, which made him put himſelf amongſtthe thickeſt of 
the trees, at one of the which he ſaw Ceſarins tied, and his beautifull Mi- 
ſtris in the hands of two Giants, who were pulling off her armour for to 
raviſhher.

work their effects : and now behold, you are beautifully adorned with 
green leaves, whilſt Lam in mantyrdome,and:with io litele hopo, as makes 
my life a very languiſhment. :Is aorthis a wondettull miſery 2 ' Donbt- 
efle it is, yea ſuch as makes medefire to. change condition withi-you, if I 
might, ahd wiſh my ſclfe covered with your bark , therein ro ſpetid the 
time which Love hath allotred ro my pain, that {0 I might be freed from 
the griefes wherewithall Iam ſurchar ed. Carrying imſclfe frequictitly 
in this manner, every one marvelled that he was never ſeen in the Court, 
but at ſuchtimesas he muſt needs be panes yea, and his Lady ſuſ- 
peting ſomething, extreamly defired to know what became of hitn :

wherein you had ſeen me. Theſe complaints moved T1 raſiclea excccdingp. 
ly ; and had {Ke not been arrefted by that baſhfulneſle wherewithall maids 
arc uſually retained , queſtionleſle ſhe had made uſc of timc and place to. 
ſhcw her lover that ſhe deſired his contentment no lefle then himſelf; how. 
beir, ſtealing ſotrly back, ſhe returned into the garden, where conſidering

elty, butt make it ſerve for your content : your complaints which I have

Come then and take me away all 
theſe preparations which I have made for this wicked man, and thou Ceſa- 
rin give me ſome paper, a Letter is the cauſe of my good,and a Letter ſhall 
be the occaſion of his pain. Whereupon, walking a great pace up and 
down her chamber, ſhe remained a good while penſive ; bur not caring 
how ſhe wrote, ſo as ſhe might expreſſe her minde, ſhe framed a Letter, and 
ſealing it up, commanded Ceſer:. to deliver it unto the Knight afſoon as 
ever hercturned, but not to receive any anſwer. Which being done, ſh: 
tell ro walking again z and every minute finding new cauſe of diſpleaſure, 
ſhe rendered her paſſion and hatred greater, inſomuch that ſhe was morc in 
rape, thenever ſhe had been in love.

This Letter, fo craell, and that deprived the Knight of all hope, having

turned to her Miſtris, infinitely diſcontented for that ſhe had been the occa- 
fion of this misfortune ; and telling her what effect her Letter had wrought, 
the retired, beraking her to ſtrange unquictnefle.

= Mais of Trebiſond, departing from the Caſtle of Ser- 
Sg pcntsunder the conduct, and inthe Chariot of Caſſar- 
dra,as was delivered in the fdure and twentieth Chap-

{for it is Eid youare a ſtranger) but your armes have been ſo well noted, 
that you cannot carry them here without greatdanger , wherefore I 
would adviſe you for your good, cither to change them , or to get you 
quickly out of this Empire. * - Out of what Empire, ſaid Amedis ? How, 
anſwered the Shepherd, do not you know, that you are inthe Empire of | 
Martaria,one of the goodlicſt and powertulleſt Monarchies of the world * 
No vercly, ſaid Amad;s, I did not know it, for bcing arrived here bur to 
day by a ſtrange accident, I could not have been informed of it, if by 
good fortune I had not met with thee ,, but letting that paſſe, canſt nor 
thou inform me who thoſe Ladies were, which I faw in the Coaches du- 
xing the combat,and particularly ſhe in the greens Thatis ſaid he the Prin- 
oeſſ. of this Empire, and I am perſwaded the faireſt of all the women li- 
ving, ſhce is called Palzzirenna, and the other two were her ſiſters , named 
 Amplamira,and Archeſidella, both of them ſo accompliſhed, as they may 
wcll diſpute ſomewhat with theeldeſt.

ſooner put to their helping hand, this Province vvill ſho y be laid vvaſt, 
vyhich vvere a Jamentablething , being ſo fertile and populous 8s it is : 
Bur pardon'me, Sir, it I beſo bold as to acke of you, hoyy you having 
bcen upon the Mountain of Bears, vyhere his ordinary haunctis, mold 
clcape his fury 2 fortoTpeak truth, Lholdir a kind of miracle. Heaven, 
that hath preſerved me tor his glory, ſaid he, vyould not ſuffer me to fal

his Gods, 1nrega rd of the extraordinary beauty wherewithall he : -

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ducd, I hope hee ſhall do better, replyed Amadis,in the meantime notts 
be ingratefull tor thy good information 'of that which I deſiredto know, 
will give thee ſomewharto relieve thy poverty, therwith hee took 
Ring which he had onhis finger of great value, and beſtowing iton him 
made him no lefle amazed, then contented. Look , ſaid the Shepherd 
bowing himſelf evento the ground for tothank him, how our opinions 
do many timesbring forthcontrary effe&ts, Irthought I ſhould have been 
undone by incountring with you, andthereby I have found wherwithall 
to overcome the miſcries of my birth. Sir, your liberality obligeth mee 
ro havea careof your ſafety, paſſe onno turther with theſe armes,for you 
ſhall be ſure ro meet with none bur enemies wherſoever you go, time

out feare of any danger you may: takea little reſt, Amades ſeeing it was 
night, and perceiving the fellowes good will ſuffered himſelf ro beecon- 
ducted by him toa Village hard by, whereuntoentring ſecretly, and lea+ 
ving the care of his horſeto him, he ſate him down to ſupper,and having 
fed heartily on a Kid, that was ſerved into the table, he laid him down, 
all armedas hee was, ona bed,hoping to ſleep quietly thereafter his ttard 
travell , howbeit his new paſſion would nor permit hitn fo to.do, it te- 
preſented the beauties of his Lady untohim , with the difficultics whictt 
appcarcd in his love, that ſodiſquicred him, as hee conld do nothing but

Thou labourelt in vain,ſaid Ama- 
dis. to divert my reſolution, it is not thy counſell I demand, buta perfor- 
mance of thy promiſe, ſaythen, wilt thou follow mes Yes, anfwered 
he, bedewing his checks with tears , though it be much againſt my mind. 
Whereupon Amad:s road on to the foot of the Mountain, wher the Shep- 
heard taking his Horſe of him, commended him to his gods. 
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| Amadis defeatsthe dreadfall Monſter of the Mountain of Bears , his adven- 
tures afterwards. 
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=] Hilſt the Shepheard was weeping, Amadis traver- 
ſed the Wood with an undaunted courage, and 
calling to mind the glory which his Anceſtors 
had acquired in ſuch like adventures, he reſolved 
to be no whit amazed with the fight of this hor- 
rible creature, whoſedreadfull form made ever 
one to tremble at the very apprehenſion of it: 
but when he ſaw him approach with moſt furi- 


— ous motions, hecould not be fo confident, bur 
thathee began to doubt the end of his life; nevertheleſſe , chuſing rathec

cut off half his tay! ,.chough it were vyondertull bis , andcovered over 
vvithexcceding hard ſcails , vvhich ur him into ſuch ancxceſſe of fury, 
that returning vvith incredible {yvifcneſle hee ſeized upon the Knights 
Shicld with his tecth, and pulling itcaſily from him , notwithſtanding all 
the rcfiſtar.ce hee made to keep it, hee {craſhed it into a thouſand pieces 
whilſt h:e trampled irunder his fcer, This generous Warrior, that was 
not capable of tcar, inthe greateſt and moſt evident dangers , and thar 
would nor have regarded the glory of his enterpriſes, but forthe hazard 
wherwirh they were accompanued , not loſing his judgement inſuchan 
exrremity,{uddenly cleared his arm from under one of the Monſters fect, 
and thruſting his {word into his belly, ran him up with ſuch force, that he 
enrred iteven unto rhe very hilts, which made the Monſter skip in ſo vio- 
| lenta manner, as hee Lighted a do ZEN Paces off, rorhe unſpeakablecontenr 
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of out Knight , who negleQing noopportunity, ſpeedil up with 2 
reſolution to a dike ths incounters if hee could , but « © pat _ not 
able todo, for the Monſter ſenſible of his hurt , flew madly at him with- 
out any gee at all of his ſword, wherwith hee had in vain ſtruck him 

on the head, and gerung him in-his tecth overthrew him to the ground, 

ierced his armour in five or fixplaces, anddicdallthe grafſe with his 

blood ; Now was the Knight evenatthe laſt gaſpe, being almoſt ſtifled 
with the ſtinking flames that inceſſantly iſſued out of his mouth, butthe re- 
membrance of his excellentM iſtreſle infuſed ſuch ſt rength into him, that 
hee ſo ſtrugled withrthe Beaſt, as hee made him let go his hold,and at the 
ſame inſtant gave him another thruſt inat the throat, that reached to his 
very heart. ag it was that this Monſterfecling the pangs of death fell 
toſtorming, ant making ſuch horrible cryes, thatthey were heardeven 
to Cardana, the Mountain ſhaking asif it had been ſtrucken with amil- 
lion of thunderboles : Wherupon the Knight perceiving him breathing 
forth his laſt , retyred aſide for ro kneel down , and render thanks unto 
God forſo glorious a viaory, but being exceedingly weakned by the 
loſſe of his blood, and overcome with the vile ſent of the venom, which 
flowed out of the Monſter, hee fcll allalong on the ground with httle 
appearance of life in hun. This while the Shepherd amazed with the 
ſtrange wy {ſe hee heard was mightily porplcans ; Amadis his liberality

hee would haves hee went G_ the Emperour, who wastalking in 
the Hall amidſt his Courtiers of the ſtrange noyle they had heard, nat 
conceiving from whenceit ſhould proceed, and talling onhis knees', even 
out of breath, hee ſaid unto him. Sir, I bring you joytull tydings, the 
Monſter of the Mountain of Bears is ſlain by the valiantſtranger, thar 

cſterday did ſuch wonders againſt your people. O yee gods! faid the 
Emperonr bing outof his ſcat, is it poſſible that ſo formidablea creature, 
whoſe fury thouſands of men.,and dreadfull Giants were notable to with- 
ſtand, ſhould be kild by the hand of a mortallman* verely this report is 
ſearcelycredible. Sir, anſwered the _—_ , letme ſuffer, if I tell you 

- anuntruth, for I ſaw him quitedcad,and will condu@ you, if you pleaſe, 


wher thatbrave Knight lyes, ſtill attendtng the ſuccour of the gods, if 
mans aſſiſtance fail him, bcing fo dangerouſly hurt that he cannot live till 
night, if hee be not ſpeedily provided for. That ſhall hee be ſure of, aid 
the Emperour,for ſo powerfull an obligation, muſt cancel al other offen- 


ces that hee bath commirtedagainſi us, en beleeve this combat _ 
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undertaken, more by nccefſity, thenany way to oblige us: Nay,replicd 
the Shepherd, your Majeſtic may be PR to give me leaye toaffure you - 
that hee performed it with a ful reſolution to do you ſervice, forbefore he 
entred the Wood, hee commanded mece to tell the Princefle Palmwirenna in 
your Majcftics preſence, that hee went to venture his life, to-obtain par- 
don, for the fault hee had done in drawing his ſword againſt her ſervants , 
albeit, thatmiſchance hapned by their infolencie, and much againſt his 
wind.

follow me, and ler us not decline thoſe which come to ſcck you, for I 
hold it nor fir to put you nto their hands ; not in regard of the Emperour 
 orhis Daughter, who with good reaſon prefer that which you have now 
performed, far before yeſterdaies offence , but the Gyants death having 
rendred their kindred your enemies, allthe Princes favour cannot pro- 
tc& you from being treacherouſlie murthered ; wherfore be carefull, if 
you mean to abide here to keep your ſelfunknown. Saying thus, and 
and reaching him his hand, he helped him up with ſucheaſe; thathe rc- 
mained very much amazed, to find ſo much ſtrength in ſo littlea bodice.

to comfort and affiſt him in ſo great anextremity. Arlength, unable lon- 
rtoerdurethe violence of his defires, hee reſolved eitherby death, or 
Ec afforageecf enjoying of that hee deſired , to make himfelfe happy; 
My tongue dares not dilcoyer my thoughts , ſaid hee, my hand then hal 
do it that office; afidit I maſt dyc in rhis enterprife,ttis berter Lſhould do 
ſo quickly, Lent rouge uy any longer amidſt ſuch tormenting paſſions; 
Whcreupon getting inke and paper , hee wrote what love indited ro him, 
but having finiſhed his Lecter,and nor knowing how to convey it.into his 
Ladies hands, hee was rroubled afceth, and diſpaired of all good ſucceſs, 
| howbeit histortune proved better then hee expected, for walkrag ſoli-

to doc | ay you wil loſe much of that good opinion , whici ot Cour« 
tiers have conceived of you; a couragious mind ſeeks remedy for his 
diſeaſe, and never increaſes it by cowardiſe ; now-if the lofle of your 
fricnds,or the abſence of ſome Miſtreſſe makes your abode herediſtaſiful, 
the Emprouris a Prince ſo gracious, that hee will not deny you leave to 
depart from hence at your pleaſure, Alas, faid hee ( no whit difmaycd 
with this ſurpriſc, bur reſolved to diſcoverhimſelte, fince this encounter 
had hapned accorcing to his with ) my diſpleaſure proceeds not fromthe 
oricf of ſeeing my ſelte eſloigned from my Countrey, fince I voluntarily 
torſook it, for to travell the world , bur I complain for that Iam fours 
| happy, as Icannot hopeforany content whilſt I live,unleſſe you wil take 
ſome pitty of my ſuffering , I muſt _ I can nologger concealemy 
thoughts ; Almerina, in your hands reſts my life or death, Ihave indured 
incredible things before I would reſolve to diſcover my ſelf, and the fear 
to offend Amplamira, whom I love beyondall compariſon, far morethen 
mineown ſoul, hath hitherto cloſed up my lips, but now the violence 
of my pains ſo terribly afflits me, that I muſt impart this ſecret unto you 
Sweet Almerina, have ſome compaſſion on me, tell herthat which I ſay, 
and joyning your intreatiesto my tears, render her ſenfible of my ſu 
ring:I am roodaring, itis true, forſuch anaccompliſhed beauty deſerves 
no lefſethenthe affteRionof a God, but if hereyes might ſtoop to a man;

Saying {o, ſhe turned abour toher compa- 
nions, who had planted themſelys juſt oppoliterothe Gyants , and ren- 
dring all the world amazed art her gallantdemeanour, ſhe ſtood ſtil, untill 
ſuchtime as the Trumpets made them diflodgeall fix with ſuch fury, that 
thecarth ſeemed to tremble under their horſes feer. Tp 

Theſe Knights being of the beſt on the earth, their incounter was 
marvellous ; &ifantes made two or three turns with his horſe in the duſt, 
the Gyants were carried to the ground, wounded both intheir bodies,the 
Princes of France and Perſia , being unable to ſupport the violence of ſo 
terrible a ſhock fella littleafrer , with extreem diſcontent to beunhorſed 
before their Miſtreſſes, Cora3znda alone remained in her ſaddle, ro the 
incredible ſatisfaction of Palmireana, and the Emperour, who bcing no 
lefle joyfull, rhenaſtoniſhed, did infinitly commend the yalour of this 
Ama$0n. 

ie mean time our Warriors equally tranſported with rage roſe up, 


and drawing out their ſwords, began one of the moſt ourragious combarg 


that ever had been ſcen in this Empire; the Gyants whoſe motions were 
exccedingdreadtull, gave'moſt horrible blows, and ſuchas promiſed 2 0- 


thing lefle thendearh, bur our Princes wereſoadtive, and dextrous, ag 


they avoyded the molt part of them, and warded the reſt with ſuch force, 
that they left no hope of prevailing to theirenemies ; who feeling them- 
ſclvs hurt every minute,made ſuch aterrible noiſe, as putal the Affiftants 
ina mighty fright. Ontheother fide , Rifantes and CoraJindn (who ſcor- 
ning advantage, had quitted her Horſe) entreated one another far worſe, 
jealouſic animated their ſtroaks, andas oftenas their ſwords were aloft,

Two hours being ſpent in this ſort, the yiolence of Brundamors, and Ro- 
zazanss blows, beganto relent, contrary to our Knights , whoſe ſtrength 
increaſing with their travell rendred their ſwords more dreadfull , which 
ſo madded the Gyants, that Rozagart taking his Curtclas in both his 
hands , diſcharged it with ſuch force on Fleridan, that having divided 
his Shield in two,and given hima great gaſhinthearm which ſuſtained its 
he made him ſer his knees to the ground , where queſtionleſle his life had 
been in no little danger had hee permitted the Gyantto redouble upon 
him , bur getting up inſtantly, much aſhamed that this accident was be- 
tallen him betore Amplamira, he ſtruck the Gyant with ſuch unaccuſto- 
med tury onthe ſhoulder, thatheclefrhim to the very girdle, ſending him 
ſtark dead to the earth, to the great aſtoniſhment of Brundemor , who ha- 
ving wounded Zxcibel inthe thighand head, couragioufly diſputed the 
honour of the combat , when as this Prince extreamly vexcd, to ſee his 
arms dyed with his blood, lent him fo terrible a blow on the arm, thathe 
made it together with his Sword fly totheground , and inſtantly redoub- 
ling a furious thruſt, he ran him quite thorow and thoraw; {0 _— 
 kipwbreatoutbslaſ, —e Thicte 
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Theſe Gyants being diſpatched thus , tothe incrediblecontentof the 
two Infantacs, who rejoyced to ſee their Loyers victorious with life aud 
honour ; evcry one caſt theireyes upon the furious combat, between Co. 
r&indaand Rifantes , which was moſt fearfull ; for Rifantes mad atthe 
ſlaughter of his two Cofins, laid about him ſo deſperately, that a Warrior 
leſs ſtrong and couragious then our Amadzshad tallenunder his fury, bur he 
no leſs cnraged to find ſo much reſiſtance in one man, &1n a quarrel where 
Palmirenna's happineſs, and hisown were in queſtion, returned him ſuch 
an exchange, that his body was wounded in nine or ten places; howbeir 
choofing todyea thouſand times, ratherthen make the leaſt ſhew of dif- 

couragement; he maintained his party with marvellous yalour, andat 
length beingin the ſupremeſt degree of rage he reſolved to ſet up his reſt - 
upon one only blow ; wherefore taking his ſword inboth his hands, he 
ſtruck Amadis ſo dangeroully on his Shield, thathaving parted it in twain, 
che point thercof light upon his ſhoulder, and nurt it,making him with- 

all to ſtagger in ſuch manner,thathe was fain to ſet one kneeto the ground 
to ſavchimſelt from talling; but ſuddenly ariſing with unſpeakable fury, 
and gnaſhing his teeth for anger, he advanced his rich ſword.and let itdef. 
cend with ſuch violence on Rifantes Helmet , that if it had not turnedin 
His hand, he had clett him down tothe teeth, neuertheleſſe the blow was 
ſo rude, thathe fcll all along quite deprived of ſenſe, and caſting out ſo 
reat abundance of blood at his eyes, mouth, andears, as without doubt 
Bo had been quickly dead, had he not been inſtantly ſuccord, Immortall 
gods, ſaid the Emperour, what a blow was this ! Thunderbolts fall nor 
with mightier force: Ah CoraJrnda, had Heaven made theea man, thou 
wouldeſt have been the prime Knight of the world, | 
Saying thus, he abandoned the window tocarefſe the two Knights, and 
his Amazon, who keeling beforc the Princeſſes demanded their hands to 
kifle, bur they beholding them ſo beſmeared with their own blood, aba- 
red much of the joy, which otherwiſe they would haye had for ſo impor- 
rant a victory , and not willing to entertain them longer, they fentthe 
Knight of the Flower De-luces , ( {o was Zucibel called ) into Floridans 
Chamber, where Amplamira, and Acheſidella, who held herſelf happyin 
mecting with our Frenchman, would fain have been preſent, for to have 
takencare of their wounds; but knowing that ſuch liberty was unfit for 
them, they left thePhyſicians to viſitthem, and followed CoraJindzinto 
 Palmirenna's Chamber, whonotable to forbear weeping ar the ſight of 
the pretious blood, which ſhe ſaw flow from her hurts, ſhe had been loſt 
with grief,if the Chyrurgions had not afſured her, thatthere was no cauſc 
of tear, comforting her ſelf then with the hope of her ſpeedy recovery : 
ſhe cauſedevery oneto voydtheroom, for to leave hertoherreſt,and pal- 
ſing into her Fathers Chamber, ro diſcourſe with him of the valour of the 
ſtrange Knights, and of her fair flaye, who had filledeyery one with ad- 
mirationatthe wonders ſhe had performed , ſhe learn't that Dox Rifantes 
being cemeagain out of his ſwound, had cauſed himſelf, rogether with 
the bodicsof the Kings of Altanar, and Corcutan, to be carried aboard .

me, till you havedearly beughtit. Wee muſt have your then, re- 
plycd the Knight, wherwith drawing outall their {words, they fellupon 
Rozalmond, wh little movedartit, flew 1n amongſt them, and with the ve- 
ry firſt ſtroak ſenthim dead to the ground, that had menaced him, to the 
exceeding grief of the reſt, who thinking to defeat him caſily, prefled

is a purchaſc ſufficient tofarisfic his Daughters vaſteſt defire and ambition; 
Your preſence, together with the feare of diſobliging us, will make him + 
ſcrioutl to conſider the demand;ere he give a denial:Bur in caſe he ſhould 

prove {0 averle,as to returne an anſwer not ſuitable to ourdefires, ſpare 
nottolet him know our reſentment; and that his indiſcretion wil coſt him 
no lefſe then theloſle of his Empire. 

Well, faid Gorgophon, I intend not toamuze my (elf, with giving you 
other teſtimonies of my loveand friendſhip, then by the carctull mana- 

ing of the chargecommirred ro my truſt; Armazza is yours, and though 
her Father ſhould prove ſo proudly infolent, as to reject the honour you

Being very gladatthe defeat of theſe enemies, arid the recovery of his 
Shicld, he made head afreſh againſt the Centaurs, which ſo layd upon him, 
that he felt himſclte bruiſedall over with their heavy ſtroaks, neverthe- 
leſſe he avoyded them as well as he could, and at the length found the

Kingdom, who are now as much intheir luſter, as ever they were and the 
torment they have ſuffered , is it not changed into delight £ Certainly 
you iow know the verity of theſe obſcure words, and no mancan doubt 
but you are deſcended of that illuſtrious race, which produceth ſuch wor- 
thy and generous perſons. Embrace then again this valiant brother of 
yours , atid futther call to mind how when he was knighted by Doy Clari- 
ſd, a Damoſeladvertifed you from the learned Meres, thar you ſhould not 
make difficulty to girt on his ſword , for you ſhould one day more eſtecm 
of the knowledge of him, then of the poſſeffion of an Empire. 
Hereat Alcidamant and Ajralinds well remembtring all that Y7g4nds had 
ſpoken, and embracing afrcſh, their carciſes were renewed, AdelaJia, Tra- 
icles, Palmirenna, Armazia, Amplamira , Archedidela ; Brandimanaa , and 
Agricleagave Miralindsa thouſand kifſes with ſuch content to Don Clarjſel, 
that he was ever raviſhed with joy, to ſce his Shepherdefle ſoexceedingly 
honoured; Night then being come, Adela3ia having cauſed her Palace to

Reanda having cloſed up Rezalmonds wounds ina 
night, all thoſe Princes, which infinitly defired 
the 7/866 EOIPRED of their happineſle, aſlem- 
bled together, and reſolved to take one andthe 
ſame day for the conſummation of their con- 
tent, but having no lefſe care of their Ladies ſal-' 
vation, then of their own ſatisfa&ion, they 
concluded in repreſentingtheir pains unto them 
to ſet before theireyesthe vanity of their Idols 
jathe greatneſs of that Almighty God, who vouchſafcd to ſhed his moſt 

precious blood, for to reſtore us untothe way of grace, from which we 
 wereſtrayed by the revolt of our firſt parents: Entring thenall with this 
defigninto the room wher the Princeſſes were;they perſwaded them to go | 
and walk into the Gardens, and there ſeparating themſelves into ſeverall 
walks , andeach one taking his Miſtris by the arm, ſpake fo paſſionately 
and cffectually for himſelte, as he cafily prevayled with her , to reſolve 
uponthe third day following, for the celebration of their Nuptials;

Having becnentertained then with all the moſt exquiſite and choyſelt 
meats, that water, land, or ayr could yeld, they refolved to make a turna-

RoFalmond jealous of Aicidamants glory, Amadis of Grians, and Clariſel 
envying the honour which Griolanis acquired , wentandafſſayled themall 
at onetime, and began one of the braveſt combars that ever were ſeen z« 
mongſt fix Knights, RoJalmonds, & Alidamants blows were tempeſts,thoſc 
ot Amads and Griap had little lefle fury;and when one delivercd a terrible 
ſtroak, he was ſureto be preſently paid again in the fame money; now was 
 Atlcidamant Oveiturned on the crupper of his horſe, by and by Rozalmond 
was ſtruckendownto the pummell of the ſaddle; Amadzand Grian knoc- 
ked their chins againſt theirbreſts ; Griolans and Clariſel loſt their ſtirrops; 
7 raſiclea, Brandimanda, and the Pagan Princes valiant! y ſuſtayned the fury 
of Ruſſian,and hiscompanions , and the Knights animated by the example 
of their Leaders, maintayned themſelves ſtill uponequallterms, incon- 
_ cluſion this turnament whereinno blood was drawn , yeelded a moſt de- 
lightfullſpeacle: Alciaamant and RoJalmond wearicd with one anothers 
horrible blows, Amadi,and Grian amazed ateach others ſtrength, Clariſel, 
and Gryolans vext tor that neither of them could prevayl, ſeparated them- 
ſelvesallarone inſtant, and heganto fly in againamidit the troops, when

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Horſes, as their heads ſecmed to touch the very clouds; 

 Theſight of theſe Colloſles poſleiling them witha new reſolution;the 

Troups rallyed together, whilſt thoſe eleven couragious Princes,accom- 

panied with Traſiclea and Brandimanda, got ſuddenly ſharp Launces, and 
laced themſelves moſt oppoſite ro thoſe thirteen Gyants, with whoſe 

deformitic the Ladyes had been very mach troubled, had not Urzanda 

laughing, maderhem confident of the valour of their Knights,

would have utterly aſtoniſhed men of lefle valour and courage, bur ha-

'His mighty Fleet of the Enemies having gained 
1} the Shore, the night was almoſt wholl ycmploy- 
ed in making of Trenches, and ferting up Tents, 
2 || and Pavillions; {o that it being neere that time of 
Sage | the day, which chalengeth a kind of ſecuritic 
| overall things, the Souldiers annoyed with the 
Sea, wearicd withtheir late travels, and impor- 
tuncd by fleep, betook themſelves all to their 
EEESCS > reſt, being confident that the Chriſtians durſt 
not ſo much as once peep out of their Walls ; But they like brave ſpirits, 
who thought there wasnoglory equall to that which was gotten in the 
midſt of dangers, and hating all reſt which might be accompanied with 
diſgrace, had no other defigne than continually to be pulling ſome fea- 
thers out of their cnemics Wings, whereby they might ſtop the fury of 
_ their flight; they roſe preſently after midnight, and arming twenty thou- 
ſand of their beſt,and luſtieſt Horſes,they divided them into two Troups, 
whereof one was commanded by Raſ$7an,C:lizder, and Leonidas, the other 
by £ſquilas, Brandimanaa, and the fair Alteria, and fo fallying out at rwo 
\ ſeverall Ports, they advanced ſoftly towards the Pagans till it was break 
of day, whichaffording them light to diſcover their Sentinels all aſleep, 
they preſently cur their throats withourany noyle, and ſo falling aboard 
with the reſt, who were in no bettereſtate to make reſiſtance, they began 
ro commit {o great a ſlaughter, that the ground was covered over with 
dead bodyes, before the Alarum was takenin the Camp, Ruſian, Cilindor, 
and Leexidas, over-runall; Souldiers they cur in pecces, Knights they cleft 
down to the ſhoulders; Tentsand Pavilions, they turned upfide "rig | 
and meeting wirh little or no oppolition, they made a ſtrange havock. 
Falan;ar Generall of the Paganarmy, who lodged not far from the 
place wherethey firſt tell on, ca(ily hearing the fearfull cryes and groans 
which came from his men, gs they were dying, roſe up immediatly, and F 
finding Brefa/dar King of Gedrolia, * Brizardanthe redoubted Soldan of 7 
Aralahia, with Aoranteen, Soldan of Circaſſha, he gave them thirty thou- 
ſand men to refiſt the fury of their enemies, whoſe number he conceived 
to be fifty thouſand at the leaft, and ſo ran ſpeedily himſelf thorow all 
parts of the Camp, to put the reſt in battellarray, , 
Theſe three proud Pagans, who had not beenat the laft nights ſervice, 
cheertully embracing this charge, began preſently to march forward, and 
being conducted by the noyſe which continually encreaſed, they forth- 
- with eneountred the Chriſtians, and plainly perceiving the ſmalneſic of 
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their number, divided their troups withan intentroenvirotithem, and to ' 
chargethem onevery {1de, but thoſe valiant Knights not affording them 
the leiſurero put their Defignein practiſe, broke thorow them with fuck 
atempeſt, tharthe blood ranalong the ground in little rivers, which pur 
the incenſed Pagan Brufaldor 1nto ſuch a fury, that eurning his horſe upon 
Leonidas of Meſopotamia, he gave him fo violent a ſtroke on the ſhoul- 
der, that his {word notwithſtanding his Arms, made way to his very 
waſte, dividing his body into two parts ; which {0 diſpteaſed Ryſran, who - 
: ſaw the ſad cftec of the blow, thatclaſping his {word falt in his hand, he _- 
| returned the Pagan ſuch an exchange, as cutting his ſhield in two, he gave 
L him a ercatgaih onthearm, and fo quiting him ke flew upon Moranteon 
Soldan of Circaſha, wounding him very dangerouſly on the ſhoulder, 
and perceiving BriZardan grapling with his triend Cilizdor, whom he 
doubted might be too weak to fultain fo ſtrong a charge, he made to- 
wards them withan intent to diſcharge full on BriZardans head, but Toriſe 
24d the valiant Pagan prevented his blow, by giving him fuch a ſmart 
ſtroke op rhe arm, as made his {word tall out of his hand, and yet with- 
out any otacr harme, ſave onely a {light hurt, which pur him into ſuch a 
choler, as ſuddenly taking hold again on the handle ot his {word that was 
faſtned with a riband to his wriſt,he let it fly in ſuch ſortat his Adverfary, 
that he cut him almoſt intwo pieces, {ending him dead to the ground, 
lnthe middeſt of theſe hurliburlies, the brave Z/quilan entring on the 
other fide of the Campec, ſtrook no lefleaſtoniſhment into the minds of 
thoſe that encountred him, than the other had done before, no reſiſtance 
could withſtand the fury of his ſword. Brandimanaa ſeconded him with 
<quall heatand courage, and the gentle Amazon Alterea followed them 
both ſo cloſe, that ſhe ſeemed tothreaten no leſſea ruine than the former, 
Atthis new alarum Falar;ar, Idatcaun Emperour of Melly; Armanar, 
King of Ruſſia, with Fzeraſtroy the proud Gyant of Balivan, advanced 
them(clves inthe head of forty thouſand men; bur the tear of thoſe that. 
ranaway, having pur their fonldiers which they led into diforder, the 
Grecks charged them with fuch fury,thatmorethen {1x thouland of rhent 
were beaten down, the greateſt part wherof were ſtifled under the hor- 
{cs tect. The unptcaſtng fightof this accident had driven FalnFar into de- 
{pair, but that heearried roo generous a mind, tor ro- harbour fo baſe 2 
eueſt, wherfore meeting with Zſ/quilaz, he diſcharged fo terrible a blow 
on his Hclmer, as he made him knock his chin againit hs breaſt, Dcing ve- 
| ry much aſtoniſhecarthe mighty ſtrengrh of this Pagan, bur grinding his 
| teeth tovether tor anger, he advanced hi> ſword, and tct it deſcend with 
jJuch a rage onthis Caliph, that he overthrew him on the crupper of his. 
| horſe, caſting our greatabundance of bloud at his mouth. E 
; Inthe mean while, Brandimanda and Fieraſtroy, Taalcan, and the gentle. 
'—  Alrerea,charged one anorher home, and made a quick exchange of moſt 
hierceſtroaks. Bur Eſ/quilan who would not afford them any leiſure to 
rally their troups, and who judged that to be no fit ſeaſon for him to be 2 
ipectator of a itagle combat, ler fall on Idalcay Emperour of Mclly*ſo 
F- furious ablow, that he cur his arm ſheere from his body, and ar the ſame_ 
 anſtant withanother which he laycdon Fijeraſtrons head-piece, he quite 
| deprived him of his ſenſes , which being done, he pur his men into good 
| order, andeollowing the example of Ruſſian, who rook the way that led 
OW ; WY 1 | into 
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into the Citie, he made an honourable retreate in ſpight of threeſcore 
thouſand Horlc, and fourſcore Gyants, which came 1 the purſuit of 
This courageous, and prudent retreat, and the death of the Emperour 


_ of Melly, that enſued rwo houres after, with the great ſlaughter of their 


men, which amounted to the number of thirty nine thouſand, the Chri- 


| ſtians having left onthe place but five thouſand fix hundred, having en- 


raged the Pagans, they reſolved cvery man of them todye on the place, 
or els that very day to winthe Citic, which together withall che Chriſti- 
ans therin, they would conſume to aſhes, in fſaiistaction of fo great 
aloſlc. I 

Their Troupes then being ranged, and every Captain having received 
order to charge his Company, with the carriage of a certain number of 
ſcaling-ladders, the Army was divided into three bands, each conſiſting 


of onehundred and fifticthouſandmen, Falarar led the firſt, with the 


which was Br#falaor King of Gedroſia, the proud Knight Araſtron, gene- 
rous Aicews, Mariſgolf, that terrible and mighty Gyant, twenty Knights 
of the beſt repute inthe whole Army, and threeſcore Gyants : The ſe- 
cond was commanded by Aftrarrosthe great Sultan of Bruracan,the good 
Knight Armorand, Briaraon Soldanot Aralafia, fifty Gyants, and twen- 
ty twoother Knights, who had purchaſeda great renown by dangerous 
adventures: The third by Marmaran, Sophy of Bultara, with King A4r- 
wandor, of Ruiſia, ot-the Gyants race; Palamedes, King of Caſlandria, 
the redoubred Tiphews, Barcandor, fifty Gyants,three and twenty Knights, 
of no meaneſtcem, and Broxcalaron, King of the Arcofibrats, who had the 


 eading of twelve hundred Elephants. 


Thechriſtian Princes who flept not in the mean whilc, ſccing theſe pre- 
ſumptuous preparations, put threeſcore thouſand Knights into the Town, 
and to furniſhing the wals with abundance of pitch , ſulphur, boyling 
oyle, ſtones, and other neceflaries for their Enterpriſe, madeup three 
bands ; the firſt was conducted by Ruf5si1an with Cilzador , the ſecond b 

Eſquilan with Algantas chicte Generall of Ethiopia , and the third by 
Brandimanada with Alteria, who lodging themſelves cloſe under the wals, 
with a reſolution not to appearbefore the enemies had almoſt gaynedthe 
top, expected the comming of their troops, which hearing no noyſe at 
all in the Town, were per{ſwaded that the Chriſtians were all a ccP ; 
whereupon they preſently faſtned their ſcaling Ladders, which their 
Gyantsand other Knights of the beſt ſpirits firſt aſcended, to giveencous 
Tagement to the reſt to follow them, but on the inftant they perceived 
fiicy thouſand men, who witha ſudden tempeſt of ſtones, oyle, pitch and 
ſulphur, overturned all thoſe that were thenupon the Ladders , and be- 
gan to dam up the Moat with dead bodics, then the aſſault became moſt 


violent and cruell. | 
The Gyants enraged to ſce their Companies lye groveling on the 
ground, the Ladders broken, tenthouſand Souldiers maſſacred, as it were 
ia moment, began to grow carelefle of their lives, they gotupon the 
wall, and fcll tograpling with the Chriftians, fighting rather like furies 
than morrall men, there were {carceany that durſt oppoſe the violence of 
their ſwords, unleflc it were Ru{5iap, Eſquilan, Brandimands, Alteria,Cilin- 
br , and ſome tew of the valiantceft , who perceiving the favour as _ 
| | | = QIde 
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affordedpartly in ſheltring them, and annoyingtheirencmics , delivered 
ſuch blows on the Pagans, as forthe moſt partcarried deathalong with 
ther. &w5ſ7ans repreſented a Thunderbolt, overturning as many Gyants 
and Knightsas it lightcd on, neither was Eſquilexs or Bravdimands'srauch 
lee terrible than it; bur the Pagans , the greater the number of tie 

Chriſtians were which they perceived onthe Bartelments, cthemore reſo- 

lute they beganto be, anecauſed a multitudeof Pioners ro ſapthe walsz 

the Atcofibrats approached with theirElephants, and the ncercr they ad- 
vanced , themore blood was ſpilt , andthe more felldeadro theground, 

_ theElephants beinggot under the wals, _ quit their bows andarrows. 

and {elſto handy ſtroaks : Their Cymitars lighted with ſuch a weight oa 
our ſouldiers, and the Combat grew ſocruell, thatthere was nothing ts 
| beheardaniong(t them but cryes, and pittileſle groans , whichdid ſocn- 
coarage the Gyants , who met with little or no reſiſtance , that three of 
them adventured to ſcale the wals in {pight of all thoſe thar oppoſed,and 
began to makeaterrible maſſacreamongſt the Greeks, whoſe ſudden flight 
giving Ruſs/4x tO underſtand theextremity of the danger, heand Bandi- 
manda ran thither with all ſpeed , andencountring thete three Coloſles, 
the firſt whereot was Arzizaſſus , of the cold Deſart, heſaluted him fo 
tudely on the head with his tword, as cleft him down to the ſhoulders, 
afid gavethe otherſucha thruſt inthe _— as ran himup to the hilts, 

 Inthe mean time Braydimandaanimated with the like deſire to revenge 
had madea ſhift to makea ſeparation between her adverſaries head and his 
body;the vaſt trunks of theſe three Gyants being raken onthe inſtant,and 
thrownfrom the wals, ſtruck ſuch anamazement into thoſe that follow- 

ed, that their haſty and cager delire of entring the Citic was ſoon abated , 

In the meantune the Elephants being ranged onthe other ſide, and their 

Caſtles manned with ſtout and couragious fouldiers, there was inſtantly 

a bloody encounter, but the Chriſtians powring down boyling oyleupon 

thoſe mighty creatures, cauſeda ſuddencontution, for as foon asit began 

ro pierce their skins; they quitted their ſtations , ranne violently intothe 
body of their troops, broke their Battalions, and were rhe cauſe of the 
death of abovetwo thouland ſouldiers. 

Amongſt the reſt they overthrew Barcanaor of the Inhabitable Rock, 
who wasin no ſmall danger of being ſtifled; neverthclefle being ſpecdily 
reſcued by his brother, he recetved no other hurt, butthe aſtoniſhment he ' 
 wasinby his fall, which rendring him more furious thanever he had bin 
inhis life before, hee cauſed a Ladder to be fetched), and beingaccompa- 
nicd with the dreadiull Tiphens, Bucargant, and other Gyants, he went to 
placeit with a reſolution, either to dye or force the wall, howbeir percci- 
ving a great pecce thereof falling down, which buried above fourc hun- 
dred Knights, he quitted his Enterpriſc, and drawing out his greatcurtelas; 
he and his companions entred the Town, together wira ſix thouſand Pa- - 
gans more , which began to make ſo great a flaughter, that doubtleſsall 
| had been loſt, had not Ruſs/an, Brandimanaaand the brave Polander appor- 
runely come in with ten thouſand freſh men, who ſeeing theirfatety or 
utter ruiato be then in queſtion: 

Arthe very firſt onſer they cut off three thouſand Knights , neverthe- 
lefle Tiphens, Bucargant, Barcandor, Marmaran, Bultinder, and the other Gy- 
ants fought to turwuſly, that they bereft them almoſt of al hopes _ pre- 
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ſerving their lives, Eſquilan being woundcd in three or four places, Ruſsias 
in the arme and the thigh, and Braxdimarnada by the force of two cruell 
ſtroaks , which ſhe received onthe heacl, trom the hands of Tiphens , and 
Bultendor, lying (enflefle, if nor breathleſſe, on the ground, bur at the in- 
ſtant Prigmaleon, Fulgoran , the two Cenephalcs, Grandimore, the unknowne 
Knight, Peron, T: riſtor, Florian, F loreſtan, Abies, Luadregant, Dardanio, Flo. 
riſel, Agrian, Armexd and Melfort hearing the rumour ot ir, and wel know. 
ing the perill the Town then was 1n, rolc preſcnily,and with their Armies 
marched to the place of Combar. 

"Theſe ſeventeen brave Warriours beholding the extremity their friends 


wcrein, never feltthe incommodity of their wounds, but ſetuponthe 


Gyants with ſucha tury, that at the very firſt encounter they maſſacred 
the ercateſt part of them; and now the Chriltian troops renewing their 
courage at the preſence and valiant example of theſe renowned Princes, 
made a ſpeedy laughter of ſeven or cight thouſand men, the Gyants 
themſelves being all cutin peeccs, except Armandor , Palamedes, Tiphens, 
the two brothers of the Inhabitable Rock; and two and twenty others, 


who perſwading themſclves tharthey were yetſtrong enoughto takethe 


Town, began a treſh charge upon our Chrittian Princes, but their reſi- 
ſtance was to braveand couragious, as thegreatelt part of the Pagans ran 
upon their own deaths. ; 

 Marmaran Sophy of Bultara, Tiphens, Barcandor and his brother Bucar- 
gant, being the whole number that rcmayanedaliye, who confidering that 
policic, was no lefle requiſite ro men of Armes, than courage, madetheir 
retreat with a reſolution to bring new forces to the fight, and ſoar len oth 
ro weary the Chriſtians, which preſently cauting the breach to be re- 
paired, and Brandimanaa to be carried to the Palace, they made haſte tothe 
ayd of Cilindor , andthe faire Alteria , that were {carceable to make any 
longer defence againlt the violence of FalanFar , who yeelding a noble 
example tothe reſt of his louldiers, with Brafaldor, Araſtron, Alcens , and 
{ome tew others, had wel-nigh torced the wals, bur the comming of 
theſe Knights did muchabarethetury of the Gyants, twelve whereof ar 
their firſtarrivall tell deadrothe earth, neverchelefſe the wall being very 
low on thar fide, where Aſtron the mighty Soldan of Brutacan gaverhe 
aſſault, they could no longer have wade good the Town, it on the ſud- 


* dencertain Courricrs nad notcome to advertiſe Fa/anzar, that above four 


hundred thouſand Chriſtians were newly landed, and in array to fal upon 
their troops. 2 | ee; : i 

Wiſe men makevulſec of all advicethat is giventhem, ſo FalanZar con- 
ceivingthatthis news did much import the fatetie of his Army, cauſed 
Marmaran prelently to retyre from the Walls, and joyning his own 
rroups with him, they madea body of three hundred thouſand men, and 
wheeled:about with his forces to the Seaward ; howbeit not thinking 


rhele ſufhcient, he ſent unto Aarcelias Emperour of Media, and to Fjera- 
ſtron, to repair thiher with two hundred thouſand more, that had not yet 


tought, and ſo making inthis manner two mighty {quadrons; they cx- 
2ected to fee what reiolution their Enemies would take, who were com- 
manded by F{or:ſel ot Niquea, by Rogel, Spheramond, Alaſtraxerea, and 
other Chriſtian Princes, which were very detirous forth-with to charge 
the Pagans , bur Fioriſel who valour was well rempered with expert-

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txe, anddifcretion; would by no mcans give way that fhoukt then 
—_ them(clves, both becauſe the ni hw meg they were = 
alfowearicd with the Sea, and efpecially tor thar he knew not whar con- 
dition his friends were in, bur withall co let them fee, that whar he did; 
was morc out of experiencethen fear, he cauſed his men to advance, till 
they cameevenunderthe Walls, before which having cauſed Trenches - 
ſpecdily to be made forthe ſafegard of his ſouldiers, he pitched his Tents | 
and Pavilions, during which time ttic Pagans did not fo awch as make 
ſhew of ſtirrings =» | - | 
Inthe mean while the Sultan of Brutzcan having teceived no otder td 
make his retreat, was per{waded to foltow his good fortune, and cmring 
the breach which he had made, to pur himfclt into the middeſt of the 
Town, but finding a greater reſiſtance from the Princes and Souldiers 
within,thenthey had from the wals,there begana moſt ficrceand bloody 
combat; The Gyantsadvanced bravely,making way with their ſwords; 
and their Souldicrs taking courage from their cxample, followed as refo- 
lutely, making a vaſt and tc rrtble {laughter; whereot Brandimanda being 
adyertiſcd, and finding her felfc prettil recovered, ſhe thought iradiſho= 
nour to dycinher bed z wheretore ſhe took ſix thouſand mcn., py 
forancxtremity, and mecting with C:lindoy and 4/revia , who had retyr 
for a whilcto refreth them(clves, they tel on with ſuch a fury uponthe. 
Soldans troops , that at the very firſt encounter, above four ogtind of 
their Enemies, and fourteen Gyants were cut in peeces, which fo incenſed 
the horrible Creſamegrarr, that advancing his dreadfall Faulchion , he let 
itfall with ſuch aviolence on Friel of Arcadia, that itcleft him down td 
the ſhoulders , and layd him dead at Prigwaleons feet ; who in a great rage 
requited the Pagan with fuchanother , as curting his leg from his body, 
he tell to the ground witha noy(c like thunder, - 

' Theſe dreadfull ftroaks giving cquall couragetoboth parties, the fight 
waxcd more furious thanat any time betore , and if the enemies could at 
once haye made uſc of all their forces, without doubt they had carricd 
the Town, but the breach being butcquall, the Chriſtians though but few 
in number were able ro withitanid thoſe that would enter ; ſo that they 
held them play untill nighr,which drawing on tothe great gricte of Aftru- 
ri0n, it Ms him bcftow his blows with the more violence, amongſt the 
which one lightcd fo boiſteroufly upon gentle Abies of Ireland, rhat ic 
cleft him almoſt ro the girdle, whereat Fulgoren was ſoenraged , that ta- 
king his fword in both his hands, he —_ ſuchablow uponrthe head 
of the great Selday, as turned him overand over , and doubtlefſe hee had 
quite made an end of him , had nor fourteen Gyants , that were retyring 
' carried him off, 

The Citic being thus delivered from fo tedious and cruel}an affault, 
they employed a multitude of Labourers to repaire the breaches, and cau- 
ſed rhe bodies of Fr:Fel of Arcadia, and Abies of Treland to be carried to 
the Palace , the loſs of whom had been much more grievous uno them, 
but thatthey werecomforted with the affurance of thisnew ſuccour, which 
they maar, (65pm from the — Florifel of Niquea, that 
was accompanied with many other Chultian Princes their friends, yhom 
rhey went ro viltt in their trenches, betore they could ſo much as lay aſide 
tacir Armes, where many kind fahutations pally between them, the y _ 
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lated the danger the Townhad been inall that day , the loſſe of Friee 
FloriQertws, Abies, and Leonidas, and the whole ſtory of all that had hap. 


ned fincethey departed from Conſtantinople, and ſo for that prelentthey 
departed with a reſolution, totake a tull revenge of their enemies, 
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The furious Battell between the Pagau and Chriſtian Princes , the COR 
cluſion thereof, with the number of the dead. on 


H E ragcof the Pagan Princes, who had loſt 
in this aſſault threeſcore and ſeyen thon- 
ſand men, three and fifty Gyants, with F:- 
ortan, Brontaiar, Argantor, and Lifartys , all 
worthy Knights, not ſuffering them to.rake 
any reſt, : FalaxFar gave order for the in- 
tcrring their dead, and afſembled his Cap- 
taines together , to whom he ſpake in this 
manner. Mighty Princes, I ſee no reaſon 
why wee ſhould be diſcouraged, though 

fortune hath not favoured our defignes, we 

= have loſt Souldiers, Gyants, and many per- 
ſons of quality, rather by the difficulty of ſcaling the wals, thanby the 
valour of ourenemies , but now we havea faire occaſion to revenge our 
{clves, and to repay with intereſt the diſplcaſarc they have done us s WCC 
may now givethemaday forall, and this Grecian Army newly arrived, 
will rather further, than any way hinder our defignes , let us offerthem 
battcll, they are hardy cnough to cntertain it, and we powerful enough 
ro obtaine the victory , the advantage is ours on every fide, wee hayea 
multitude of brave Knights, the meancſt whereof will make the ſtrongeſt 
of ourcnemics ſwear forir, our Souldiers are more in number, and no 
whit inferiour incourage , they thall beaffilted by a multirude of valiant 
Knights, whoare able to aſtoniſh cven the whole world , ſothat we ſhall 

undoubtedly revenge our former loſſes ; Iris true, that forthe preſent the 
one halfe of our braveſt Knightsare contined to their beds, by reaſonot - 
their wounds; I hold it therefore convenient to give them ſome reſpite

"Great Monarch, replycd Marmaeran, Sophy of Bultara, the propoſition 
you make , is ſo good , that there need no reaſons be urged forthe autho- 
riſing your opinion, and Idareaſſure you, that ir agrees with thedelire 
of the whole Army, letus thenif you pleaſe ſendto our enemies, and de- 
mand a truce for eighr dayes,rhat in the mean time time we may put every 

- thing in goodorder, and to give the King of Gritala, and the reſtof our 

friends leiſure ro recovertheir ſtxengrh, that they may be the better ablic 

- rodoc youlcrvice: Hcreupon Polidarchus King of Amazia, was intreated

We know not how todeny our Enemies, anſwered Floriſel, when they 
invite us to fight, I accept of the bartell on the ſame day that you demand 
it, anddcliring ro be more courteous, then you have been violent, com- 
ming hitherto ſeck the ruineot our Empires, withour any: provocationwat 

 allonourparr, arecontent to ratifie the Truce for the terme required by 

ou. Pilidarchwus being thus returned back, every man prepared for the 

| bartell; they uſedall the skill that could be; for the recovering of thoſe 

that werewounded, and the Captaines Gy cmployed themſelves 

inadvancing the courage of. the ouldiers, or on the vidorie of this fy-

| Inthe mcan while the Pagans fleptnor, for knowing of what impor- 
tance the iſſue of' this battell would be, they armed: themſelves with a 
reſolution ro redeem their honour; though they paid their bloud tor it : 
being adyertiſcd of the courſe theChriftians had raken in ranging of their 

| Froups, they held « beſt ro obſerve the {ame order, and not ro think of 
reſerving any part, perſwading themſelves that it would be more difi- 
_- cult torour rheirtroups, being united than ſeparated; and ſothey divided 
their whole Forces, conſiſting 'of cight. hundred thouſand into foure 
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The firſt wherof was commanded by Roxſardan the furious King of

ſo valiant, that next ro Gorgophen, and Bravorant,King of Morimont, there 
lived nota braver Paganupon the whole carth; his Afociats were Mo- 
ranteon, Souldan of Circafha ; the grand Salvage, Far:ander his ſon, Arto- 
zaxt, Souldanof Francapia; the proud Araftron , Gederion, King of Argi- 
naria; Furcamond, King of Martan ; Altedorws, Toriſmona, Arcites, and Teli- 
ander , all brave Knights, with threeſcore Giants, | 

- The ſecond by the valiant Marmoran, Sophy of Bultara; Bravorenr, 
Gorgophon, Mariſzolfus, Salander, King of Balſandria, Polidarchws, King of 
Amazia; Giracond, King of Toriana, Don Margenis, Rindar, Brandimart, 
threeſcore Gyants, and Broxcaldion King of the Arcofibrats, who would 


no moremake uſe of his Elephants, becaulc inthe preceding aſſault, they 
had occaſioned {o great a diſorder. 


The third by ſtout 4ſtrarien, Soldan of Brutacazy with rhe haughty 
_ » Antomeaon, Caliph of Francapa; Briardan, Soldan of Aralahia z Marceli- 
«3, Empcrour of Media, Rodomart, King of Fortan; Aſmorien, King of 
the upper Indies, Bemona, King of Java mzwor,divers other Knights of qua- 


*  lirie, andthrecicorc Gyants. 


The fourth was reſerved for FalaxFar, great Emperour, and Caliph of 
Siconia, withthe King of Ruffia, Ax«xamers, the valirnt Amazon his 
Wie, Pal/amedes, King of Caſlandria; Freraſtron, the redoubted Gyant of 
Balivan , Polecaſtaleon, King of Zeilan, Brefaldor, King of Gedrozia; the 
dreadfull Tipheus, Barcandor, Bucargant, and threeicore Gyants, In the 
mean time Mambrinian King of Fornafcia, withthe Kings of Zambar, of 
| Saphotir, of Siziphalt, and fourſcore thoufand menguarded the Camp. 

 Allchings being thus reſolved upon on both parties, the day of Bat- 
tell wasexpected, which being come ta the great content of both the 
Armuics, to whom all delay was inſupportable ; the Pagans beganto draw 
their men out of their Trenches, muca aſtoniſhed to ice themfelves prc- 
vented of their Enemies, who already had poficficd themſelves of the 
field, and there ſtood in bartell array. 

The firſt that appeared onthe Pagans fade, was the furious King of Gri- 
falara, who marchingina glonous,and moſt magnificent manner,undcr a 
multitude of Standards, whereon were repreſented two Lyons chained 
together oncly by the force of one hand, cauſed the charge to be 
{ounded.. hs 

Atrthe fame inſtant Prigwalcon, ( who thought no Qration could fo ati- 
mate his Souldiers to behave themſelves bravely, as to give a ſudden te- 
{timonie of an undaunted courage ) gave the Signall to his troups imme- | 
diatly to joyn : moſt violent was the encounter of thefe two brave 
— Warnours, who faluted cach other ſo boiſtrouſly; that their Launccs 
bounded into the ayre inathouſand flivers, Fw/gorax and the Grand Sal- 
vagefell tothe ground, the one hum on the leftarm,the other on the breſt; 
R«y{ciamot Medi, and the | win 1 Knight Araftron, broke their Launces ve- | 
ry —_— _m_ each orher, and yet paſt onunmoyedd, like two rocks in 
the middeſt of the Sea. The two Cenophales, and Grandimor , running 
againſt Furiander, Artagars, Soldan of Francapia, andk Morantcon, Soldan 
of Cucaſſa, reccived tuch an aſtoniſhment from cach ethers —_

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that all ſix remained for a long time ſenſllefſe; Gedereon, King of Arginaz 
rea, was overthrown by Eſquilan, Brandimaenda paſſed her Launce thorow 
the body of a Gyant, three other Pagan Knights fell down dead ar the 
feet of Perion, Cilinder, and the unknown Knight, and iv many Cavaliers 
fell to the ground on both ſides, that the field was tull ot horſes_that ran 


upand downmaſterleſſe, Launces were broken in pieces, ſword blades 
flew into the ayre, and the Bartell waxed (o hot, thatthe duſt was all tem- 


pered with bloud ; Rouſſardan, the Grand Salvage, and the proud knight 


Araſtren, cut down all they met withall, making head andarms fly abour, 
which bred ſuch fear in the Enemies,as they wete no lefle terrible tothe 


than thunderbolts. 


On the other {1de, Priamuleon, Fulgoran, Ruſ6ian Brandimanda, Eſquilan; 


and rhe rwo Cexophales, who diſdaining to employ their Swords upon 
common perf{ons, charged the yaſteſt Gyants with fo great a furie, that 
inaninſtanr, threeand twenty of them lay breathleſſe on theearth , when 
as Araſtron, Rouſſardan, and the Grand Salvage, marching in ihe Front like 
ſo many torrents ſweeping all before them, ler fly with ſuch a violence 

upon Luddragant, Agrion of Scotland, and Dardanio, that they clett them 
all three down tothe teeth and ſecing that Prizmaleon, Ruſijan, and Fal- 


goran, ( having diſpatched the mighty Brucalan, with Arbadan and Pandarus 


his Brothers, by the force of three terrible ſtroaks which ſent them dead 
t0 the ground ) had made way into their Troups maſſacring all withour 
mercy, that gave them any oppolitton, ina great rage they clapped ſpurs 
co their horſes, and making towards theſe three Knights, they diſcharged 
three ſuch dangerous blows upoa them, that had not their Arms been of 
the beſt in the world, they had withour doubtadded them ro the number 
of the dead , nevertheleſſe; theſe rough ſalutations that humbled their 
chins to their ſaddle bowes, did nothing els bur incite them to a ſudden re- 
quital], which they returned ſo bravely, as there was little caule lett them 
ot boaſting, and fo there began the moſt dangerous Combat that ever 
man beheld vetween thefe (1x Knights. : 

On the one fide the Gyants niade huge maſſacres , Eſquilan, Brandiman- 
da, Grardimore, and the Chriſtian Princes, beſtird themſclves luſtily on 
the other, and their brave example made the courage of their men, ſupply 
whatthey wantcdin number, fo that above threeſcore thouſand Knights 
being {lainon both parts, the victory remataedas yet doubttull., | 

W heruponthe Pagans impatient of delay, cauſed their ſecond Battali- 
on toadvance, which being led by Marmaran, Sophy of Bultara, accom- 
panicd with thoſe incomparable Warriours, Bravorart, king of Mori- 
mont, Aariſgolfus and Gorgophon, Collonels of the Gyants, gave ſo ficrce 
an aſſault upon the Chriſtians firit Squadron, thatthey bad cut them all 
n pieces, it the Emperour Spheramond had not opportunly oppolcd thcir 

UTE. 
\ By this timethe ground was all covered with dead men, and the confu- 
fion {o great, and crpes fo loude, thara thouſand claps of thunder would 
 nothave been heard amongſt them : Bravorant, Gorgophop, and Mariſgolfus , 
having addreſſed their Launces againſt Galard King of the Barren Ilands, 
Alviaa his Wite, and the Duke of Laiarer, they ran them quite thorow 
the body; and fo did in like mannerto five or ſix more, before they brake; 
but great was the flaughter they made, whenasthey hod drawn our theit 
Aa z GR - great 
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great and heavy Fauchions, for the Lightning falls not with more vio- 
lence, thandid their blows, which mecting with no refiſtance ſufficient 
_ tooppoſe them, they ſtrewed allthe ground with dead bodyes. 
\ Spheramond having encountred Marmoran, Sophy of Bultaca, they both 
brake their ſtayes uponcach other, and ſo prefſing in amongſt the multi- 
rude, they ſlew as many as had the 111 hap to come within their reache 
Alaſtraxerea made ſuch havockamongtt her cnemies, that every one fled 
from her, as from {ome deadly contagion; Melina, Clidor,, and Amians 
of Aſtrea, did no lefſe wonders; But the Enemies were fo mighty, and 
Bravorant joyning with Gorgophon, made fo bloudy a maſlacre, that this 
ſecond Squadron in ſpight of the beſt reſiſtance, Spheramond, Alaſtraxere 
and the Grecian Princes could make, had been urrerly routed, if Floriſel 
wiſcly torc-ſ{ccing that the flight of thoſe forces might cauſe a generall 
- Tuine of the whole Army, had not opportunly givenorder to the young 
Cavaliers that hc had armed the day betore toadvance: who deſirous to 
ſeaſon their firſt undertakings by ſome memorableteſtimonie of their ya- 
Jour, made fo ficrcea Sally uponthe Gyants,that with their Launces the 
overthrew twelve of them to the ground, then laying their hands on their 
ſwords, they began ro do ſuch ſtrange things, that the Greckes recoye- 
ring, as it were, a new courage, gavetheir enemies ſo turious a charge, as 
_ they made them begin ro ſtartle; nay, almoſt ro betake themſelves to 
plain flight. 2 | 
Neverthcleſſe being deriyned by the only valour of Braverant, Goreo« 
phon, and Mariſcolfus, and the brave Sophy of Bultara , who reiembledſo 
many furics , they continued the fight ſo ſtoutly, that the blood made 
large Rivers through the midlt of the fields ; the earth was covered with 
the bodies ot thole that were already lain, and the ayr filled with the 
- groans of thoſe that were then dying : Spheramond whereſoever he paſſed 
carried dearh on his ſword; Bravorant and Gorgophop ran up and down 
ray{ing mountaines of dead bodics, Marmoran and Marifeolfus appeared 
like lightning : Alaſtraxerea, Melindus, Clidor, Caſsiants met with no reſt- 
ſtance , unlcile it were from the Gyants, who did often times as well as 
their fellows taſte the keenefle of the Chriſtian blades; In briete it was a 
ſpecacle tull of ſuch horrour, as thelike hath feldome been beheld by 
theeyc of man, and the flaughter fo indifferent, that it was heard to ſay to 
which fide the victory did molt incline. |

The Pagans who couldnot endureto beidle, whilſt their Com panzons 
were butie in the purſuit of glory , marched up with their third ſqadron, 
conducted by the valiant Aftrurion , Soldan of Brutacan, Amtomedon the 
proud Caliphot Francapia, BriZardan, Soldan off Aralafia , and Mercelian, 

_ Emperour of Media : Thele vaſt troops led by ſuch proud and mighty 
. Commanders, tell on the Chriſtians with ſuch fury , as promiſed noleſſe 
then utter ruinatthe very firſt onſet : But the Emperour of Perſia ſecon- 
ded by Lucendus, Dorogel , Silvianthe faire Salvage, the noble Silverin of 
the Defart, Gadwrd, King of Hungaria, Filadert of Polonia , 0rianderand 
Oroncas charged them fo fiercely, that made them quickly turn their faces 
ro defend themſelves from the cruelty of their weapons. 

This brave Prince encountring A»tomeden with his Launce, ran him 
throughthefthield and arme; yernot without great danger ro himſclte, 
for from the Gyants Launce he received ſach an encounter , as _—

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him _ the crupper of his horſe, ready to have fallen totheground, if 
he had not beenupheld by ſome of his followers, . 
Thus the third Squadrons falling to it pell mel}, there continued a moſt 
crucll battell ; the valiant Doriget did deeds worthy of himſelfe, follow- 
ing the bravecxample of his father, who heldall the enemies in admira- 
tion to {ce him alone a ſuch wonders , the noble S:tverin of the Deſare 
ſtopped the tury of Bricardan , and behaved himſelfe ſo bravely againſt 
him, thatby thoſcthat iaw him, he was judged no whit inferiour to the 
beft Warriours of the world , Lucendus ſent Marcelian Emperour of Me- 
dia, to keep company with thedead ; F:ladart, Gadart,and the Princes thar 
followed them fought with ſo muchcourageand vigour,that inamoment 
they covered the fields with the (laughtered carkafles of their enemics. 
Inthe mcane time Don Roget and Zucendns ſeeing the great maſſacre 
madeby Antomeden, & the mcricileſle Sultan of Brutacan,i mmediarely af- 
faulted theſe rwoproud pagans, who were almoſt ready to ſwim in chriſti- 
an blood, ſhed by their own ſwords, upon whom they beſtowed a couple 
of ſuch violent blows,as Antomedon was layd flat uponthe crupper of his 
horſc, the blood guſhing outathis mouth and cares, and the great Soldar 
received {ſuch a ſtroak from Lucendas , as rendred him in little bertercaſe 
then his tellow 5 Theſe terrible blows, which probably ſhould have been 
the caule of the Chriſtians victory,contrariwi e<xpoled them toextream 
danger, fortheſe two great Warriours recovet1ing themſclves again, and 
taking their {words in both hands, advanced with fo i a delire of re= 
venge, that meeting with F:ladart of Polonia, and Gaaart King of Hun- 
garia, they tell upon them with ſucha tempeſt, as the one was clettdowne 
ro the ſhoulders, the other to the girdle, which being ſoon perceived by 
Don Rogel, he made wirh his beſt (peed towards Antomedon,upon whom he 
diicharged fo furiouſly, as he quie diſmounted him, and pur him in great 
danger of being trampled underthe horſes fcer, but being fuddenly re- 
lceved by his triends, he was by them immediately carried to his tent. 
The retreat being known of theſe two mighty men, it gavea treſh ſup- 
ply of courage tothe Greeks, Roaomart King of Fortan, Armoſitan Kin 
of the upper Inaies,and Tarſides King of Pergazus, periſhed by the ſwords 
' of Sitvanthe fair Salvage his wite,and Dorigel;and fifteen Giants being in- 
ſtacly flainby the other chriſtian princes, the pagars began to giveground,; 
when inthe nick airived Falar4r , with the redoubred King of Balivan, 
the dreadfull Tiphens, Bucargant, Burcandor King of Rutlia, Palamedes King 
of Caſlandria, the excellent Knight Arrogant , andthe incomparable Al- 
ceus;, and on the other party Don Floriſel of Niquea,with his troops, who 
mingling themſelves in a furious fight with thote Pagans , cauſed on the 
ſudden {ucha generall confuſion, that the earth, the ayr,and the Heavens 
ſcemed to be bur one, and the ſame thing ; forthe Leaders ſome of them 
were no leſſe terrible thanſo many furies, others begat an toniſhmene in 
thoſe that had the ull hap to encounterthem , equall to that of thunder 
and lightning, and the Souldiers animatcd by the example of their Cap- 
taines tought with ſo muchcourage and cruelty , that norhing was to be 
feene but blood and ſlaughter; - 
 Falan;ar charged Floriſelwithan incredible fiercenefſe, who was no whit 
behind hand with him iache requitall z Rowſardan, Gorgophon, and Brave- 
ra; tarcamned ſuch a ruin where they went, that the very glittcri ng of 
,. | enc1r 
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their ſwords frighted the faint-hearted to death, neither were Sphera- 
mond , Prigmaleon, and Fulzoran lefle terrible to their enemies than they ; 
the Grind Salva ge, Furiander his ton, Marmoran, Brufaldor, and Policaſtc- 
loncharged the Chriſtians through and through , till they ſcarce letr a 
ranke unranked : Si/verin of the Delart, Ruſs:an, Brandimanda , the Cene- 

hales, and Brandimore did as much to the Pagan troops. 

 Inbrictethele mighty Armics ſuſtained by the yalour of the Princes 
that commanded them , had as yet gayned little advantage of oneano- 
ther, which rayſing Bravorart, Gorgophoen, and the proud Knight Araſtron, 
to the urmoſt extremity of rage, they tcll all three with ſuch a violence 
upon Dow Rogel, Floriſel and Spheramond, that they beat themall downto 
the ground , where they made no long aboad, though they were much 
aſtoniſhed, but betook themſelves to their teet again, and on theinſtant 
made themſclves ſuch c]bow room , that except thele three mighty enc- 
mies, who prelied upon them with a mad kind of fury, nonedurſt come 
necrthem ; neverthelefſe divers ot hers of the Pagan Champions com- 
mingalſo to afſaile them, rhe rhree Princes were in danger to have made a 
glorious end of theirdays, had not Prigmalcon, Fulgoran, Ruſsian, and Sil- 
verin, (ccing them in this neceſſity , come 1n to theirayd, and let fly at 
theſe three mighty Pagans with ſuch a force, that they had almoſt loſt 
their ſaddles, and ſo aftording leiſure to the Chriſtian Knights to ſupply 


| themſelves with the next freſh horſes they met, they began to cover the 
Earth anew with dead bodics. | 


Theſe fearetull blows adding rather anger than feare to the bold Pa- 
gans, they role up more furious thaneverthey had been before, and not 
Ending thoſe that had put them into this diſperate plight, they tellupon 
Oriander, Ailctta his wite, and Parmenias of Cyprus, dealing ſuchmarvel- 
Jous ſtroaks, that two of them were cut1intwo pecces, and the third clcft 


downe to thetceth, fo the battell waxing more bloody on every ſide, 


every thing appeared fo full of horrour, that the Sun appeared as it were 


mourning, forthe expencc of ſo much noble blood , obſcuring his face 
behind acloud. | 


The Pagans {founded a retreat, and the Chriſtians rallied their diſorde- 


' redtroups, to the great grief of Gorgophon, Bravorant, the Grand Salvage, 


Araſtron and Rowſſardan, who iceing their own wounds, and diſpairing ofa 
preſent victorie, retired to their Tents, and the Chrittians part into the 
Town, and partinto their Trenches, where being ar leiſure to number uv 
their loſles, whichamounted unto two hundred and threeſcore. thoutand 
men, beſidesthe King of the barren Iſland, and his Wife, the Kings of 
Hungaria, of Polonia, of Licaonia, of Moldavia, of Sardimira, of Ca- 
raya, the valiant Lady Arletta, Parmenian of Cyprus, ReJafar, Cuadragant, 
Agrianof Scotland, Dardano, of Rhodes, and the gentle Armond of Bo- 
hemia, they hada juſt cauſe of lamentation, but iccing that their chicf 
Leaders were preſeryed, and thatit was in vain to murmure ar the cha- 
ſtiſements of a mighty God, they comforted themſelves, and cauſing 
their wounds to be ſearched, which they found to be dangerous enough, 
they all betook themlelves to their beds: Except the valiant Eſquelan ot 
Polonaa, that was much attlicted with the death of the King his Father; 
C:linaor and the twelve new Knights, whoſe brave feats of Arms pertor- 
med that day, had acquucd them an immorrall fame; 


On 
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repinear their {ad fate, having loſtan hundred and fixteen Gyants, Twrif- 
mend, Arcilles, Celiander ,Gloridzan, Celianis, PaniJell, Armelion, three hun- 
dredand forty thouſand men, the Kings of Forran, of Gianazana, of Sal- 
berna,of Pergarus; the Emperour of Media, Polderchn,king of Aniazia, 
Bemond, king ofthe lefler Iava, the king of Siltphalra, of Zambar, of Car- 
ragena, of Maramor, of Argocana, of Zaphortir, and almoſt all the reſt 
were confined totheir beds, except Falan;ar, ( who had received onel y 
one {light hurtin thearm by the ſword of Floriſel,) "Mr 4 Fieras 
ſtrow, and Brufaldor ; but notwithſtanding theſc lofles, they ef ring to ap-< 


pare invincibles they made no ſhew ot diſcontent 1atheir countenances, 


eſt thereby the courage of the Souldiers might be;abated, and to givea 
teſtimony of thecare they took tortheir dead ; tliey ſent immediately to 
demand a truce for rwelve days, whichbeing granted, and agreed on borh 
partics , every man fought out his acquaintance to performe unto them 
the laſt office of a friend; 

The Chriſtian Princes were ſolemnly interred ; and the bodies of the 
Pagans burned, as theircuſtome was; which being done, Falanzar gave 
Broncaldion, King of the Arcohibrats a party of fourſcore thouſand men, 
with order to ſurpriſe Goraxa, and Zeiden, two of the ſtrongeſt Cities of 
Ethiopin, ſuppoltag that the remainder of his horſes, whichamounted ro 
the number of three hundred, and threeſcore thouſand was pawertull 
cnough to give anabſolute defeat to their enemies : And now letus leave 
them bewayling their loſſes, anddevifing new (tratagems for the ruming 
of the Chriſtians, and let our diſcourſe returntothoſe Knights , which 
arc departed from Corolandaya, to goe tothe furprifall of the Caſtke of 
Trealurc. pO 
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Rozalmond, Alcidamani, aud their company arrive at the dangerous 
Forreſts of the great Kingdomeof Martian, the carrying

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Oathe otherfide, the Pagan Princes had no lefle cauic to mourn, and 
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cauſing ſuch meat to be ſer before them, as their Squares had provided, 
they beganto feed as heartily , as1f they had been feaſted atthe tables of 
the Emperours of Gardacia, or Martaria, the Knighrs needed no lights, 
the place being illuminated by the taire eyes of their Miſtreſſes, and thoſe 
excellent Ladies did not a little comfort themſelves with the proteRion 
which their company gavethemaſſurance of fromall diſaſters that mighr 
OCCUTr. ” 
The ſhort collation being ended, the Squires retyred to their horſes, - 
which were feeding not far off, and the Ladies overcome with the hea- 
vincſle of ſleep, layd themſelves gown underthe nextadjoyning trees, 
environed with the Princes, who itcd at their tcet , to ſecure them from 
any danger, that uncouth place might produce.

1s it poſſible that I ſhould behold her moſt inhumanely bound with cords, 
which might captivateall the world £ Ah Madam, thele villaines , ſhall 


_ not long continue the vrong they doe you, for I will puniſh them ſo 


cruclly, that if all the Gyants on the earth wereafſembled together, they 
ſhould learn what it were to lay hands on acreatureof your merit; ſtay 
wicked wretches, and doe not thus tire ſo incſtimablean excellence, ſtay 
Iſay, orclſc be ſure that I will cut you into a thouſand peeces , whilſt hee 
uttered theſe words, love and fury lending him wings, he ran with all his 
might, and made ſuch ſpeed , that within leffe then halfe an hourc he ſaw 
himſclfe uponthe bank of a great pool, and ſo necr thoſe three Coloſſus, 
as he had the mcans to diſcharge a blow on the Helmet of him, that 
went hindmoſt, with ſuch fury that he cleft him down to the tecth.

Whilit our Warriour with tears and fighes intreated thus in vain, he 
ſtill mended his pace, and running with all his might, was cven ready to 
catch Palmirenna, whenas he perceived foure Beares come out of a thic= 
ket, whereof one ſcizing her, made away with her into the Wood, which 
pur hun into ſuch a rage, that he diſcharged his {word with that force on 
the formoſtof them, as having cut oft both his pawes, the point of it fell 
ſofurioufly on his ſhoulder, thatitſent him dead to the earth.

of ficſh, nevertheleſle inſen{ible of feare, he gave him withall his force 
moſt terrible blow, thatcutring his ſhield intwo, conſtrained him to re- 
coile fiveor ſix paces backward, howbeir this Collofſus quickly recol- 
Iced himſelte, and witha mighty Fauchion began ro deale ſuch horrible

Hereupon theſc two valiant Champions advancing forward, metwich 
the Gate the Damolcl ſpoke of, and couragiouſly cntring intoitthey diſ- 
crycdtwo little pathes, the right Grio/apis took, and Griax the Salvage the 
Ictr, which lead him toacave, where a number of lighted torches hang- 
ing on the top of the roote, + rr diſcovered the ground unto him , f 
covercd with the poyats of ſwords, pikes, halbards, and partizans ſtand- 
ing upright , that was impoſhble to make a ſtep without treading on the

- Riding onthen, after an hours travelling they preſented themſelves 
before the Garcs , which were preſently opened unto them, the Pagans 
never imagining that {1x Knights being enemies durſt hazard them(elves 
amongſt cight thouſand men, that kept the place; Neverthelefſe RoFat- 
mond which marched formoſt, ſecing himſelfe within, drew out his ſword, 
cleft the firſt to the teeth, and lyingamong the reſt , left his companions 
to follow his example, who deſiring ro ſheiy as much force and courage, 
began to make ſucha ſlaughter, char rhreeſcore lay dead attheir feet , be- 
fore the Town took thealarum, butthe hurt men running up and down

Whilſt cheſel1x Princes werecrycd up to heaven inthe Town by the 
le; who promiſed to maintain themſelves for the time to come, by 
the favour of their Walls and Fortifications 5 Amadis of Gaule, and his 
Companions having marched twodayes together, and one evening dif- 
covered the enemies Camp, were marycllouſly aſtoniſhed to behold {o

The King of Arginaria returning with this an{wer,all the Pagans were 
marvellouſſ! y aſtoniſhed ar the name of Amaais of Gaule, whom they 
thought had been dead long before, and underſtanding that he was the 
chict of them that had made way thorow their Camp with fo great a 
ſlaughter, they beleeved that ſo many Princes were reſuffirated to tor- 
ment them eternally ; neverthelefle; their own pride per{wading them 
that the carth could notcontain men thar could refiſt them ; FalanFar cau- 
ſcda Liftto be drawnup of thoſe that were co Combar, and never going 
about to give them reaſons, for to render them the more courageous, he 
ſent themgway to their Tents, there to take order that their Horſes, and 
Armes, might be well fitted forthis furious fight. Let us give them time 
to make their preparations, and recount the brave a&tions performed by 
the Martarians: You may remember that the Emperour of Martaria be- 
ing made a Chriſtian, departed trom Corolandaya, with Perſides of 
Greece; Floridan of Perfia, Lutibel of France ; his Sons-in-law,and gen- 
tle Seſtilian of Spain, ſcrvantto the faireſt Agiliaxs, Princefle of Arbales, 
tocarry ſuccours to the Princes of Greece.

gans, andoverturniag all rhatcame intheir way, they filled every part 
with tuch fear, as the {ouldiers flying fromthe rempelſts of their ſwords. 
declined them more than they would have done the peſtilence; On the 
other ſide the tour Gyants enraged at the death of their companions, 
made ſo greata ilaughter, as was moſt lamentable to behold: In this fort 
the fiehtbecame moſt cruell and bloody; andevery minute ſo many men 
fell, that in the field was nothing bur heaps of dead bodyes. Two hours 
being ſpent in the hear of this firſt conflict, and the vicorie as it were 
hanging in <quall ballance, there arrived {ix Warriours from Zeidens 

| fide, who underſtanding by anhurt ſouldicr ofallthar had paſt, they fell 
inamong{t the Pagan troups, and began to makeſuch a maſlacreof them, 
asthey were no lcfle dreaded, than all the Army beſides; they cut off 
 armsand heads, cleft men down to the waſte, divided Knights in two,and 
_ thefury wherwithall they fought was ſo great, that they alone ſeemed 


& 


able to deſtroy all the Pagan hoſt.

The Gyants perceiving this diforder, went and ran all foure together, 
with ſuch contidence againſt thoſe ſix incomparable Warriours, as if 
they would cafily have layd them inthe duſt, bur they were ſo rudely in- 
countred, that two of them had 'their arms, {words and all, ſent to the 
ground, and the other tivo were cleft down to theteeth.. Then it was that 
the Pagans, beholding ſo ſudden a defeat of thoſe foure Colofles, in 
whom they had placedalltheir hope, betook tkem to flight, ready to bc 
cur all in peeccs, had not the Soldan of Francapa come in to their ſuc- 
- cour with ten Gyants, and threeſcore thouſand Horſe ; The arrivall of 
thele new forces having reſtored their courages, they turned head againſt 
the Chriſtians, and beganto lay about them with incredible valour, but 
the Emperour of Martaria approching with Perſides,and Floridan;the fight 
begaa to be fo hot and violent, that the face of the whole field was cove- 
redover with ſlaughtered carkaſles, and the ayr ſounded nothing but 
cryes and lamentations of dying men; The Gyants did wonders, they 
cur and hewed down all before them, and keeping themſclves {till cloſe 
rogcther, they made fucha miſerable havock wherſoever they wept, as1t 

wasa fpeRacle of incredible horrour. 
. The Martatian Emperour defiring to ſhew that he wasa Chriſtian, rat 
without tear into danger , being guarded by the thundring ſwords of yo 
; 7 46s 
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ſides, Floridan, Lucibel, and Seftiliav, who alwayes accompanied him, and 
the 0aughter was ſo great whereſoever they paſt, that the Gyants bein 
unable to arreſt their lying people, advanced ta incounter hem, _y 
charged the" with ſuch fury, as Seftiliaw and the Emperour were over- 
thrown under thc 110rtes feet, where doubrlefle they had been ſtifled, had 
not Perſidcs, Lucibel, and Floridan kept off rhecnemy.till ſuch time as their 
followers had takenthem up; and carried them our of the prefſe: This 
- whilethe three Princes were in muchdanger amidſt ſo many G yants,and 

being opprefiea on ſo many lides, they had little hope of cſcaping with 

life, whenastaole {ix Champions that came from Zeiden incountri 
upori that place, tellin withthe Gyants, and diſcharged their fwords all 
at one inſtant with ſuch a temipeſt, that fix of them ſunk down dead at the 
feet of thie three belieged Princes, who knowing thoſe fix incomparable 
Warriours to be RoJa/mond, Alcidemant , and theit companions, were {o fat 
incouraged, thatclaiping their {words faſt in their hands; they delivered 
. three ſuch hortible blows , asthree of thoſe Coloſles fell downdead on 
their fellows. | Os = 

The Pagans nevertheleſſe being nothing diſmayed, ſtood very ſtoutly 
it, afterthe cxamplc of the Soldax of Francapa,” who that day rendred 
marycllous proof of his force and courage, in fo much that the Pagan 
Army being reſolutely bent to fight it out; were within three hours cur 
al in pecces,{1x thouſand only excepted, which with Arrogant ſaved them- 
ſelves in a wood, leaving the Chriſtian Princes with the loffe of thirty 
thouſand men, whereof they were not much ſenſible, the rather for thar 
the Emperour and Seſtilias were well recovered of their hurts. Having. 
cantinuedthen ſome timeto bury their dead, during the which RoJalmo 
and his friends had recounted thedeliverance of 4madis of Gaule, and of 
 ſomany inchanted Princes, withall that had paſt in that ad venture, The 
Emperoar ray{ed his Camp, and marched on towards Saba, being ſome- 
whar perplexed with thinking how hc ſhould get rotheCitic,by reaſon of 
the enemtes lying round about it, but having learned of certain Courri- 
ers, who had been ſent to ſeek Alcidamant, and his fellows,tor to be of the 
number of the Combartams, that there was a truce between the Pagans 
and them, he quietly advanced without any impeachment to the gates of - 
the Citic, whereall thoſe great Princes did the Emperour of Martaria ſo 
much honour, and ſo carecficd thoſe excellent Knights , thatcamealon 
with him, as cannot well be expreffedin words, wherefore I will paſle 
it over, and relate the combat betwixt the Chriſtian Princes, and the Pa- 
gan Kings; for the determination of their wars,

Pagan Princes, the ead thereof, with the bloody 
— ſlavghterof all the enemies troops. 
= Adnot the hope of anhortible revenge in ſome 
ſort __ the diſpleaſure, whichthe pagans 
concetved upon the advertiſement of the detear 
of Artogents Army, by the Martarian forces, 
KS they would have beeneven mad with rage, buc 
i114 attending the day appoynted tor the combar, 
with much impaticnce, they comtorted them= 
ſelves in the confidence they had to putallthe 
— Chitin to hc word; whe as they ſhould 
be disfurniſhed of their Commanders, whereunto rhey were the more 
afſuredly perſwaded by the arrivall of the faireſt AFamandra ; who came 
unto the Pagans Camp, with a very ſtately equipage.  ' 
Eirſt of all there marched in excellent order fifteen thouſand Ama- 
' 20ns richly armed, and mounted on Ynicorns , whoſe furniture was all 
guilt over; a litrle after; butarſomediſtance, rode nineother Amazons 
* with golden Crowns onthe top of their helmets, then followedatry- 
' umphant Charor,carried upon twelye great wheels of Iyorie,and drawn 
| by twelve Ynicorns, as white as ſnow, which being taſtned together with 
golden chayns,wete guided by twelvelittle Dwarts , apparetled incloth 
of gold; the Chariot was of a marvellous faſhion, the length of it was 
fifty toot , the bredth fifteen; a ſumptuous Pavilionenameled with red 
; nd grecne , covered the top of it; the two fides were two Arches; 
' whoſe roots were inriched with a world of precious ſtones; againſt the 
| hack of it wasathroneall ſer withdiamonds, which ſparkled round about 
ina wonderfull manner: Therein {ate Azamwandrae , armed all over ſave 
' herhead and hands, with ſucha majeſticall beautic,as amazed all that be- 
held her, thirty Trumpets invironedthis Chariot; continually ſounding 
_ withan admitableconſort, nine Amazon Qucens followed cloſe after; 
' anda good way off marched fifteen rhouſand Ama zons in the ſame or- 
deras the firſt. CE, 
This excellent Princeſſe was received with all the honour that poſſibly 
could bedone her, eſpecially by FalazZar , who being ſtrucken in loveat 
*. the fight of ſo rarcacreature; kiſſed herhands,and ſaid unto her, Madam, 
Imuft belecve that the gods: have inſpired you to come hither, forto 
tomfort us with your preſence; after ſo many lofſes as we have received: 
Great Prince, anſwered ſhe, it very much gricves me, thatI havebecnſo _ 
flack inbringing you this ſuccour, which now proves altogether unpro- / 
firable , inrcgard of the accord that you have made with your cnemicsz 
but if there remains a reom yer inthe number of the hundred, which you 
havechoſen forthe combar , let me intreat you to give it me, that Ty 


teſtifie the deſire T have to ſerve our gods, and to make tryal of tny ſelf 
againſt the Princes of Greece, who are every where ſo crycd up with 
incredible applauſe. Madam, replyed Falan;ar, it were a grievous fin 
me-thinks to expoſe ſo precious a fowell. as your incomparable ſelf, to 
the hazard of Arms, nevertheleſle, {ince you deſire it, we will by no 
means oppole your pleaſure, whereon we will all of us abſolutely de- 
pend , You ſhall tomorrow then have the prime place, and ſo many Prin- 
| ccsas you behold here, ſhall but ſecond the grearneſle of your courage. 
Having faid ſo, he with the moſt part of the Pagan Kings conducted 
herto her quarter, and leaving her there, to refreſhher ſelf, and pitch her: 
Tents, he aſſcmbledall his Commanders to his Pavillion, where having 
briefly remonſtrated unto them of what importance the next dayes fighr .& 
would bc, he defired them to permit him to diſpoſe of the order that was | 
to be obſcrved in ſo dangerousan affair: wherfore having choſen fiftic'of 
the ſtrongeſt Gyants,that-were ſti] temaining inthe Army, he nominated bo 
fourtcen of the beſt Knights Errant of all Paganiſme,whoſe names ſhall 
be delivered hercatter,thirtic two Kings,and foure Amazonian Queens, 
with Amanara, tor the Combat. On the other ſide Amadis of Gaule, 
upon whole care the Chriſtians altogether relyed, intreated the Empec- 
rourof Martaria, {ceing his age did exempt him from the exerciſe of 
 Armes, that he would be pleaſed to be Judge of their Combat, where- 
unto he having condilſcended, he ordained that Geloday, Atletta his Wite, . 
Aſtibel and Timbres of Agypt; Oriander, the King of Catay ; the Queen 
Caftora, and Parmenian of Cyprus, ſhould be tor the guard of the Camp; 
as alfoto ſce their men might (ti!1 be in readineſs for all kind of accidents. 
then finding that the reſt of the Princes there aſſembled, amounted to the 
number of an hundred, he commanded them to be all prepared againſt 
the next morning, which at kength appearing, to the equal! contentment 
of both parts, our Chriſtians heard Maſfle, and diſpoſed of themſclyes, 
as men fytted for another worid, whullt the Pagans to render their gods = 
favourable, offered athouſand ſacrifices unto them. | 
T hat done, the Emperour of Martaria, and the King of Argoſan,Judge 
for the Pagans; baving begirt the Barriers with foure thouſand men tor 
the ſuretic of rhe field, and the Trumpets being placed, 'the Pagan Kings 
preſenting thkemſclves firſt with incredible confidence , The beauteous 
Em prefſc of the Amazons marched formoſt clad in ſuch rich Arms, thag 
the Diamonds upon them dazled the eyes of all the ſpectatours; then 
followed FalanFar, Brizardan the Soldan of Aralzha; Marmaran , 
| Sophy of Bulrtara , Policaſtaleox, King of Zcilan; Mambriman, King of 
Fornacia ; Furiandcr, {onto the grand Salvage ; Aſturion, the ſtout Soldan

The Amazonian Queens, having had equall fortune with their Launces; 
_ thargcd one another very valiantly ina quarter,aſideby themſelves; bur 
the fight between Bravorant and Alcidamant, Rogalmondand Gorgophon, and 
the other cight was ſo dreadiull,thar men ſhur their eyes, notdaring to be- 
holdirt; the ſtrong Braverant diſplayed his force, gave RvZalmond moſt 
terrible blows, but having the prime Knight of thecarth to deale with, 
he was followed ſo cloſe, as he had noleiſuretorhink of any thing , ſave 
how to defend himſelfe. Gorgophon thundered upon Alcidamant , Rou(ſar- 
dans ſtroaks tell like lightning on Amades , his thield , the grand Salvage 
charged Clariſel with incredible force, Fieraſtron made Grian (wear drops 
of blood; Mariſzolfe would nor ſuffer Grislanis to take any reſt; the dread- 
full Typhorus hammered continually on Perſides helmet; the great Caliph of 
Francapia, put Floriday very dangeroully ro it ; nevertheleſle the Chriſti- 
an Champions demeancd themſelves ſo well, as it was impoſſible toa(- 
cribeany advantage to their enemies, 
 Bravoramtenraged to meet a manable to arreſt the fury of his Armies, 
diſcharged his ſword with ſuch violence on ReJalmond, that having divi- 


ded his ſhield in twain, the poynt of it lighted fo rudelyon his helmer, as 


it made him knock his chin againſt hisbreſt , with an opinion thar all his 
teeth were brokento peeces, which fo incenſed out Warriour , as advan- 
cing his {word he letit deſcend with ſuch a tempeſt on Bravorants head, as 
he overturned him on the crupper of his horſe, voyding blood out of his 
mourh, and cars, and ſo beſides himſclte, that his horſe carried himup and

Onthe other fide Alcidamarnt and Gorgophoy intreated one another with 


no tefle violence, this proud Infidelcurling heaven, for making one able

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_ . with ſo ſtruck Alcjdamant on the head, as not being able to picrce that rich 
helmet, whuch he gotin the inchanted Caſtle of T reaſiure, he made him to

bition. Hereupon having intreated her to take a lodging with them in 
thecirie, ſheand the Queens her followers were conducted by him and 
the Princes thither, and were brought to Traſecleas Chamber , where all 
the other Princes were aſſembled, by whom being infinitely carcfſed, both 
ſides ſtood amazed at each others beauties. 
Shortly whereupon it grew tobe a very greatcourt; for Caſſandra ar-
